Howard Orrell in Auburn, Massachusetts joined me in becoming the 5 
Churter Members. Bob has attended every Orrell Family Reunion with the 
exception of the first one. Over the years the family reunion spread from 
a 1 day affair to a full week. For several years straight Bob has visited 
with us. We research from early in the morning till late at night. Bob and 
I serve as each other's editor, and have, along with Terence Orrell, co- 
authored two books together. Others are planned. While our actual blood 
connection has not been completely established we are definitely cousins; 
however our love for each other is as close as any two brothers could be.

A bool< such as this 
takes thousands of hours of research, many miles of travelling back and forth to the State 
Archives, Libraries, and Historical Societies. Then comes thousands of dollars for 
photocopies, and gas for the car. Reverdy Lewin Orrell, III has done his family a great 
service by his tireless research and putting this book together.

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INTRODUCTION 

This book represents over 10 years of my life. During that time I have spent thousands of hours atong with 
thousands of dollars researching genealogy. I have visited the Library of Congress, Daughters of the 
American Revolution Library, the National Archives, various branches of the Latter Day Saints Research 
Centers, Maryland State Archives, Maryland Historical Society, Enoch Pratt Library, Maryland State Library, 
Baltimore City Archives, Virginia State Archives, Delaware State Archives, and various local courthouses, 
libraries, historical societies, and other repositories of genealogical data both in and out of Maryland. I have 
purchased several different computers, printers and software programs strictly to assist in my genealogy 
research projects. Thousands of miles have been put on vehicles travelling to the above named places as 
well as cemeteries and personal interviews. Hundreds of photos of tombstones have been taken. About fifty 
geneabgy books have been purchased, hundreds more read from cover to cover, and thousands have had 
their indexes checked in an effort to match sumames. I have also had to spend hundreds of hours reading 
about and experimenting with computers and computer programs. Contrary to popular belief you just don't 
turn them on and watch miracles happen. Everything must be learned by trial and error involving many hours 
in learning how to do the simplest task. 

It is amazing how we personally evolve and grow over the years. That little spark of interest in family history 
quickly Ignited giving me the determination, steadfastness, perseverance, fortitude, and conviction to desire 
to become accomplished in geneatogy research, writing, public speaking, and computer technology. One 
area pushed me into another area. I started out wanting to learn more about our family with no idea that I 
would be founding a family association and writing newsletters. The idea of writing books, speaking before 
geneatogy groups, teaching genealogy research along with computer genea togy, and using a computer didn't 
enter my wildest dreams. The evolution continues. Our discovery of Civil War relatives has stimulated our 
interest in that period of American history. Both my son and I do considerable reading on the Civil War and 
attend various historical and genealogical organizatbns whose purpose is centered around that event. 

I research all family lines on Carol's side and on my side. I take each back as far as I can and then bring all 
lines fonvard as far as I can. Thus far I have over 22,500 persons in my computer database. Each of these 
is related to our son by being either a relative or the spouse of a relative. Naturally everything was not 
discovered by 'original' research. Along the way I found connecttons to several well documented and 
published lines saving me years of research. I am certainly indebted to those researchers who helped pave 
the way. It is very interesting to note that nearly every one of the direct line ancestors in this book were either 
bom in Maryland and stayed there or came into Maryland from overseas and remained in Maryland. With 
few exceptions all my original research has been in Maryland. That is not to say that all 22,500 persons are 
from Maryland - far from it. Many of the children of the direct line ancestors moved on the other areas of the 
country but, by and large, the great grandparents for many generations back were either bom in Maryland 
or settled in Maryland from overseas. Both Carol and I have several lines that have been on the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland or in Anne Arundel County since the 1600's. Some of the other lines came directly into 
Baltimore City as early as the 1700's with many others amving in the mid to late 1800's. 

Some of the family lines have nearly died out. There were many more persons with the Henrickle surname 
in the 1800s then they are now. Few males were bom and the line is nearly exhausted. Other lines are very 
well documented. One is the Cheney line from Anne Arundel County. Many of the family members went 
south. An interesting item often occurs when family lines can be traced back several hundred years in any 
particular area. You will often find that your various family lines intennamed many times. I have documented 
cases of three blood brothers marrying three bkxxl sisters. My Cheney, Stewart, and Benson lines of Anne 
Arundel County intermamed many times. They also intermamed with other well documented and established 
families of the area: Linthicum, Howard, Sparks, Dorsey, Hammond, (jams. Waters, Burgess, Duvall, 
Key, Gaither, Gassaway, and Poole to name a few. Ever hear of either of the communities of Linthicum 
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or Dorsey in Anne Arundel County; Howard County, Maryland, the town of Sparks in upper Baltimore County, 
Ijamsville and Poolesville in Freden- County, Gaithersburg in Montgomery County, Duvall Highway in Anne 
Arundel County, Benson Avenue altimore City, or Francis Scott Key who wrote the Star Spangled 
Banner? There is a town of Gassav in Cannon County, Tennessee and somewhere there is a town named 
after the Cheney family. The family of Wildensteiner had a town named after it in the home country. The 
Orrell family has a town named after it in England as well as being associated with Turton Tower. While only 
some of these were direct line ancestors others were descendants of those ancestors and are cousins, aunts 
and uncles. 

Abng the way I have discovered many set of twins and one set of triplets. There have been several persons 
who have lived over 100 years as well as soldiers from the Cobnial Wars, French & Indian War, Spanish 
American War, American Civil War, War of 1812, Revolutionary War as well as others who served in the early 
Colonial Military or rose to high ran in the regular armed forces. The number of veterans of World War I, 
World War II, Korean War, Vietnar vVar and Desert Storm are too numerous to mention. Several persons 
were captains of industry while others were doctors, lawyers, and judges. There are numerous Senators and 
Representatives on both state and natbnal levels as well as Mayors, Ambassadors and even a U.S. 
President. I have a section at the end of this book with more information. 

The most difficult part of this entire project was deciding when to stop researching and when to actually start 
writing the book. Research constantly continues and sometimes, even after years of dead ends, I am able 
to push a sumame a generatton or two backward. At times things open up instantaneously for several 
surnames at a time. I am constantly researching all of the family lines at the same time, although I generally 
try to concentrate on a few at a time. Even in the final stages of this book I was able to discover a few new 
direct line ancestors. Unfortunately, In depth research on those particular sumames must be done at a latter 
time. 

I would like to thank everyone for their support In this project. Even using the utmost care every book on 
genealogy contains mistakes with dates and misspellings with names. I hope they are few and that the 
reader will be forgiving of any errors contained within these covers.

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^rief Overview Qf Qomz (Basic Qrenzalo^d germs 

I will now briefly attempt to discus; ome of the various genealogical sources I have used in researching this 
book. In addition to my personal knowledge of persons herewithin, I have interviewed many persons who 
also have contributed names, dates, places and family relattonships. Eventually you reach a point that you 
must turn to other avenues of research. I therefore will briefly talk about some of the sources cited in this 
book. 

Naturally we are all aware of birth and death certificates. For the most part birth certificates in Maryland 
started in 1875. In Maryland, birth certificates are restricted for about 100 years meaning the only birth 
certificates available for genealogical use are those covering the period 1875 - 1890. 

Death certificates began about the same time as birth certificates. They are restricted in the State of 
Maryland for about twenty years. I have k)cated several through many hours of research and have included 
them throughout this book. Pleased be advised they are very helpful but often times contain very inaccurate 
information. Information is given at a very stressful time and often the person supplying the informatfon does 
not know the correct informatfon. 

Newspaper obituary notices seem to be a better source of informatton but are sometimes difficult to bcate. 
There is no 'running index' for the Baltimore Sunpapers containing names appearing in obituary notices. You 
must know the death date to begin your search in the newspaper. Often times an obituary notice was not 
published. 

The Baltimore City Directory is a tremendous source of information. The Maryland Historical Society in 
Baltimore City has copies of the actual Baltimore City Directories from about 1796 - 1964. While some years 
are missing they are very consistent from 1799 - 1930 and also have directories from 1936, 1937. 1940, 
1942, 1955, 1958, 1958. 1959, 1961, and 1964. These directories are not allowed to be xeroxed. To date 
I have not located any Baltimore City Directories covering the years 1931 - 1935 and 1943 - 1954. The 
Baltimore City Directory typically listed a man's name, occupatton. and home address. Sometimes his 
business address was listed. Starting about 1922 wives were also listed. I have found the City Directory to 
be one of the best research tools for Baltimore City and have created long lists for every direct line surname. 
Amazingly. I have discovered several of my ancestral families were living in close proximity to each other 
many years before they were joined by manrlage. This was discovered by finding the addresses in the 
Baltimore City Directory and then using the Sanborn Fire Maps for the ctasest time period. 

The correct tenninology is 'City Directory'. 'City Directories' contain listings for different tocatfons. Thus the 
'Baltimore City Directory' is actually a 'City Directory' for the greater Baltimore Area and is not entirely 
restricted to 'Baltimore Citv'. The temi 'City' is used to describe a metropolitan area and does not necessarily 
limit it self to an 'incorporated cit/. I need to stress that point because 'Baltimore City' while originally 
incorporated in 1796. was not separated fi-om Baltimore County as a governmental unit until 1851. 

The following is a 'Brief History of the Federal Census' which I wrote as an introduction for Robert Stanley 
Orrell's book The Orrell Family in the US. Census' It is reproduced, in part: 

The first federal census wss taken m the United States in 1790 asa result of a Constitutional provisicm that.,.. 'Representatives and direct Taxes 
shall be apportioned among the several states which may bemcluded with this Union, accordit^ to thet respective Numbers .. The actual 
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Emancration shall be made within three Years after the first Meeting of the Congress of the United States, and within every subsequent Term 
often Years, in such Manner as they shall by Law dtectJ 

Our firstFederalCaisusof 1790 didexactlywhatitwasdesignedtodo'countthepopulation. It did this withm limited i^ categories by sex 
ami did go one st^Hirther by listing the names ofthe heads of families, a practice continwd for several <kcades, up to and including the 1S40 
Bederal Census. 

Thegwatstchai^ges in the Ivderal Census forms came about ml8S0. The entire format was altered fmm previous years, In the preceding 
census's the family was the primary unit with each family given one line m the census form. Due to the efforts of Lemuel Shattuck of 
Massachus^ts, this was changed in the 1850 census when each individual citizen became the primary unit In the 1840 census a family of 
twelve would be recorded on 1 line with only the head of household's name b'sted. In the 1850 census this same family would comprise 12 
lines with each family member's name listed. 

I dnmld also r^HJirt that some of the 1790, 1800 and 1810 Federal Cenars returns are missh^ as a result of the foe m Washir^gton, D.C. set 
by the British during the Warofl812. Also, sadly, moaofthe 1890 Federal Census returns do not exist as a result ofa foe m die Corimierce 
Department buildir^ on Jmmary 21, 1921. Whiknotallr^urnswereburnedmtiiefue,rnostweresobadlydam^edtiiatCor^gressaudion 
thetd^posal. Some records have ramined but they are few and far between.

At present (1994) die most current Uderal Census available for research is the 1920 Census which was released dming 1992-93. The 1930 
census will probably be released around die year 2002. 

Lastly, I would like to clear up a few common misconceptions regarding the concept of 'cousins'. Siblings 
(brothers and sisters) have a common parent; first cousins have a common grandparent; second cousins 
have a common great grandparent; third cousins have a common great-great grandparent; fourth cousins 
have a common great-great-great grandparent. This procedure expands as you connect with families further 
back in time and are able to make the connectton. To give you a more detailed explanation I will point out 
a cousin of mine whom you all have heard of- Pros. Harry S Truman. We are 8th cousins, both descending 
from Richard Cheney. My direct line goes Reverdy Lewin Orrell, 111^°, Reverdy Lewin Orrell, Jr.^, 
Reverdy Lewin Orrell, Sr.^, Florence E. Stewart^, Richard Benson Stewa^t^ Elizabeth Benson^, 
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Elizabeth Cheney^, isiah Cheney^, Charles Cheney^, and Richard Cheney\ President Harry S 
Truman's line is Harry S Truman^^ John Anderson Truman^, Mary Jane Holmes^, Ann Drusilla Tyler^, 
Robert Tyler^, Edward Tyler, Jr.^, Elizabeth Duvail^, Elizabeth Ijams^, Elizabeth Chene/, and Richard 
Cheney\ Richard Cheney is our great-great-great-great-great-great-great grandfather (7th great 
grandfather) making us 8th cousins. 

Nearly everyone, including many genealogists, make the mistake of calling their grandfather's brother their 
'great uncle'. There is no such thing as a GREAT AUNT or GREAT UNCLE. Think about this very 
carefully. Your grandfather's brother or sister is on the same generatbn as your grandparent. Therefore 
this person is your GRAND AUNT or GRAND UNCLE, not great aunt or great uncle. Your great- 
grandfather's brother or sister is on the same generatton as he is and is therefore your GREAT-GRAND 
AUNT or GREAT-GRAND UNCLE. 

The matter of 'once removed' 'twice removed', etc. is very confusing. Without going into a lengthy discussbn 
of this particular subject the crux of the matter deals with different generations levels. You are not on the 
same generation as your children, your parents, or your grandparents. That is easily to comprehend but it 
gets very confusing when talking about cousins on different generatbns. It would take too much space, at 
this time to delve into the 'removed' area when dealing with cousins. 

In any event, it is not the purpose of this book to serve as a primer for geneabgy principals and research 
methods. It is however necessary for the reader to understand a few of the minor principals as explained 
above. So sit back, relax, and enjoy reading about the Ancestors and Relatives of Reverdy Lewin Orreil.

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How To Follow The Family Lines In This Book 

Genealogy or Family History books are generally set up either one of two ways. One way is to start with a 
particular person and trace their descendants to the present day. This was the method I used in my last book 
on the Simmont family. I started with David Simmont and brought every line fonvard to the present day. 
The other way is to start with a particular person and trace their ancestors backward in time. This book is 
actually a combination of the two methods. The book documents every known ancestor of Reverdy Lewin 
Orrell IV. Each chapter concentrates on a different generatton. Chapter 1 is about Reverdy Lewin Orrell 
IV who is the first generation. Chapter 2 is about his parents who are the second generatton. Chapter 3 is 
about his grandparents who are the third generatbn, etc. However going back to the fifth or sixth generation 
I have attempted to bring all lines fonA^ard to the present day. In this way many of the present day cousins 
are included in this book and are able to trace some of the ancestry also. 

This book is completely indexed. Merely find yourself in the index then bcate the page on which you are 
listed as a child in a family. Once you kx)k at that page which contains your name you will be quickly able 
to see how the book is set up. As you work backward in time you will discover your parents and 
grandparents. Eventually you will work backward to the beginning of a family sectbn. At that point you might 
see something like the following: 

Samuel BROADWAY, Sr J^ (Sarah BROADWAY'', Thomas FRAMPT0N'°, John FRAMPTON^ Joseph 
FRAMPTON®, Vincent FRAMPTON. Sr/. Vincent FRAMPTON. Jr.^ Walter FRAMPTON^ Blanche 
Willamina FRAMPTON^, Wlllabelie KYLE^ Carol Lynn GROSS^, Reverdy Lewin ORRELL. IV'). He 
was the son of Nicholas BROADWAY'^ and Catherine ?'^ {Maiden name unknown}. He married Sarah 
DUDLEY'^ before 1682, in Maryland. fTJ^ancesby of the alx^ve mentioned peison begins on page 480} 

The above entry shows how Samuel Broadway, Sr. (of the 12th generation) is the 9th great grandfather of 
Reverdy Lewin Orrell, IV. It lists his parentage and spouse. It also advises you that you should turn to 
page 480 for Samuel's ancestry. 

Rather than just a list of names, dates and places varbus notes are included in this t)ook. For some of the 
direct line ancestors little information ia known; therefore there are few notes and no original documents. With 
other direct line ancestors the opposite is true. Some ancestors have pages of notes and many original 
documents are included. I have tried to type in the content of many of the documents and have also included 
photocopies of some of them. Many documents had to be reduced in size to be included in this book. Others 
are enlarged in part to show some detail. Sometimes documents are included which will not be easily read. 
Use a magnifying glass to enlarge some of the detail on some of these documents. Others will just not be 
readable not matter what you do. However many are included in spite of that fact for a few reasons. First, 
they are copies of the original documents of our ancestors and might be one of the few times you will actually 
see a document from the 1600s or 1700s. Secondly, you will be able to appreciate the time and effort I had 
to put forth in trying to decipher the contents of these documents. Often I obtained a copy of an original 
document and enlarged it several times. There have been many times that I took a document about the size 
of a standard sheet of paper and kept enlarging it in sections, often times turning it into 8 sheets. After that, 
even using a magnifying glass I was still unable to decipher the entire contents. Often I could only pick out 
a few words. No one said genealogy was easy I 
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Blessed are the grandmothers, who preserved family Bibles 
and diaries, for these are our HERITAGE. 

Blessed are the fathers, who elect officials that answers letters 
of inquiry, for - to some- the ONLY LINK to the past. 

Blessed are the mothers, who relate FAMILY TRADITIONS 
and LEGENDS to the family, for one of her children will 
surely remember. 

Blessed are relatives, who fill in family sheets with extra data, 
for to them we owe our FAMILY HISTORY,

Masonic lodge reaches century mark

Rcb Oncit III anticipates that 
membership at Palestine Lodge 
No. 189 of the Ancient Free 
and Accepted Masons will be booming 
in the coming years. 

"I foresee a growth in Masonry and 
within the Palestine Lodge. When 
times are tough, people seem to join 
organizations more." said Orrcll, a 
Palestine Lodge member and author of 
the book ••Palestine Lodge No. 
189-1891-1991: The First Hundred 
Years." which he wrote as part of the 
Catonsviilc institution's cemenniui cel- 
ebration. 

Members of the Palestine Lodge and 
their families celebrated the anticipated 
resurgence in Masonry as pan of their 
1 00th anniversary Saturday night at the 
Doumi Temple on North Charles 
Street. Later in the fall, the grand 
master of all the Maryland chapters of 
Masons will rcdedicate the Palestine 
Lodge's charter in a special ceremony. 

Historians trace Masonry to the 1 0th 
century, B.C.. during the construction 



of King Solomon's Temple. Records 
show that Ma.sonry was introduced in 
England in 926 A.D. 

The fraternal organization is a dc- 
scendeni of associations of cathedral 
builders in the Middle Ages which 
traveled through Europe sharing their 
secrets of the craft. 

When cathedral building began to die 
out. the guilds of stone ma.sons con- 
tinued to meet and also invited men 
from other occupations to join thcin for 
social gatherings. At this time. Ma.son- 
ry as it is known today began. 

Unlike the original building — Old 
Newburg Hall, which was torn down in 
1902 to make way for Salem Lutheran 
Church — where the 14 charter mem- 
bers of the Palestine Lodge of Ma.suns 
first met. much of the Ma.sonic tra- 
dition remains intact. 

The primary function of the Ma.sons. 
who meet at their lodge on Newburg 
Avenue and Frederick Road, is still 
social. At meetings, conversations con- 
taining elements of politics, religion or 
business practices arc forbidden. 

The Masons believe that keeping 



these topics outside the lodge doors 
prevents barriers from being created 
between members. 

"A DenHxrrat can come and sit next 
to a Republican and a Catholic can 
come and sit next to a Methodist." 
Orrcll said. 

In addition, when Masons enter the 
lodge, they shed all titles. "When a 
diKtor enters, he is now a brother. He 
is no longer a doctor. We arc all equal 
brothers." Oncll said. 

In order to join the Ma.sons. a strictly 
fraternal group, j man must be 21 years 
old, meet the standard of character and 
reputation, be approved by two mem- 
bers of tiie lodge and pa2« a unaninums 
ballot. 

Although religion is a forbidden sub- 
ject of conversation, the Masons are 
religious in character. Members must 
believe in God and the meetings are 
opened with a non-denominational 
prayer. Masonry aims to teach mono- 
theism, the Golden Rule and tolerance 
toward all mankind. 

Perhaps the most significant change 
in the past 100 years is the variety of 



me m bers the lodge shows on its mem- 
bership rosier. 

**Therc arc people from all walks of 
life. At one time, you had to be a 
prominent member of the community to 
become the grand mxster. Now. you 
just need a good head on your 
shoulders." Orrell said. 

Frank Manin III is the current grand 
master and he is assisted by 18 lodge 
officers. 

For Oncll. a past grand master, the 
night he was installed in that position 
was one of the proudest of his life. The 
most proud, he added, was when he 
installed his son as the master councilor 
of the Order of DeMolay. the lodge's 
chapter for male youth. 

Niasonry, Orrcll said, runs in the 
family. His fadier was a Mason and his 
son is carrying on the tradition. The 
family-orierued nature is what keeps 
the chapter strong. 

"The Palestine Masonic Lodge has 
been one of the leading forces in 
Catonsville. All indications arr that we 
will be around another 100 years," 
Orrell said.

During World War I! served on the U.S.S. Biloxi (CL-80). The Bitoxi, named after a city In Mississippi, was 
launched 23 Febmary 1943 by Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock County, Newport News, Virginia. 
It was commissbned 31 August 1943 with Capt. P.M. McCurl in command and reported to Cruiser Diviston 
13 in the Pacific Fleet. 

From January 1 944 until April 1 945 the Biloxi screened fast carrier task groups, bombarded shore installattons 
and covered amphibious landings during the Eniwetok, Marshall Islands seizure (31 January - 8 February 
1944); Truk raid (16-17 February); Marianas raids (21-22 February); Palau-Yap-Ulithi-Woleai raid (30 March 
- 1 April); raids in support of the Hollandia. New Guinea landings (21-24 April); Truk-Satawan-Ponape raid 
(29 April - 1 May); Saipan invasion (1 1-24 June); Battle of the Philippine Sea (19-20 June); 3rd Bonins raid 
(3-4 July); occupation of Guam (12 July - 15 August); Chichi Jima bombardment (4 July); Palau-Yap-Ulithi 
raids (25-27 July); 4th Bonins raid (4-5 August); Volcnos-Bonis-Yap raid (31 August - 8 September); 
occupation of the Southern Palaus (6 September- 14 October); Okinawa raid (10 October); Northem Luzon 
and Formosa raids (1 1-14 October); Luzon raids (15 and 17-19 October, 5-6, 13-14, and 19-25 November, 
and 14-16 December); Battle for Leyte Gulf (24-26 October); Luzon raids (6-7 January 1945); China Coast 
raids (12 and 16 January); 5th Fleet raids on Honshnu and the Nansei Shoto (15-16 and 25 February and 
1 March); Iwo Jima invasion (15 February - 1 March); and Okinawa operation (25 March - 20 April). The 
Biloxi was slightly damaged by a Japanese suicide plane off Okinawa 27 March 1945 but continued in action 
delivering accurate anti-aircraft fire. 

She departed the fighting area 27 April 1 945 enroute to the West Coast for overhaul. She headed westward 
again in July, took part in the attack on Wake Island (18 July), and anived at Leyte 14 August Following the 
surrender of Japan she assisted in the evacuatton of Allied Prisoners of War from Nagasaki. Remaining on 
occupation duty until 9 November 1945 she then proceeded to Peari Harbor and the United States. She 
moved to Port Angeles, Washington, 15 January 1946 and reported to the Commander of the 19th Fleet for 
inactivation. On 18 May 1946 she was placed in commissbn in reserve at Puget Sound Naval Shipyard and 
on 29 October 1946 went out of commission in reserve. 

The Biloxi received nine battle stars for her service in the Pacific during Worid War II.®

Reverdy Lewin Orrell, Sr/ died 12 January 1961, in Halethorpe, Baltimore County, Maryland, and was 
buried 14 January 1 961 , in Meadowridge Cemetery, Dorsey, Howard County, Maryland. He was named after 
two of his maternal uncles, Reverdy B. Stewart and Lewin R. Stewart, both of whom atong with their father 
left Maryland at the beginning of the Civil War, travelled to Richmond County, Virginia, joined and fought for 
the Confederate States of America. 

NOTES for Reverdy Lewin Orrell, Sr/ follow: Located in the 1900 Maryland Census. He was living at 
home (1259 James Street, Baltimore City) with his parents and femily. His father Francis Wesley Orrell, 
Sr.^ was listed as a 54 year old Head of Household bom June 1845. Also in the household was Reverdy's 
mother Florence and his brothers and sisters. 

Reverdy Lewin Orrell, Sr/ did volunteer work at Mt. Saint Mar/s Reform School from about 1910 to 1918. 
I can remember him talking about helping out with the baseball team and ho^ in practice he use to 'catch' 
for George Herman 'Babe' Ruth who went on to become one of the best known and bved baseball players 
in the history of the game. It is interesting to note that during part of this time Frank Anthony Malle, Sr/ was 
a resident of Mt. Saint Mary's Reform School however neither ever mentioned that they knew each other 
during that perbd. Frank Anthony Malle, Sr/ never menttoned Babe Ruth and spoke very little about his 
days at Mt. Saint Mary's. 

Reverdy Lewin Onrell, Sr/ was 24 years old, single and living at home (1260 Columbia Avenue) in the 1910 
Maryland Census. In the 1920 Maryland Census Reverdy Lewin Orrell, Sr/ was 34 years old, a straw 
hatter in a factory, married and living at 218 Vincent Street with his wife Mary Orrell, aged 24 years, and their 
son Richard Francis Onrell, aged 1 year and 2 months. The Enumeration date of the 1920 Census was 24 
January 1920. Their second child Reverdy Lewin Orrell. Jr.^ was not bom until 20 October of that same 
year. 

It is reported that Reverdy Lewin Orrell, Sr/ and both of his brothers Francis Wesley Orrell, Jr. and 
Richard Benson Orrell were members of the Klu Klux Klan. He retired from the Baltimore Gas & Electric 
Company and later helped with Accountant's Stationary Company which was originally owned by his son 
Richard Francis Orrell and later by Richard's brother Reverdy Lewin Orrell, Jr. 



Grandpop was a great lover of photography. He took some outstanding photographs and developed his own 
black and white prints. He was a soft spoken man who walked with a limp and a cane, having been hit by 
a car many years before his death.

The Weser was built by the Caird & Company of Greenock, Scotland, Its tonnage was 2,871 . Dimensions 
were 35rx40'. It was single-screw, inverted engines and ran at 1 1% knots. It had two masts and one funnel 
and had an iron hull. It was launched 19 March 1867. It was scrapped in 1896. No known photograph 
exists; however it's sister ships were the America, Deuthschland. Hansa, Hermann, and Union. There are 
two other similar names amving in the Port of Baltimore. One is Frank Maiek aniving from Austria on 6 
Feboiary 1886 and 58 years old (much too old), and another Franz Mailak, a 16 year old amving on 1 April 
1881 from Germany on the vessel Herman. He also would be too old. Franz Mailak was listed as a 
Shoemaker.

Malle is the Americanized version of the surname. It appears, according to the Baptismal Certificate that the 
family name is actually Mallej, not Malle. It must be remembered that many persons of this era, especially 
'blue collar* workers, could not read, nor write. Add to that the language bamer of arriving in a new country. 
Mallej, Malley, Mally, Maly, Maley, etc all sound the same. The clerk for the steamship company merely 
wrote down phonically what he heard. In many cases surnames were completely lost when coming to 
America. Everyone has heard of the surname Ferguson. Many of the Americans today with the Ferguson 
surname actually had different surnames in the old country. When they amved at Ellis Island, New York, the 
immigration officer would ask them in English, n/Vhat is your name?" The immigrant could not speak English 
and had no idea of what was being asked him. He would reply as such, Vergetson', literally meaning in 
Gemian, "I don't know what you are asking" or -| don't understand". The immigration officer would believe 
that the new arrival has said his name and would write down what he heard. The Gemian^word Vergetson 
would be mistaken and recorded as the person's sumame - Ferguson. 
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Christian first names were also Americanized - Franz became Frank or Francis. Anton became Anthony, 
etc. 

In possession of his Baptismal Certificate. It shows that Franz Mallej was bom on the 11th of December 
1869 and Baptized on the 12th of December 1869. His was a legitimate birth. The religion of the family was 
Roman Catholic. The Priest performing the baptism was Deff. The certificate shows that he was bom in 
Pustarhovitz in Bohemia.

From a genealogical point of view death certificates are one of the most unreliable sources of information 
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available but in many cases that might be the only piece of information we locate. The infonmation on a death 
certificate is given at a very stressful time and often times the person giving the infomnation has no idea of 
the proper information. Also it is possible that the person writing down the infomnation records it incorrectly 
as is the case with many of the Census records. In the above situation Ella's father Clement B. W. 
Henrickle died in 1881 which was 33 years before the informant Theresa Rose Simmont was bom.

Mary Ann BASFORD^ died about 13 April 1901, and was buried 15 April 1901, in Westem Cemetery, 
Baltimore City, Maryland. 

NOTES for Mary Ann BASFORD^ follow: Buried 1 5 April - probably died 1 3 April 1 901 which was less than H 

one month after her son Edward M. Orrell died. There is no death certificate in Baltimore City or Maryland 
counties for Mary Ann Basfbrd. Also no obituary notice appeared in the Baltimore Sun or Baltimore News. 



To date, the parents of Mary Ann Basford have not been located. I have checked all available wills, 
marriage licenses, and census records without being able to pinpoint her parents. This search was executed 
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in Baltimore City (residence for most of her life). Baltimore County (Baltimore City was formed from Baltimore 
County) County, Anne Arundel County (one source names this county as her birthplace), and Talbot County 
(birthplace of Edward V. Orrell). Guardian Indexes and Orphan Court indexes were also checked for the 
above mentioned areas. 

There are however various possibilities: A John Basfbrd & his wife Sarah Isaac had a daughter Martha 
A. Basfbrd, born 1833, who manied James Monroe Duvall on 6 January 1858. This would be about the 
proper time frame. The 1900 Maryland Census points to a birth date of January 1825 for Mary Ann 
Basfbrd; however, it is believed this is incon-ect for several reasons. It is definitely confirmed she married 
Edward V. Orrell on 17 August 1835 as the marriage record was taken directly from the mamage book in 
Baltimore City and the date is very clear and in line with all the other dates on the page. Gassaway W. 
Basfbrd married Eliza Ann Davis in Anne Amndel County. License was Issued 6 June 1 822. As Mary Ann 
Basford was probably bom about 1820 it would appear this mamage might be too recent Willy Basfbrd 
married ? in Anne Arundel County. License was issued 12 January 1810. David Basfbrd mam'ed Catharine 
Fowler in Baltimore City. License was issued 22 September 1818 and mamed was performed by a minister 
named Rev. Roberts.

Orrell, age 29, Hotel Clerk; Bvina V. Orrell, age 26, at home (this is the wife of Edward M. Orrell); Edward 
B. Orrell (actually Edward V. Onrell), 3 months old bom in March 1870, Francis Orrell, age 22, Mercantile 
Clerk; Jacob C. Mull, age 39, Shoemaker; and Edward M. Morris, age 10, at school. The Edward M. 
Morris was their grandchild, the son of Emma A. Orrell and Robert A. Morris. The interesting thing is that 
Edward M. Morris is also located with his parents in the same census. As the census was taken over a 
period of several months this child could have just been visiting and included in the census.

It should be noted that nearly all of the 18&: Federal Census bumed in a fire at the Department of 
Commerce. However, census takers during that year also took another census at the same time as the 
Federal Census. This census counted the surviving soldiers, sailors, marines and their widows. He is located 
on page 5, supervisor's district number 1, enumeration district number 458 in the Mount Winans section of 
Baltimore County, Maryland. Shown as Edward B. Orrell of Mt. Winans, serving as a Private in Company 
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G of the 13th Regiment of the Home Brigade Regiment and serving In the service from 24 February 1865 to

1900 Maryland Census: Edward V. Orrell. his wife Mary Ann Basford and their son Edward M. Orrell 
are located in the 1900 Maryland Census. They are in Enumeratfon District 57, page 1. Edward V. Orrell 
is listed as the Head of Household and both he and his wife are shown as a 75 years old bom in January 
1825. This would definitely appear to be incorrect birth dates for both parties as they married in 1835 and 
would not have been getting married at the age of 10. They are shown as being married for 62 years which 
points to a marriage date of 1838 which is incomect as their marriage in 1835 is cleariy documented. They 
are listed as the parents of 3 children with all 3 cWWren still living. Residing with them is one son, Edward 
M. Orrell who is listed as a 62 year old male bom « July 1837. To make matters even more confusing is the 
fact that Edward M. Orrell is listed as Edward V. Oirell. This happened frequently and I have seen Edward 
V. Orrell. Edward M. Orrell, and Edward W. Om& on many documents. Edward M. Orrell was listed as 
being mamed for 38 years, however no wife is listed in the household with them. It is also interesting to note 
that Edward M. Orrell predeceased both parents. He is buried with his parents. While there is a single 
grave plot still empty next to him, his wife, Elvina Virginia Orrell, is buried with her family in Druid Ridge 
Cemetery.

Some thoughts and observations regardirig the varbus city directory listings: It would appear that Edward 
V. Onrell and family moved back and forth between Washington, D.C. and Baltimore, Maryland. The first 
definite listing we find is 1 860 in Baltimore. The next is 1 867 in Baltimore. He is found in Washington in 1 870 
and 1871. He is in Baltimore in 1872 and back in Washington, D.C. by 1874. He is kx^ated in Washington 
In 1875, 1876, 1878, 1879 and 1880. He is then in Baltimore from 1881 until 1900. Finally, he is tocated in 
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Washington, D.C. in 1901 and 1902. It must be remembered however that generally the various city 
directories are 1 year behind. That is to say that the 1870 city directory was actually compiled during 1869. 
This is the rule rather than the exception. To date no death certificate has been located for Edward V. 
Orrell. Searches have been made in Maryland and Washington. D.C. It is possible that he died in a part of 
Virginia that borders on Washington, D.C. No death certificate has been located in Maryland for his wife 
Mary Ann Basford or their son Edward M. Orrell. All death or burial dates are known, having been taken 
from the cemetery burial records. Search has been made through various Baltimore City newspapers and 
no obituary notice has been found.

Scott Williams states that Edward V. Orrell was an originator of an "Odd Fellows" Lodge and that his name 
is engraved in a stone in the Washington Monument. This has not been confirmed, however it does appear 
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that various Fraternal organizatfons contributed money to the building and erection of the Washington 
Monument. Those Fratemal organizations were acknowledged with various plaques within the monument; 
although it is not believed that individual names were engraved on these plaques.

The graves of Edward V. Orrell, Mary Ann Basford Orrell, 
Edward M. Orrell.

1, page 483 we read about the First Regiment Potomac 
Home Brigade Infantry: 

The First Regiment Infantry, Potomac Home Brigade, 

Maryland Volunteers, was organized at Frederick City, 

Maryland, from August 15 to December 13, 1861. to serve 

three years. Companies A, B, D, and I were recmited in 

Frederick County; Company C in Baltimore City; 

Companies E, F, and H is Washington County; Company 

G in Baltimore, Carroll and Frederick Counties; Company 

K in Baltimore City and Frederick County. The 1st 

Regiment Potomac Home Brigade Infantry was assigned to 

General Banks' Division, which was encamped in the 

vicinity of Frederick City, Maryland, during the fall and 

winter of 1861-62. In the spring of 1862 the 1st Regiment 

Potomac Home Brigade Infantry marched with General 

Banks' Division, up the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia as far as Winchester. Virginia, but were subsequently 

assigned to the protection of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad in Maryland and Virginia. When General 

Banks' Division was driven out of the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia in May, 1862, the 1 st Regiment Infantry, 

Potomac Home Brigade, was concentrated at Harper's Ferry, Virginia, to help protect that point from capture. 

On the 27th day of May, 1862, a detachment of the regiment had a skimiish with the enemy whilst on a 
reconnaissance on Louden Heights, Virginia. After the Federal troops again advanced up the Shenandoah 
Valley of Virginia, the 1st Regiment Potomac Home Brigade Infantry again resumed the duty assigned them 
of protecting the line of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. After the defeat of General Pope's Anny in 
Northern Virginia and the advance of General Lee's Amiy to the Potomac, the 1st Regiment Potomac Home 
Brigade Infantry gallantly opposed the passage of the Potomac River at the fords on the Potomac, near the 
mouth of the Monocacy. The regiment was concentrated at Sandy Hook and marched thence to Harper's 
Ferry, Virginia, where it took part in the defense of that point and was sun-endered, with the garrison, 
September 15, 1862. The regiment having been paroled, marched to Annapolis, Maryland, and, when 
exchanged, was subsequently assigned to duty on the Potomac in Southem Maryland. 

During the Gettysburg campaign, the 1st Regiment Potomac Home Brigade Infantry was assigned to General 
Lockwood's Brigade and the 12th Arniy Corps. During the second day's fight at Gettysburg, July 2, 1863, 
it not only took part in the battle on the right of the line at Culp's Hill, but was speedily transferred to that part 
of the line where General Sickles' 3rd Anny Corps of the Amiy of the Potomac had met with such a bloody 
repulse, and with ringing cheers, led by General Meade in person, aided in the final repulse of General 
Longstreet's Corps. 

Returning to the right of the line, they found their rifle pits on the 3rd of July, 1863, in the hands of the enemy, 
from which they were driven after a severe fight. The 1st Regiment Potomac Home Brigade Infantry found 
themselves pitted against the 1st Maryland Infantry (Confederate) as an incident of the battle on this part of 
the line. The loss of the First Regiment Potomac Home Brigade Infantry in this battle was severe. After the 
battle of Gettysburg, the 1st Regiment Potomac Home Brigade Infantry marched with the Amny of the 
Potomac to the Potomac River, where they again resumed guard duty on the line of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad in Maryland and Virginia. 
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At the time of the invasion of Maryland by General Early's Confederate Army in July, 1864, the 1st Regiment 
Potomac Home Brigade Infantry perfomied active and efficient service, and a portion of the regiment took 
a conspicuous part in the battle of Monocacy July 9. 1 864. Upon the expiratton of the terms of service of the 
original men, they were mustered out of service from August to December, 1864, except the veterans and 
recruits. The command was recruited up to a full regiment of infantry and the designatton changed to the 1 3th 
Regiment Infantry Maryland Volunteers, April 8, 1865. The casualties in the 1st Regiment Potomac Home 
Brigade Infantry were as follows, viz.: Killed in battle, three (3) commissfoned officers and forty-two (42) 
enlisted men - total, forty-five (45). Died of disease, wounds, etc, one (1 ) commissioned officer and eighty-five 
(85) enlisted men; aggregate death list, one hundred and thirty-one (131). The 1st Regiment of Infantry 
Potomac Home Brigade participated in the following engagements, viz.: Skinnish at Louden Heights, Virginia, 
Mary 27, 1862; skirmish at Poolsville, Maryland, September 5. 1862; skirmish at Monocacy Aqueduct, 
September 4, 1862; action at Maryland Heights, September 13. 1862; defense of Harper's Ferry, Virginia, 
September 14-15, 1862; battle of Gettysburg, July 2-3, 1863; skirmish at Duffield Statfon, Virginia, June 29, 
1864; battle of Monocacy, Maryland, July 9, 1864.' 

All of these battles took place before Edward V. Orrell and Robert A. Morris (son in law) were in the 1st 
Regiment Potomac Home Brigade Infantry. Edward V. Orrell was enlisted from 25 February, 1865 to 29 
May, 1865. Robert A. Morris was enlisted from 21 February, 1865 to 29 May, 1865. 

The records of the Thirteenth Regiment of Infantry, Maryland Volunteers, was composed of Veterans from 
the 1st Regiment Potomac Home Brigade Infantry, Maryland Volunteers, and recruits. Their organizatfon was 
completed on March 1, 1865; therefore Edward V. Orrell and Robert A. Morris were in the 13th Regiment 
about one and a half weeks after enlistment. Edward V. Orrell is located in the roster of that regiment under 
the name of Edward V. Quell. No additfon military records were available from the 13th Regiment. 

From the same above stated book we find: The 1st Regiment Potomac Home Brigade Infantry, Maryland 
Volunteers, was organized at Frederick City, Maryland, from August 15 to December 13, 1861 The 13th 
Regiment of Infantry, Maryland Volunteers, were assigned to duty at Martinsburg, West Virginia, and along 
the line of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad from Martinsburg to Harper's Ferry, Virginia. The 13th Regiment 
of Infantry was mustered out of service May 29, 1865, by reason of the ctose of the war.' 

In addition to Edward V. Orrell's Civil War Pensfon Records I was also able to obtain his Military Records. 
Unfortunately, there were only two slips of paper. One was his muster-in roll and the other his muster-out roll. 
They do however contain some vital informatton not found elsewhere. 

The muster-in roll reads: Edward V. Orrell appears with rank of Private on Muster and Descriptive Roll of 
a Detachment of U.S. Volunteers fonvarded for the 13th Regiment Maryland Infantry. Roll dated Harpers 
Ferry, Virginia, February 25, 1865. Where bom - Talbot County, Maryland. Age - 39 years. Occupation - 
Shoemaker. When enlisted - February 24, 1865. Where enlisted - Sandy Hook. For what period enlisted - 
lyear. Eyes -Blue. Hair- light. Complexfon - light. Height -5' 7". When mustered in -February 25, 1865. 
ZWhere mustered in - Harpers Ferry, Virginia. Bounty due - $ 100.00. Residence - Baltimore, Baltimore 
County, Maryland, 19th Ward (unable to determine the street name). 

The muster-out roll reads: Edward V. Orrell, Private, Company G, 13th Regiment Maryland Infantry, age 44 
years. Appears on Company Muster-out Roll, dated Baltimore, Maryland, May 29, 1865. Muster-out date 
- May 29, 1865. Last paid - never paid. Ctothing account: Due soldier - $ 23.72. Bounty due - $ 100.00.

Muster Roils for Edward V. Orretl 



Comments: There is a major conflict in age between these two documents. The first lists Edward V. Orrell 
as 39 years of age setting a birth year of about 1 826. The second lists him as 44 years of age setting a birth 
year of about 1821 . As it is documented that he was married in 1835 it is highly unlikely that he was born 
1826. Even a birth year of 1821 would only make him 14 or 15 at the time of his maniage. However it is 
believed that 1821 is more corect. Another major revelation is that it clearly states that Edward V. Orrell 
was bom in Talbot County. This clearly puts him on the Eastern Shore of Maryland.

PAGE 5 & 6: These pages constitute a fonn from the Department of the Interior, Bureau of Pensions, stating 

certificate no. 771139. Washington, D.C. January 15, 1898 and reads: Sir: In forwarding to the pensfon 

agent the executed voucher for your next quarterty payment please fevor me by returning this circular to him 

with replies to the questions enumerated below. Very respectfully, Commissioner. 

These were the following questions: First. Are you married? If so, please state your wife's full name and her j 

maiden name. Answer: Mary Ann Orrell - Mary Ann Basford. Second. When, where, and by whom were 

you married? Answer: 1835 in Baltimore, Maryland. - Rev J. Valiant. Third. What record of marriage 

exists? Answer: Baltimore Court. Fourth. Were you previously manied? If so, please state the name of your 

fomrier wife and the date and place of her death or divorce. Answer No. Fifth. Have you any children living? 

If so, please state their names and the dates of their birth. Answer Edward M. Orrell - 1839, F.W. Orrell | 

- 1845, Emma Orrell - 1839. This forni was then signed on 4 June 1898 by Edward V. Orrell. The following I 

page (page 6) was an affidavit and reads as folbws: Also personally appeared Edward M. Orrell residing 

at 1710 Riggs Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland and Thomas M. Norton, residing at 1015 N. Fulton Avenue, 

Baltimore, Maryland, persons whom I certify to be respectable and entitled to credit, and who, being by me 

duly sworn, say that they were present and saw Edward V. Orrell, the claimant, sign his name to the 

foregoing declaration; that they have every reason to believe from the appearance of said claimant and their 

acquaintance with him for 30 years and 35 years, respectively, that he is the identical person he represents 

himself to be; and that they have no interest in the prosecution of this claim. (The signatures of Edward M. 

Orrell and Thomas M. Norton then appeared). Swom to and subscribed before me this 26th day of August, j 

A.D. 1890, and I hereby certify that the contents of the above declaratton, etc. were fully made known and ^ 

explained to the applicant and witnesses before swearing, including the words (blank) erased and the words

Comments: The one witness is definitely Edward M. Orrell, however the years don't add up property. By 

Edward V. Orrell's own pervious statement, which is confirmed by addittonal genealogy, Edward M. Orrell 

was born in 1837. This is a 53 year perkxl, not a 30 year period. Even if they were counting his adult years ^ 

(over 21 years of age) the result would be 32 years. 
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Page # 5 of Civil War Pension Record 

PAGES 7 & 8: Both pages encompass a 'Declaration for Invalid Pensfon'. It states: On this 26th day of 
August, A.D. one thousand eight hundred and ninety personally appeared before me a Justice of the Peace 
within the for the county and State aforesaid, Edward V. Orrell, aged 64 years, a resident of Mount Winans, 
county of Baltimore, State of Maryland, who, being duly sworn according to law, declares that he is the 
Identical Edward V. Orrell, who was enrolled on the 24th day of February, 1865, in Company G. 13th 
Regiment, Maryland Infantry Volunteers as a Private in the service of the United States in the War of the 
Rebellion, and served at least ninety days, and was honorably discharged at Baltimore. Maryland on the 29th 
day of May, 1865. That he is now unable to eam a support by manual labor by reason of heart disease, 
rheumatism and general debility. That said disabilities are not due to his vicious habits, and are to the best 
of his knowledge and belief permanent; that he has not applied for pension. That he makes this declaration 
for the purpose of being placed on the pensfon roll of the United States under the provisfons of the Act of 
June 27, 1890. He hereby appoints, with full power of substitution and revocation, George W. F. Vernon, 
108 St. Paul Street, of Baltimore, State of Maryland, his true and lawful attorney to pre)secute his claim, and 
to receive therefor a fee often dollars; that his post office address is Mt. Winans, county of Baltimore, State 
of Maryland.

Comments: This document states that Edward V. Orrell is 64 years of age in August of 1890, pointing to 
a birth year of about 1826, which is considered to be way off. 

PAGE 9 & 10 are a General Affidavit. It states: State of Maryland, County of Baltimore, ss: In the matter of 

claim for inv. pensfon #907269 of Edward V. Orrell, Co.-G 13" Maryland, Infantry Volunteers, personally , 

came before me a Justice of the Peace in and for aforesaid County and State, Edward V. Orrell, aged 64 

years citizen of the Town of Mt. Winans, County of Baltimore, State of Maryland, well known to me to be 

reputable and entitled to credit, and who, being duly swom, declared, in relatbn to aforesaid case as foltows: i 

That I have not served in the armies or navies of the United States, since 29th of May 1865". Signed by 

Edward V. Orrell. (PAGE 1 0:) Swom to and subscribed before me this day by the above named affiant; and 

I certify that I read said affidavit to said affiant, and acquainted him with its contents before he executed the 

same.

907269, Edward V. Orrell, Private, Company G, 13th Regiment, Maryland Vol. Inf., Baltimore, Maryland. 

We certify that in compliance with the 

requirements of the law we have carefully examined this applicant, who states that he is suffering from the 

folfowing disability, incurred in the service, via: Heart Disease, General Debility, and Rheumatism and that H 

he receives a pension of $ dollars per month. He makes the following statement upon which he bases his 

claim for Original Claims to have had stroke of paralysis which disabled him entirely.

Comments: Edward's wife, Mary, predeceased him by about 10 months. If she had still been living she 
could at this time applied for a widow's penston. This would have added quite a bit to his Civil War Pension 
file as she would have had to prove their marriage and supplied supporting information. 

PAGE 1 5: The page states: PENSIONER DROPPED, United States Pension Agency, Washington , D.C. July 
15, 1902. Certificate No. 771 139, Invalid Penston of Edward V. Orrell. The Commissioner of Pensfons - 
Sir: I have the honor to report that the above named penstoner who was last paid at $ 12 to 4 December, 
1901 has been dropped because of death. (LAST PAGE OF PENSION RECORD). 

While all researchers are aware of the Maryland State Archives and county courthouses, many are not aware 

ofthe Baltimore City Archives located at 211 E. Pleasant Street in downtown Baltimore. Their collection is 

vastly different from the other archives and courthouse and contains documents relating to and filed in ' 

Baltimore City. I have found two documents concerning Edward V. Orrell. 

The first is from 24 April 1 841 . It is an inquisition and reads: State of Maryland, Baltimore County, to wit - An ^ 

inquisition taken at the city block in the County and State aforesaid, on the 24th day of April in the year of our 
Lord eighteen hundred and forty one before me Seth Pollard one of the Comers of State for the County 
aforesaid, upon the body of a white man name unknown then and there lying dead; upon the oaths of (twelve 
names cited) good and lawful men of the State and County aforesaid; who, upon being swom upon the Holy 
Evangely (sic) of Almighty God, and charged to enquire when, where, how and after what manner the said H 

man came to his death. Came to his death, do say upon their oaths, or affinnatbn, that the aforesaid white 
man was found drowned in the city block. In witness hereof. As well the aforesaid Coroner as the Jurors 
aforesaid, have to this Inquisitbn put their hands and seals, on the day and year aforesaid, and at the place q 

aforesaid. The document was signed by the coroner and 12 other persons, including Edward V. Orrell. This 
signature matches other signatures of Edward V. Orrell. 
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This is a very significant document for several reasons. First, it is the earliest proof of Edward V. Orrell 
being in Baltimore. Maryland. Also it again helps in determining his age. We are dealing with a legal 
document regarding an inquisition. A minor would not be allowed to sign this document. All jurors would 
have to be of the legal age of 21. This points to an even earlier birth date than before (about 1820). 
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The second is number 1857 - Document 71. It is a petitbn signed by Edward V. Orrell along with 8 other 
residents. It states: To the Honorable Thomas Swann, Mayor of Baltimore City. We the undersigned would 
most respectfully recommend to your favorable consideration Mr. Joshua Jones who is an applicant for the 
office of Constable. We have long known this gentleman to be an active worker in the American Party, and 
one who has ever manifested an intense interest in the welfare of the cause, and we can assure your Honor 
that should you appoint him to the position that he aspires to, you will confer a great favor on a deserving man 
and oblige yours. Most respectfully, (Signed by Edward V. Orrell and 8 others). The year of this document, 
although not dated, is 1857. 
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Richard Benson STEWART^ (Florence E. STEWART*. Reverdy Lewin ORRELL, Sr/, Reverdy Lewin

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Could find no Reverdy Ste\¥art in the Civil War from Maryland. However he was tocated in the 
Confederate Arniy from Virginia. There were 8 Items in his military records from the National 
Archives: Item # 1: Private Reverdy B. Stewart, Company K, 40th Regiment Virginia Infantn- 
appears of Company Muster Roll for July and August. 1861 (roll dated 31 August 1861). States tha 
he enlisted on June 4, 1861 at Warsaw by Col. Brockenbrough for a period of 1 year. He was last 
paid by Maj. Caruthers on June 30, 1861 and the he was present and had been sick. Item # 2: 
Appears on Company Muster Roll for September and October, 1861. Again states that he was 
enlisted on June 4th, 1861 at Warsaw by Col. Brockenbrough for a period of 1 years. He was last 
paid by Capt. Deshields on August 31, 1861 and that he was present. Item # 3: Appears on 
Company Muster Roll for November and December, 1 861 with above information stating he was last 
paid by Capt. Deshields on October 31 , 1861 . It was not stated if he was present or absent. Item 
# 4: Appears on Bounty Pay and Receipt Roll (not dated) stating he enlisted on 1 March 1861 (?) at 
Heathsville, Virginia by Capt. Thomas L. Pitts. It should be noted on all of the above entries he is 
listed as Reverdy B. Stewart and on all the betow entries he is listed as R.B. Stewart. Also on all 
above entries he is listed as being in Company K of the 40th Regiment Virginia Infantry and on all 
below he is listed as being In Company E of the same regiment. The Natfonal Archives states the 
Company K of the 40th Regiment Virginia Infantry subsequently become Company E. Item # 5: 
Appears on Regimental Return for Company E of April 1862 and is listed as deserting on 18 April 
1862. Item # 6: Appears on Company Muster Roll for June 30 to December 31 , 1862 (roll dated 31 
Dec). States that he enlisted June 4, 1861 at Warsaw by Col. B. for the period of the Svar* and that 
he was last paid by Capt. Deshields. States that he deserted on 18 April 1862. Item # 7: Appears 
on Company Muster Roll for January and Febmary 1863 (dated 28 Feb. 1863). Informatfon stated 
exactly the same as item #6. Item # 8: Appears on Company Muster Roll for March and April 1863. 
Information stated exactly the same as for item # 6 except that he enlisted for 3 years. 

Could find no marriage record of a Reverdy Stewart in Baltimore City from 1777- 1851 using the 
index files at Hall of Records. None on microfilm 1851 - 1885. Could find no will of Reverdy 
Stewart from Baltimore City at Hall of Records from 1893 - 1950. Could find no death record of 
Reverdy Stewart up through 1903 in Baltimore City. Is not listed in his father's obituary. Assume 
he died after his father made his will (January 1892) but before he died in August 1900. Reverdy 
Stewart is found in the Baltimore City Directory twice. In 1887 he is listed as Reverdy B. Stewart, 
209 N. Calvert - ext 66. The next year he is listed as Reverdy B. Stewart, 209 N. Calvert ext. No 
occupation is listed on either occasfon. His brother Lewin R. Stewart was also only listed twice in 
the Baltimore City Directory under the same years. Lewin Stewart also not listed in his father's 
obituary. Robert S. Orrell was able to find out at the Virginia Historical Society in Richmond, 
Virginia, that Reverdy Stewart was a member of the Republican Party in Virginia. 

Lewin R. STEWART, bom about 1845, in Maryland, died about 1900. Middle name could possibly 
be RICHARD or REVERDY. The name of his wife is unknown. 
They had 5 children: 

1. Reverdy B. STEWART, died after 1900. 

2. Lillie D. STEWART, died after 1900. 

3. Douglas STEWART, died after 1900. 

4. Louise R. STEWART, died after 1900. 

5. Sallie F. STEWART. She mamed FOLGER before 1 900. No children have yet been "i 

identified. 
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Could find no Lewin Stewart in the Civil War from Maryland. However he was located in the 
Confederate forces from Virginia. There are only 3 items from his Confederate Military records from 
the National Archives: Item # 1 is a handwritten statement of Lewin R. Stewart dated April 29, 1862 
at Old Camp(?) Prison. States that 17 years in militia, volunteered February left army ? Was obliged 
to go in the army either he or his father. Will take oath. Lives in Richmond County. Virginia. Was in 
9th Virginia Cavalry. Raised in Baltimore been on the neck 7 years." {This sets birth about 1845}. 
Item # 2: His name appears on Company Muster Roll for October 24 to December 31 , 1861 . States 
he enlisted October 24, 1861 at Fort Lowry by Cd. F. Mallory for a period of 1 year and that he was 
present. Item # 3: His name appears on Company Muster Roll for January and February, 1862 and 
states the same information as above. It should be noted that his father also served in the 9th 
Cavalry Virginia. 

There is a Levin Stewart listed in the Baltimore City Directories during the same perkxJ of Lewin 
Stewart. Lewin Stewart is mentioned in his father's will which was written in January 1892. 
However he is not mentioned in his father obituary notice. He is menttoned only twice in the 
Baltimore City Directory: 1887 as Lewin R. Stewart, 203 N. Calvert ext 60 and in 1888 as Lewin 
R. Stewart (STEWART & KRESS) 2109 N. Calvert. The STEWART & KREBS listing showed 
Lewin R. Stewart and George M. Krebs as produce commissary doing business at 5 W. Pratt 
Street This was the same occupation as his father. It is assumed that he died between 1892 and 
1900. It should be noted that Reverdy B. Stewart also was only listed in the Baltimore City 
Directory for the same 2 years and that he also was not listed in his father's obituary. 

There is no marriage record in Baltimore City for Lewin Stewart between the years 1777 - 1851 in 
the indexes at the Hall of Records. There is no record on microfilm from 1851 - 1885. There is no 
will probated in Baltimore City from the period of 1850 and 1950. There is no death record in 
Baltimore City from 1893 - 1903. 

IV. Annie E. STEWART, bom 1 846, in Maryland, died 1 867, and was buried in Loudon Parte Cemetery, 
Baltimore City, Maryland. Tombstone reads 'Annie Hynson, Daughter of R.B. & A. Stewart, 1 846 

- 1867'. The 1850 Maryland Census lists her as Ann E. Stewart. She married 

HYNSON.

Civil War: Confederate Military records received from National 
Archives. Three items from Company B. 41st Regiment Virginia Militia. 

The National Archives states that the 41 st Regiment Virginia Militia was 
called out by the proclamation of the Governor of Virginia, dated July 
13, 1861, and encamped September 23, 1861. In October. 1861, two 
volunteer companies were formed from members of this regiment and 
they were subsequently assigned as Company K, 9th Regiment 
Virginia Calvary and Company D, 15th Battalion Virginia Calvary. The 
regiment was disbanded November 5, 1861. Private Richard B. 
Stewart appears on Regimental Retum for the month of September 23 
to 30th, 1861 (retum was dated 2 November 1861). This retum states 
he was absent for 3 days on important duty. 

Item # 1: States that Private Richard B. Stewart was enlisted 23 
September 1861 at Famiham Church by Col. Thomas Oldham and 
that he was transferred to Richmond County Cavalry on October 24, 
1861. 

Item # 2: States on 24 October 1861 at Camp Sullivan he was 
transferred to Virginia Volunteers.

There was only one item from Capt. Joseph R. Jeffries' Company of the 9th Regiment Virginia Cavalry. 
This reference appears on Bounty Pay and Receipt Roll dated 31 March 1862 at Camp Lewis, Lancaster 
County, Virginia and states: Enlisted 24 February 1862 at Farmham Church by Capt. Jeffries for a period 
of 2 years and 8 months and that a $ 50.00 bounty was paid. On the slip from the National Archives is the 
following: This company was successively designated as Captain Jeffries' Company Virginia Cavalry; 
Captain Jeffries' Company, 1st Battalion Virginia Cavalry; Captain Jeffries' Company and Company K, 9th 
Regiment Virginia Cavalry. The 9th (also known as Johnson's) Regiment Virginia Cavalry was organized by 
S.O. No. 6, Head Quarters Aquia District, dated January 18, 1862, which directed the additton of two 
independent companies to the 1st Battalion Virginia Cavalry, the latter having been formed about November 
1, 1861, with eight companies. Captain Saudford's Company served with the battalion and the regiment 
until its reorganization, about March 18, 1862, when it was assigned to the 15th Battalion Virginia Cavalry as 
Company A. It should be noted that Richard Benson Stewart's son, Lewin Stewart enlisted in Capt. 
Joseph B. Jeffries Company of the 9th Cavalry of Virginia on 24 October 1861 for a period of 1 year. 

The 9th Virginia Cavalry fought in the Seven Day's Battles and the conflicts at Gainesville, Second Manassas, 
Sharpsburg, Fredericksburg, Dumfries, Rapidan Statton, Brandy Station, Upperville, Hanover, Gettysburg, 
Williamsport, Funkstown, Culpeper Court House, Bristoe, Mine Run, The Wildemess, Todd's Tavern, 
Petersburg and skirmished around Richmond and was active in the Appomattox operatbns. With Richard 
Benson Stewart enlisted in February 1862 it would be expected that he was in all engagements through 
September 1864. I am disappointed there were not more records found for him. He was never listed as a 
deserter in any records and as he lived until August 1900 we know that he didn't die in battle. Many of the 
Confederate soldiers records are never found. 

One thing is very interesting. There are four direct line ancestors who were in the Civil War (sic). Edward 
V. Orrell enlisted very late (February 1 865). However the three others were all at the Battle in the Wildemess 
which took play on May 5-6, 1864 in Orange County, Virginia. My Confederate, Richard Benson Stewart^ 
was in the 9th Virginia Cavalry, Company K. The 9th, 10th, and 13th Virginia Cavalrys were in Chambliss' 
Brigade, commanded by Brig. Gen. John R. Chambliss. Chambliss' Brigade abng with Gordon's 
Brigade were in Maj. Gen. William H. F. Lee's Division, William H. F. Lee's Division atong with 
Hampton's Division, Fitzhugh Lee's Division, and the Horse Artillery were under the Cavalry Corps 
commanded by Maj. Gen. James E. B. Stuart (Jeb Stuart). All divisfons were under Commanding 
General Robert E. Lee. 

The direct line Unton ancestors at the Wildemess were Clement Henrickle^ of the 1st Maryland Regiment 
Infantry, Company A and his father in law Alexander Coleman^ of the 8th Maryland Regiment Infantry, 
Company F. At this time both regiments were under the 3rd Brigade, 2nd Divisfon of the 5th Arniy Corps. 
The 3rd Brigade was commanded by Col. Andrew W. Denison, the 2nd Diviston was commanded by Brig. 
Gen. John C. Robinson and the 5th Army Corp was commanded by Maj. Gen. Gouvemeur K. Warren 
(of the 12th New York Battalion). At that time the Army of the Potomoc was commanded by Maj. Gen. 
George G. Meade. ^^

It also shows that he was the leader of an Adult Bible Study class # 8 that met at 9 o'clock 
on Sundays. The records were from the Columbia M.E. Church. ' 

1850 Maryland Census - Richard Benson Stewart is tocated in the 1850 Maryland Census in the 16th H 

Ward Baltimore City, page 147. He is listed as being a 31 year old grocer bom in Maryland. His wife is listed 
as Ann Stewart, a 27 year old female also bom in Maryland. Also in the household were: Susannah S. 
Stewart, age 9, born Maryland Reverdy B. Stewart, age 7, bom Maryland Lewin R. Stewart, age 5, t>om ^,

1870 Virginia Census: Richard Benson Stewart and family are located in the Marshall Township area of 
Richard County in Virginia on 23 August 1870. He is shown as being 51 years old, a merchant with an 
estimated $7,000 in real estate and $1 ,000 in personal estate. His birth place was listed as Maryland. Others 
in the household include his wife Ann Stewart, aged 48, bom in Maryland; daughter Florence E. Stewart, 
aged 16, born Maryland; and son Richard B. Stewart, Jr., aged 9, bom Virginia. 

He is located in the 1880 Maryland Census in Enumeration District 121, page 28, Baltimore City. They were 
living at 13 Pennsylvania Avenue. Richard Benson Stewart is listed as a 61 year old Commission Merchant 
who was born in Maryland as were both his parents. Listed with him is his wife Eva P. Stewart (2nd wife) 
who is 35 years old and bom in Pennsylvania. Living in the house were a 3 year old daughter, Eva M. 
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Stewart and Richard J. Stewart an 18 year old. It appears that Richard B. Stewart and Ann were living 
in Virginia at the time Richard J. Stewart's birth and Ann's death. This would explain his at)sence from the 
Baltimore City Directory for a period of 15 years. Also listed in the 1880 Maryland Census was Susan 
Courtney, a 17 year old white female servant.

He is located in the 1900 Maryland Census in Enumeration District 159, page 9: Baltimore City - 22nd 
Street. Richard Benson Stewisirt is tocated as a boarder with his wife Eva P. Stewart. The Head of 
Household is listed as T. Russell Carmen a 26 year old male bom in Maryland in November 1873. With Mr. 
Carmen is his wife Eva M. Carmen, a 22 year old white female bom in Maryland in August 1877. This 
closely matches the information regarding Richard Benson Stewart's daughter Eva M. who was also bom 
in 1877 according to the 1880 Maryland Census. The only discrepancy we have is the state of birth. It 
therefore appears that this Eva M. Carmen (Carmes?) is the daughter of Richard B. Stewart and his 
second wife Eva P. Stewart It should also be noted that Eva M. Carmen states her mother was bom in 
Pennsylvania and that Eva P. Stewart claims Pennsylvania as her birth state. She further states that she 
had been married 24 years, setting a mamage date of about 1 876 and that she was the mother of one child 
and that child was still living. Also living in the household were Mary E. Carmen, another boarder, who is 
listed as a 60 year old widow bom December, 1839, in Pennsylvania. Another boarder is identified as Sally 
Carmen a 36 year old single female bom in Pennsylvania in February, 1864.

THIRD, I give, devise and bequeath all the rest residue and remainder of my estate and property of 
every kind and description real or personal, unto my wife Eva P. Stewart, as her absolute estate and 
property to her sole and separate use and as my sole residuary and I hereby satisfy and confinn all gifts, 
grants, conveyances and settlement theretofore make, by me, or for her use and order and direct that the 
same shall not be taken to view or deemed as any question of my estate in the settlement thereof, after my 
decease. FOURTH, I hereby nominate and appoint my said wife Eva P. Stewart, executor of this my last 
will and testament and it is my wish and desire that she shall be excused from the necessity of giving bond 
in the discharge of the duties upon her as said executor. FIFTH, I hereby revoke and annul any wills 
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Administration Account of Richard Benson Stewart

It is interesting to note 
that his sons Reverdy B. 
Stewart and Lewin R. 
Stewart are mentioned in 
his will dated January 
1892. However neither 
are listed in his obituary 
notice. It is possible that 
both died between these 
2 dates. Lewin R. 
Stewart was listed in the 
1900 Baltimore City 
Directory. Reverdy B. 
Stewart was not listed 
after the 1880 Baltimore 
City Directory. 
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Some interesting items are found in the First Administration Acxx)unt for Richard B. Stewart located at the 
Maryland State Archives. One item states that 'Flora Emory, daughter of Reverdy B. Stewart, a 
predeceased brother of testator in full of cash legacy t)equeathed to him' was given $100.00. Another item 
states that 'Reverdy B. Stewart', Lillie D. Stewart, Douglas Stewart, Louise R. Stewart, and Sallie F. 
Folger, children of Lewin R. Stewart, a predeceased txother of testator in full of cash legacy t>equeathed 
to him under the will' were given $100.00. It was also reported that Susannah S. Sparks (a daughter), 
Richard B. Stewart (a son), Eva M. Stewart (a daughter) Florence E. Orrell (a daughter) and Richard 
B. Hynson ( a grandson) were all bequeathed legacies. His total administration account was $ 2,815.59 
dated 10 September 1900. The immediate problem that comes to light is that in his will, dated 19 January 
1892, Richard Benson Stewart clearly names Reverdy B. Stewart and Lewin R. Stewart as his sons. 
As he did not die until 1900 it should be assumed that he was truly in sound mind and body and therefore 
would not have listed Reverdy B. Stewart and Lewin R. Stewart as sons if they were not. He would have 
certainly read and signed his will. The Administratfon Account, on the other hand, was prepared and issued 
after his death. As it is very possible that his wife was not literate, it is possible that she did not notice the 
error concerning the two sons, who in that document were refen-ed to as 'predeceased brothers of the 
testator'. It should be noted that all of Richard Benson Stewart's living children were menttoned in the 
Administration Account, as were the children of his predeceased children. Therefore through this account 
we find the names of the children of Reverdy B. Stewart and of Lewin R. Stewart and establish their death 
date between 1 892 and 1 900. This also accounts for why Reverdy B. Stewart and Lewin R. Stewart were 
not mentioned in his obituary notice.

Military Service Record for Clement Henrickie 

Military records show that he remained a Private the entire time of enlistment. From the Company Muster 

Rolls it is discovered that for the Jan/Feb 1864 pay period Clement was to be charged for 1 cross belt plate. 

For the July/Aug 1861 period he was charged for one pair shoes. For the Sept/Oct 1863 period he was 

charged with one wiper. For the period Sept/Oct 1862 he was to forfeit $10 of his pay by sentence of 

Regimental Commander. For the period of May/June 1862 it is stated that 'tost at the Battle of Front Royal 

- 1 G. Coat, 1 pair pants, 1 D coat, 1 pair drawers, 1 shirt, 1 pair shoes. 1 pair socks, and 1 blanket'. For the 

period of Nov/Dec 1862 it is stated that Clement was 'absent without leave from 20 December 1862 until his 

return 30 December 1 862. To forfeit $5 for an-est and $3 for transportation.' His AWOL is again mentioned ^ 

in the accounts of May/June 1863 stating $3 to be deducted from his pay by sentence of the Regimental 

Commander. The same statement is made on the March/April 1863 muster roll. The last return from the H 

Company Muster Roll relates to his Detachment Muster-Out Roll. It states that he was due from U.S. Bounty 

the sum of $100. Due U.S. for clothing since last settlement 30 April 1864 was $5.33. Amount of clothing 

drawn May 1864 was $4.55. Mustered out by reason of discharge - expiration of terni of service. Clement ^ 

was Mustered Out according to the Company Muster Roll on May 23, 1864 and appeared on the Company 

Muster-Out Roll dated July 2, 1865 at Ariington Heights, Virginia. He was listed as being 20 years old. i 
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In possession of Clement's Civil War Pension records. As Clement died before he was able to file for a 
pension the records deal with the pension for his 2 minor daughters. The records consist of 13 pages of 
information. 

PAGE #1: From the War Department Record and Pension Office, dated 25 March 1895. The page states 
that the claim is # 475039 for the minor children of Clement Henrickle of Company A. 1st Regiment of the 
Maryland Infantry. It states that Clement was enrolled May 10. 1861 and mustered out on May 28. 1864. 
From enlistment in 1861 to mustering out in 1864 he held the rank of Private 'and that during that period the 
rolls show him present except of follows: December 31 , present but absent without leave from 20 December 
1862 until 30 December 1862. To forfeit $5 for arrest and $3 for transportatton'. There were no medical 
records found for him.

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yesterday afternoon, while on his way to Locust 
Point to report to duty. He was walking abng 
the track when the express train from Locust 
Point, drawn by engine No. 410 came in sight 
and whistled for him to look out. The 
unfortunate man, thinking that he was on the 
same tract as the train, stepped on the next 
track, and was struck by the pilot of the 
locomotive and instantly killed.

Gari's wife Johanna is listed in the 1924-1925 Baltimore City Directory. She is shown as Jonanne 
Kimnes (widow Carl) and living at 813 W. Cross Street. It therefore appears that Carl E. H. KIrmes 
died before 1924. The last listing above that we can be sure of is 1919-1920. The Carl G. Kirmes, 
laborer in 1922 is living at 815 W. Cross and is a son. Also we find a Evelyn C. Kirmes in 
1 924-1 925 at the same address with Johanne Kirmes. In 1 930 we find Johanna M. Kirmes (widow 
Carl) at 4241 Seidel with Carl G. Kirmes, chauffeur. It would therefore appear that the Evelyn C. 
Kirmes and Carl G. Kirmes are children. It should be noted that Carl is not tocated in the 1920 
Maryland Census, however his wife and family are k)cated in Enumeratfon District 364, page 1 . She 
is listed as manried but no husband is listed. It could be that he was in the U.S. Military and away 
from home.

We also find in the 1856-7 Wood's Baltimore City Directory: Patrick Orrell, bootmaker, 436 W. Lombard 
(This is the only listing for a Patrick Orrell). 

We then bcate in the 1858 Richard Edwards and William H. Boyd's Baltimore City Directory: 
Edward Orrell, shoemaker, h. 436 W. Lombard. (This could be either Edward Orrell or Edward V. Orrell.) 

In the 1858-9 Woods Baltimore City Directory we find: 
Edward V. Orrel, bootmaker, 436 W. Lombard 

This shows that Edward Orrell, Patrick Orrell and Edward V. Orrell were all living at 436 West Lombard 
Street. I would assume that the listings for Edward Orrell, up to 1857, were for the father. It is possible that 
the father died and Patrick Orrell was an older brother. During this time period only the head of household 
were listed in the city directories. Also keep in mind that there were different city directories and that they 
were compiled at different times of the year. Thus it is very possible that the listing for Patrick Orrell was 
compiled after the death of Edward Orrell. He probably then died or moved elsewhere leaving Edward V. 
Orrell as the head of the household. There are two land records in Talbot County relating to the Orrell 
family. Both are from 1834 and involve an Edward Orrell. The first shows Edward Orrell buying land fi-om 
George F. Moelling and Elizabeth Moelling his wife. From Talbot County Deed Book 51, folio 188: 

GEORGE F. MOELLING & ELIZABETH MOELLING TO EDWARD ORRELL: Be it remembered that on 
this fifteenth day of February in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and thirty four the foltowing deeded 
instrument of writing was received to be recorded and was accordingly enrolled as follows to wit: THIS 
INDENTURE made this seventh day of January in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty 
four by and between George F. Moelling and Elizabeth Moelling his wife of the City of Baltimore in the 
State of Maryland of the one part and Edward Orrell of Talbot county and State aforesaid of the other part.

The second land record from Talbot County, Maryland comes from Deed book 51 , folfo 214. In this document 
the name is cited as both Edward Orrell and Edward V. Orrell. However, as Edward V. Orrell, fother of 
Francis Wesley Orrell, Sr. was not bom until about 1821 he would have been a minor in 1834 and too 
young to buy or sell land. It is for this reason that I speculate that Edward Orrell might have also had a 
middle initial of *V. The deed reads as folfows:

They had 14 children: 

I. Ebenezer STEWART, died after September 1837. Listed in his brother BENSON STEWARTS 
will which was written 4 Sept 1837. He married Elizabeth CROMWELL before November 1832. 

They had 2 children: 

1. Joseph B. STEWART, bom 24 November 1832, in Maryland, died 26 Febmary 1904, 
in Baltimore City, Maryland, and was buried 28 Febmary 1 904, in Cedar Hill Cemetery, Anne 
Amndel County, Maryland. 

2. Ebenezer C. STEWART, bom 9 October 1837, died 22 Febmary 1919, in Baltimore 
City, Maryland, and was buried 25 Febmary 1919, in Loudon Park Cemetery, Baltimore City, 
Maryland. 

II. Joseph B. STEWART, died before October 1 881 . It is possible that his middle name was Benson'. 
However, Richard Benson, in his will named only 2 grandchildren. Both had 'Benson' in their name 
- Benson Stewart and Richard Benson Stewart. Source: Index to Maniages & Deaths in the 
Baltimore Sun 1837 - 1850 page 574. Benson Stewart died 2 July 1850, son of Joseph B. Stewart 
and M. R. Stewart. This could be a son of Joseph B. Stewart. Mentioned in the Will of his brother 
Benson Stewart. Was listed as executor of the will. He mam'ed Rachel SPARKS who died 8 
October 1881. She was born about 1818, the daughter of Laban SPARKS and Rachel PERDUE. 
No children have yet be^n identified. It should be noted that Shadrack Green Sparks a brother of 
Rachel Sparks married Susannah S. Stewart daughter of Richard Benson Stewart who was 
brother to Joseph B. Stewart. 

III. Elizabeth STEWART, died after September 1837. Mentioned in the will of her brother BENSON 
STEWART. Willwaswrittenon4Sept1837. Referred to as 'my sister ELIZABETH CROMWELL'. 

She married CROMWELL before September 1837. No children have yet been 

identified. 

IV. Susan Caples STEWART, died after September 1837. Listed in the will of her brother BENSON 
STEWART. 

V. Margaret Ann STEWART, died after September 1837. Mentioned in the will of her brother, 
BENSON STEWART. Will was written on 4 Sept 1837. 

VI. Benson STEWART, died before 8 September 1838, in Baltimore City, Maryland. In 1823 was left 
the sum of $55 in his grandfather's will (Richard Basil Benson). Benson Stewart's will is found at 
the Hall of Records. It was written on 4 Sept 1837. He died before 8 Sept 1838 (folbwing year). On 
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that date Charles R. Stewart and Columbus S. Stewart appeared before the court. Will is found 
on microfilm on roll WK 1006-2 in book 16, folio 432. He listed his brother Joseph B. Stewart as 
the executor and gave $25 to his sister Susannah Caples Stewart caring for him in his illness. He 
then divided the remainder of his estate equally t)etween his brothers Ebenezer Stewart, Joseph 
B. Stewart, Richard Stewart (Richard Benson Stewart) and his sisters Elizabeth Cronnweil, 
Susan Caples Stewart, and Margaret Ann Stewart. Benson Stewart did not include the following 
brothers and sisters in his will: Abraham Stewart, Mureen Stewart, Rachael Stewart, Margeny 
Stewart, Nancy Stewart, Thomas Stewart, and Mordici Stewart. These were the youngest of the 
children and were all probably under aged and unmarried at the time of his death. 

VII. Richard Benson STEWART^, bom 15 April 1819, died 15 August 1900. fTMs person is a Direct 
Une Ancestor of ReventyL OneM, IV. For th^ genealogical data please see page 179}. 

VIII. Abraham G. STEWART, bom 21 April 1821, died 27 April 1905. in Baltimore City, Maryland, and 
was buried 29 April 1905, in Cedar Hill Cemetery, Anne Amndel County, Maryland. There is an 
Abraham Stewart and Joshua Stewart who gave depositions regarding Basil Smith (see notes 
under Thomas Benson, Builder of the Benson - Hammond House). This could be the same 
Abraham Stewart. The depositton was dated April 1815. Joshua Stewart was stated as the 
brother of Abraham Stewart. There is no Joshua Stewart listed in the will or lawsuit of Thomas 
Stewart. It is possible that there could have been a Joshua Stewart who died before May 1835, the 
date of the death of Thomas Stewart. Named as an infant under 21 years of age in July 1 835, thus 
born after 1814. Listed after Richard Benson Stewart bom in 1819. Death certificate B 78805 
found on microfilm reel CR 48,129. Listed as ABRAHAM G. STEWART, 84 years, 6 days old. 
Listed as widowed and the son of Thomas Stewart. The infomnant was Thomas Stewart of 901 
W. Barre Street which was the address of Abraham G. Stewart. It appears that the informant was 
his son. Cause of death: ? of face and head originating from the extraction of a tooth. Length of 
illness - 1 year. Middle initial of 'G' obtained from death certificate. 

IX. Mureen STEWART, bom after 1814, died after July 1835. Is the 2nd child listed after Richard 
Benson Stewart (born ,1819) in lawsuit Estimate birth year at about 1823. 

X. Rachael STEWART, bomafler 1814, died after July 1835. Listed as an infant under 21 years of 
age in July 1835. Is the 3rd child listed after Richard Benson Stewart (bom 1819). Estimate birth 
yearat about 1825. 

XI. Margeny STEWART, bom after 1814, died after July 1835. Listed as an infant under 21 years of 
age in July 1835. Is the 4th child listed after Richard Benson Stewart (bom 1819). Estimate birth 
year as 1827. 

XII. Nancy STEWART, bom after 1814, died after July 1835. Listed as an infant under 21 years of age 
in July 1835. Is the 5th child listed after Richard Benson Stewart (bom 1819). Estimate birth year 
as 1829. 

XIII. Thomas STEWART, bom after 1814, died after July 1835. Listed as an infant under 21 years of 
age in July 1835. Is the 6th child listed after Richard Benson Stewart (born 1819). Estimate birth 
year as 1831. Middle initial could be 'S'. There was a Thomas R. Stewart who served in the 
Confederate States of America during the Civil War. He served in the First Maryland CSA and fought 
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in the battle of Front Royal in 1862. 

XIV. Mordici STEWART, born after 1814, died after July 1835. Listed as an infant under 21 years of age 
in July 1835. Is the 7th child listed after Richard Benson Stewart (bom 1819). Estimate birth year 
as 1833. 

Elizabeth BENSON^ died after July 1835. 

NOTES for Elizabeth BENSON^ folbw: See notes under husband regarding her lawsuit vs. several of her 
children. From: Genealogy cf the Lmthicum and ABedFamBies . page 90. States she was the first wife of 
Thomas Stewart. I have not been able to locate a second marriage for Thomas Stewart. There is an 
Elizabeth Stewart in the 1850 Maryland Census. She was bom about 1798 and had children with her, all 
bom before 1835 which was year Thomas Stewart died. It should be noted that it is known that our 
Elizabeth had several children including a Rachel, Margaret, and Thomas. The below stated Elizabeth 
Stewart had children of the same name and an additional child, Charles M. Stewart. It is very possible that 
this is our Elizabeth. She was located in the 16th Ward of Baltimore City in the 1850 Maryland Census. 
With her were Rachel C, age 22; Margery C, age 20; Thomas, age 19 (a Blacksmith), and Charles M., 
age 16 (a Clerk). Living at same address were William H. Lester and wife Hannah F. Lester (age 20). 

Thomas STEWART^ died 7 May 1835, in Anne Amndel County, Maryland.

Oturch Recofds of the 17Ut and 18th Centuries by F. Edward Wright. From page 59: Mordecai Stewart 
and Rachel Pumall mam'ed 9 April 1771 .

(2 May 1835), at his residence on Patapsco, in his 58th year. This would set his birth at about 1777 which 
is inconsistent with other findings.

This document is very lengthy covering well 
over 20 pages. However all names are included. It reads, in part: 

Ebenezer Stewart et. al. vs. Elizabeth Stewart et. al. 

Be it remembered that heretofore wit on the 17th day of July 1835 came Ebenezer Stewart, Joseph B. 
Stewart, Elizabeth Stewart, Susan Stewart, and Margaret Ann Stewart by William H. Marriott, ESQ. 
their solicitor into the Court of Chancery of Maryland and exhibited in said Court their Bill of Complaint in the 
words following: To the Honor - the Chanceltor of Maryland Humbly complaining unto your honour your orator 
Ebenezer Stewart and Joseph B. Stewart of the City of Baltimore and Benson Stewart, Elizabeth 
Stewart, Susan Stewart, and Margaret Ann Stewart of Anne Arundel County that their fether a certain 
Thomas Stewart departed this life on or about the 7th day of May 1835 having first duly made and executed 
his last will and testament whereby among other things he desired that 'all my property both real and personal 
shall be equally divided amongst all my children either by division or sale at the discretion of my executors 
and the principal cause of my making the will is because I wish my 2 eldest sons to settle my estate and by 
said will your orators Ebenezer and Joseph B. Stewart were appointed executors, continued. ... that the 
said testator left a widow named Elizabeth Stewart, and thefolbwing children to wit your orators (Et>enezer 
Stewart, Joseph B. Stewart) and a certain Richard Stewart, Abraham Stewart, Mureen Stewart, 
Rachael Stewart, Margery Stewart, Nancy Stewart, Thomas Stewart, and Mordicai Stewart who are 
infants under the age of 21 years. Note: Thomas Stewart (under 21 years of age) later listed as Thomas 
S. Stewart. Also a Charles R. Stewart not menttoned as a child apparently defended that widow Elizabeth 
Stewart. He could have been a relative of the deceased Thomas Stewart or an adult child not interested 
in suing the widow Elizabeth. A Charles R. Stewart also witnessed the Will of Benson Stewart, son of 
Elizabeth and Thomas. ...A certain amount of money is given to 'Russell and Stewart' for the use of an 
open account for Elizabeth Stewart. 

From: GeneahgyafUieUnthkumandAIBedFamaies . page 90. States Elizabeth Benson was the first wife 
of Thomas Stewart. I find no evidence that Thomas Stewart was subsequently mam'ed.

Believe George Henricide died in 1870 or 1871 as wife Ellen is listed in the Baltimore City Directory for 
1872. However it is possible that he died between August 1860 (1860 Maryland Census) and April, 1862 
(date of application for relief from his wife regarding Clement). She stated that she was dependant on 
Clement for support. There was no mention of his father, George at this time. The above listings in the 
Baltimore City Directory could be for George W. Henricide, Jr. 

It should also be noted that there is found in the 1870 Maryland Census a Thomas Henricide, aged 22 
living in the 8th Ward of Baltimore City. He is shown as a 'confectioner* on page 92 of that Ward. He is listed 
as being born in Germany and that both fether and mother were foreign bom. This would not be in line with 
our Henricide family and is the only other known Henricide I have come across. His name was spelled 
Thomas Henricice. The item about him being a confectioner is interesting as Clement Henricide was a 
confectioner at times.

II. James A. COLEMAN, bom about 1857, in Maryland. Listed as a laborer in 1880 Maryland 
Census. Located in the 1 870 Maryland Census with family. Middle initial of 'A' obtained from 1 870 

Census. Listed as being 13 years old and attending school. ~~] 

III. Walter C. COLEMAN, bom about 1860, in Maryland, died after August 1893. Located in the 1870 
Maryland Census with family. Middle initial could be 'S'. It is difficult to tell from the census listing. n 
Listed as being 11 years old and attending school. Listed as a laborer in the 1880 Maryland 
Census. The 1880 Maryland Census points to birth year of about 1860. However on 28 August 
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1893 he signed an affidavit for his sister regarding the Minor Penston for her two youngest daughters. At that 
time he stated his age as 36 pointing to a birth year of about 1856-7. 

IV. Warren G. COLEMAN, bom about 1866, in Maryland, died 4 March 1907, in Baltimore, Maryland, 
and was buried in Mt. Olivet Cemetery, Baltimore City, Maryland. Located in the 1870 Maryland 
Census with family. Name is very difficult to decipher in that listing. Listed as being 5 years old. 
Listed as being buried in Mt. Olivet Cemetery. 

V. Charles W. COLEMAN, bom about 1868, in Maryland. Located in the 1870 Maryland Census 
with family. Listed as being 3 years old. 

VI. Maggie R. COLEMAN, bom November 1869, in Maryland. Located in the 1870 Maryland Census. 
Listed as Maggie R. Coleman and as being 7 months old at the time of the census. Census was 
recorded on 24 June 1870. The census shows her birth as 'November*. 



VII. Willie COLEMAN, bom about 1875, in Maryland.

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Margaret Ann HARTLOVE^ died 1 August 1904. in Baltimore City, Maryland, and was buried 3 August

NOTES for Margaret Ann HARTLOVE^ follow: The 1870 Maryland Census listed her as being 38 years ^ 

and pointing to birth year of 1832. Death certificate # B 71 178 located at the Maryland State Archives. She ' 

was living on Columbia Avenue at time of her death. She was listed as a widowed white female who was 70 

years, 2 months and 3 days old at the time of her death. She was listed as being bom in Baltimore City on -i 

28 May 1 834. The infbmnant on her death certificate was Katie W. Coleman. This was probably a daughter 

in law or granddaughter. The number of descendants in the computer database is 148; counting spouses 

220. 
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Alexander Coleman^ died 24 February 1 894, in Baltimore City, Maryland, and was buried 27 February 1 894, 
in Mt. Olivet Cemetery, Baltimore City, Maryland. 

NOTES for Alexander COLEMAN^ follow: Alexander Coleman is located in the 1850 Maryland Census. 

His is found in the 1 7th Ward of Baltimore City and is listed a 29 years old stone cutter. In his household was 
his wife Margaret Coleman, age 20. No children were listed. This appears to be in line with other 
information received. It appears that their first child Emma J. Coleman was not bom until 1851. 

I was not able to locate our Alexander Coleman in the 1860 Maryland Census. I do find an Alexander 
Coleman listed in Frederick County, Maryland supposedly on pages 865 and 869. I have tried to bcate the 
actual record but have not located them on these particular pages. 

Alexander Coleman is located in the 1870 Maryland Census. He is found in the 16th Ward of Baltimore 
City. The census reports his is 39 years old and again a stone cutter. In his household was his wife 
Margaret Coleman, age 38; James Coleman, son, age 13; Walter Coleman, son, age 11; Warren G. 
Coleman, son, age 5; Charles Coleman, son, age 3; and Maggie Coleman, daughter, age 7 months. Their 
daughter Emma J. Coleman was married at the time and with her husband.

We next find Alexander Coleman in the 1880 Maryland Census. He is located in the 172nd Enumeration 
District of Baltimore City. He is listed as a 48 year old Stone Mason. Both of his parents are listed as being 
bom in Maryland. In his household were his wife, Margret A. Coleman age 47; son, James A. Coleman, 
age 23; son, Walter C. Coleman, age 20; son, Warren Coleman, age 14; son, Charles W. Coleman, age 
12; daughter, Maggie R. Coleman, age 10; and son, Willie Coleman, age 5. It is possible that the son 
Warren Coleman had middle initials of 'U.S.'. Being bom in 1866 this is extremely possible. You must 
remember that Alexander Coleman had just returned from the Civil War, serving in the Union forces under 
a Commanding General named Gen. U.S. Grant, It should be noted that Alexander Coleman's oldest 
daughter Emma J. Coleman was mamed to Clement B. Henrickle. They are found living next door to her 
parents. 

An Alexander Coleman is also listed in the 1890 Veteran's Census from Maryland. He is bcated in 
Baltimore County, Enumeration District 83 in the Trappe District on page 3. (I have been unable to locate 
this record at this time.) 
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I have two rather unique do -?ients for Alexander Coleman. They are an-est record from Baltimore City, 
Maryland. The first is frorr a 1859 and she that A. Coleman was arrested for being drunk and was 
fined $1 .41 . It is extremely .Mteresting to note th^. the person arrested with him was F. SemonL This would 
appear to be Frederick Simmont (see page 316). The Simmont, Cdeman, and HenricMe families it 
appears were found together in mam'age, living on the same street, and apparently in jail together (see the 
last two persons on the document below.)

Civil War - Union from Maryland. A search of the index for the History and Roster of Maryland Volunteers, 
War of 1861-1865 shows that he served in the Union Anny from Maryland. He is listed as Alexander 
Coleman a Private in the Eighth Regiment Infantry, Company F. Alexander Coleman enlisted on 24 August 
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1862 and was discharged on 17 May 1865. Company F was recruited in Baltimore City. The regiment 
became a part of the fanious Maryland Brigade, and, in the early part of September, 1862, when Gen. 
Robert E. Lee's Confederate Army of Northem Virginia invaded Maryland and made a demonstration in the 
direction of Baltimore, the Eighth Regiment, with the Maryland Brigade, were called upon to repel the 
invaders.

The following is an abstract of Alexander Coleman's Civil War Military and Pension records as received from 
the National Archives. It is one of the thickest military and pensbn records I have received to date. All items 
have been placed in chronological order according to military service and penston records. 

Private Alexander Coleman, Company F, 8th Regiment Maryland, Infantry 

Page #1 lists the other documents to follow. 

Page #2 contains the Company Muster-in Roll and shows that Alexander Coleman, age 31 years enlisted 
as a Private in Company F of the 8th Regiment Maryland Infantry. This roll was dated September 1862 at 
Camp Bradford in Baltimore, Maryland and shows that Alexander Coleman had a muster-in date of 24 
August 1862 in Baltimore. It was remariced that he was not entitled to a bounty. His enlistment was for two 
years signifying that he should be been discharged in August of 1864. 

Page #3 - 8 contains slips from Company Muster Rolls. On the Company Muster Roll to 31 October 1862 
it was not stated if he was present or absent. On the Company Muster Roll for November - December 1862 
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he is cited as 'present' with remarics that he was promoted to 8th Corporal on 28 December 1 862 after which 

CcHp. Alexander Coleman deserted. {This is basically the only time he is refenred to as a Corporal. After 

being busted down in rank for going AWOL and presenting a forged document he never rose above Private 

again.} On the Company Muster Roll for January - February 1863 his is listed as 'absent' with remarks that 

he was 'absent without leave'. On the Company Muster Roll for July - August 1863 he is listed as 'deserted'. 

The Company Muster Roll for September - October 1 863 contains more information. It cites that Alexander 

Cdeman' was arrested and tried by G.C.M. {General Court Martial} found guilty of being absent without leave J 

from the 28th of January 1863 to the 7th of August 1863. Sentenced to bse the pay from the time he was 

absent, to be reduced to the ranks and perfomn 20 days police duty. Due the U.S. Government $10.00 for 

his apprehenston.' He is shown as being present on the Company Muster Rolls dated November - December 

1863, January - February 1864, and March - April 1864. On the March - April 1864 roll is remarked that he 

was detached as Provost Guard, 2nd Diviston, 5th Maryland. On a Descriptive List of Deserters apparently i 

written near Culpepper, Virginia, dated 30 March 1864, Corporal Alexander Coleman is listed as deserting 

on 28 January 1863 in Maryland Heights, Maryland. It also remarked that he was returned 7 August 1863. 

A note states that the entire entry was cancelled by a line drawn through it. Alexander Coleman is shown 

as present on the Company Muster Roll dated May - June 1864 and listed as being detailed by S.D. Head 

Quarters 2 Brig 5 (?). This is probably still in line with the above entry as being detached as Provost Guard 

to the 2nd Division, 5th Maryland. The same basic comment and remarics appeared on the July - August 

1864 and September - October 1864 with the exceptton that he is listed as absent. The November - 

December 1864 entry goes into more detail stating that he is 'absent sick in hospital. Received $16.00 from 

Maj. Martin, Paymaster U.S. Army, while on furiough from hospital. Due U.S. Govemment $2.00 for 

transportation. The January - February and March - April 1865 entries both state he was 'absent - sick in 

hospital'. The Company Muster Out Roll is dated 31 May 1865 in Ariington Heights, Virginia and shows that 

Private Alexander Coleman, age 30 years, was last paid to October 31, 1864. It wasremariced thathewas 

'absent- sick in Jarvis U.S. Govemment Hospital in Baltimore, Maryland. Due him $100 Govemment Bounty. 

Due him for ctothing $15.76.' On the Individual Muster Out Roll dated 17 May 1865 it is stated that Private 

Alexander Coleman was Mustered out on 17 May 1865 and that he was last paid to 28 February 1865. 

Under the ctothing account it is remedied 'due U.S. $16.04'. It also stated 'Bounty paid - $25, Bounty due 

- $75' and remariced that bounty pay from 30 June 30 1 864 to 1 January 1 865. Discharged in accordance with 

? from A.G.O. dated 4 May 1865.'. 

Pages 9-13 of Alexander Coleman's military records contains some very interesting items. You will recall 

that several of his company muster rolls listed him as deserted. Records indicate that Alexander Coleman 

either forged a pass or had a pass forged on his behalf. The actual forged pass is contained in his military 

records. It read: 

To whom it may concern - The bearer hereof Alexander Coleman. Corporal in Captain Seal D. Riddle's 

F Company 8th Regiment Maryland Volunteers aged thirty one (31) years, five (5) six (6) inches high light ' 

complexion blue eyes dark hair and by profession a stone cutter bom in the State of Maryland and enlisted 

at Baltimore City in the State of Maryland on twenty forth (24) day of August eighteen hundred and sixty two 

(1 862) to serve the perbd of three (3) years is hereby permitted to go to the City of Baltimore in the State of 

Maryland he having a furiough from the twenty forth (24) day of January to the thirty first (31) of January 

eighteen hundred and sixty three (1863) at which period he will rejoin his company and regiment at Camp ~1 

"ar near Harpers Ferry, Virginia or where ever it there may be or be considered a deserter. Given under my 

hand at Camp Tar near Harpers Feny this twenty forth (24) day of January eighteen hundred and sixty three 

(1863). Signed by Beal D. Riddle, Captain Commanding Company F, 8th Regiment Maryland Volunteers. "i 

Approved and signed by A. W. Denison, Cobnel, 8th Maryland Regiment. Page # 10 - dated 4 February 

1863 is a note from J. Simpson, Surgeon, Medical Director and states 'call attention to irregular furioughs \ 
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Actual forged pass used by Alexander Coleman which led to his courtmartial 

and enclosing a copy of one.' It is then stated 'Respectfully referred to Brig. Gen. Kenly Commanding 
Forces Harpers Ferry, Virginia' and is dated 7 Febniary 1863. It continues 'Respectfully refen-ed to Col. A. 
W.Denison Commanding 8th Regiment Maryland Volunteers who will report whether he approvedafurlough 
to Corp. Coleman the copy of which is herewith enclosed'. The next document on page # 10 is dated 8 
Febmary 1 863 and comes from Headquarters of the 8th Maryland and states Thefurlough of Corporal Alex 
Coleman is a forgery. None have been issued since the receipt of recent orders' and is signed by Col. A. 
W. Oenison of the 8th Maryland Regiment. Page 11 comes from the Medical Director's Office, 8th Amiy 
Corps, Baltimore, Maryland and is dated 4th February 1863 and reads "Cotonel, I have the honor to invite 
the attention of the General Commanding to the enclosed verbatim copy of a furlough home by a member 
of the 8th Maryland Volunteers, recently taken sick and admitted to Hospital in this city. I desire to invite his 
attention of the large number of irregular leaves given the soldiers in Maryland Regiments by subordinate 
officers many of which come under notice of this office by the soldiers being taken ill here. Very respectfully. 
Your Ob't Servant, F. Simpson, Surgeon, U.S.A., Medical Director.' 
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Page # 12 consists of the following: 'Headquarters, U.S. Forces at Harper Ferry 16 February 1863 - 

Respectfully transmitted to Doctor F. Simpson Surgeon U.S. Army Medical Director 8th Army Corps 

Baltimore see endorsement of Col. A. W. Denison Commanding 8th Regiment Maryland Volunteers.' 

Signed by John R. Kenly, Brig. Gen. Commanding. The next paper is dated 19 February 1863 from Harpers 

Ferry, Virginia and states 'Respectfully forwarded with the remark that measure the most ? have been 

adopted to prevent the absence without leave of the officers and men of this command and it is hoped that 

the number of those so absent will be but few.' Signed by B. F. Kenly, Brig. Gen. The 3rd item is dated 21 

February 1863 from the Medical Director's office and states ' The written papers are respectfully furnished 

by Surgeon A. B. Hasson, USA, in charge Camden Street Hospital for his informatbn. He is requested to 

turn the man over to the Provost Marshal when he may be sufficiently well with miscellaneous comments for 

his actions. His company commander will be notified in proper time. By orders Medical Director. Page #13 

is dated March 1863 and comes from the U.S. Amiy General Hospital located at Camden Street, Baltimore. , 

It is written to Col. Fish and states 'Sir, I have the honor in accordance with orders from Surgeon J. 

Simpson, Medical Directory to fonvard you the enclosed papers. I also send you Corp. Coleman the party 

charged with the forgery for your action. I am Sir very respectfully your Obedient Servant', signed by B. i 

Hasson, Surgeon. The final paper from his military records is dated 9 August 1863 in Baltimore. This letter 

is written to Lt. Andrews, Provost Marshall of Fort McHenry and states 'Sir, J. D. Brown will deliver to you 

Alexander Coleman, Corporal Company F, 8th Maryland Volunteers a deserter from the Military Service of 

the U.S. and is signed by J. McPhail. 

A recap of his military service shows that he was mustered in on 24 August 1862 and remained with his unit 

until 28 January 1863 when he deserted. It appeared that he was returned about 4 August 1863 and 

remained with his unit through February 1864 at which time he was detached to other units fi-om March 1864 

- October 1864. From November 1864 until the end of the war he was in the hospital. Actually the others 

units appear to other Brigades, Divisbns, and Corps. It does not appear that he actually left the men in his 

Company, they just incorporated with other units. From the above timetable it would appear the Alexander 

Coleman did not participate in any real engagements in the early stages of the war as he was only with 

Company F, 8th Maryland Regiment from his enlistment of 24 August 1862 until his desertion 28 January 

1863. He was then again with them from September 1863 until November 1864 when he wound up in the 

hospital where he remained until the end of the war. However things really picked up for the unit in mid May ! 

of 1864 and Alexander Coleman would have been involved in the following engagements: I 

5-7 May, 1864 Battle of the Wildemess, Virginia 

8-20 May, 1 864 Battle of Spottsylvania, Virginia 

19 May, 1864 Battle of Hanis' Farm, Virginia

After July 1 864 Alexander was either absent of in the hospital. After November 1 864 he was listed as being ~1

He would not have been at Uie Sun-ender at Appomattox, Virginia on 9 April 1865 as he was in the hospital 
at that time. Overall the death casualties in the 8lh Regiment of Infantry were as folbws: Killed, three 
commissioned officers and 54 enlisted men. Died of wounds, disease, etc, 70 enlisted men, or an aggregate 
death list of 127. Over 250 men of this command were wounded at different times In the severe battle in 
which this regiment was engaged. During its military service the 8th Regiment of Infantry marched 1 170 miles 
and travelled 604 miles by rail - an aggregate of 1774 miles. The regiment became a part of the famous 
Maryland Brigade, and, in the early part of September 1862. when General Robert E. Lee's Confederate 
Army of Northern Virginia invaded Maryland and made a demonstration in the directfon of Baltimore, the Eight 
Regiment, with the Maryland Brigade, were called upon to repel the invaders. Records indicate that in 
January 1864, the Maryland Brigade became the 2nd Brigade, 3rd Division, 1st Army Corps. On 23 March 
1864 it became the 3rd Brigade, 2nd Division, 5th Arniy Corps and on 6 June 1863 it became the 2nd 
Brigade, 2nd Division, 5th Anriy Corps until the ex|:»ration of the close of war. 



Pension Records of Alexander Coleman 

The pension record of Alexander Coleman is one of the largest that I have seen to date. It abne totals 50 
pages and includes many interesting items. While I can not Include every piece of information and text from 
every line into these notes I will attempt to describe each sheet. I will, on occasion, type In quite a bit of 
information from certain documents. I have place the file in chronological order even though some of the 
document might have arrived in the file out of sequence (as in the case of marriage certificates, etc.).

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Document detailing marriage of Margaret Ann Hartlove and Alexander Coleman 

Page # 1: This is a certificate stating that in Baltimore City in the State of Maryland on the fifth day of 
January in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty nine a license issued from the Office 
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of the Clerk of Baltimore City Court, directed to the Reverend Mr. Vinton or any other person qualified by 

law to celebrate the Rites of Marriage between a certain Alex Coleman and Margt. Ann Hartlove of 

Baltimore County/ This certificate was dated 8th March 1 890. A search of ministers with the surname Vinton 

revealed only four Rev. Vintons from Maryland. Of these three are quickly dismissed as they served after j 

1850. It would appear however that the Rev. Vinton who married Alexander Coleman and Margaret 

Hartlove was Rev. Robert Spencer Vinton who died 3 1 July 1 870. He was a Methodist Episcopal preacher 

and served in many parishes throughout Maryland. It appears that during the period of about 1849 he was J 

in the Baltimore Circuit serving Pleasant Hill, Owings Mills and Govanstown (1849-1850) and was listed as 

being on William Street in Baltimore (1847-1848), in South Baltimore (1848). 

Page # 2: This is a listing of the various declarattons, statements, affidavits and claims in this penston file. 

Page #3: This is Alexander Coleman's original declaratton for an invalid pension and is dated 24 March 
1888 in Baltimore City. It states (in part) that Alexander Coleman, aged 57, a resident of the County of 
Baltimore, enrolled on the 21 st day of August 1 862 in Company F of the 8th Regiment of Maryland Volunteers 
and was honorably discharged at Baltimore on the 17th day of May 1865. It gives his personal description 
as 57 years, 5 feet 6 inches, fair complexbn, dark hair, and blue eyes and that while a member of the 
organization aforesaid in the service and line of his duty at or near Virginia on or about 1 864 contracted heart 
disease. It further states this heart disease occurred in the fall campaign of 1864 in the State of Virginia and 
was caused by the presence of his knapsack and cartridge box. He was sent to Mount Pleasant Hospital in 
Washington, D.C. and that he didn't know the name of the doctor who attended him. It then stated he was 
treated in National Hospital in Baltimore, Maryland by Dr. Bliss. It continued stating that he had lived in 
Baltimore, Maryland. It does appear that Alex. Coleman signed this declaratton as there is no 'X' next to his 
name. 

Page #4: The document is on the stattonary of the Department of the Intertor, Bureau of Penstons and is 
dated 13 June 1888 and is stamped as being received into the Adjutant General's Office on 15 June 1888. 
It basically is a rewording of some of the above stated informatton and is signed by John Black, 
Commissioner. In part it states that 'I have the honor to request that you will furnish the records of the War 
Department a full report as the service, disability and hospital treatment of Alexander Coleman.' 

Page #5: This is again on the Department of the Intertor, Bureau of Penstons letterhead and signed by John 
Black, Commissioner requesting the same informatton as above. It is also dated 13 June 1888. 

Page #6: This document is also dated 13 June 1888 and reads 'Case of Alex. Coleman, Private, Company 
F, 8th Reg't Maryland - Claim 64831 9' and basically is a request from the Surgeon General of the USA to the 
War Department. 

Page #7 & #8: Dated 13 June 1888. These are a continuatton of the page 6 and appears to be a brief 
medical record for Private Coleman. It shows that on 20 September 1 864 he was seen in the hospital until 
29 September 1864. The second entry shows that he was attended to in Virginia from 20 September 1864 
until 4 October 1864. The third entry shows that on 5 October 1864 he was in the Mt. Pleasant Hospital in ~1 

Washington, D.C. with 'endocarditis with a sympathetic or abnormal conditton of the mitral valves or both' and 
that he was f urioughed 1 1 October 1 864 to 3 November 1 864 but that he was readmitted 22 October and 1 7 
November 1864 and transferred 9 December 1864 to Baltimore, Maryland. The final entry of 12 December -~i 

1864 shows he was at Camden Hospital in Baltimore, Maryland. 
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Pages #9-11: These three pages are dated 2 July 1888 and are from the Adjutant General's Office of the 
War Department and appears to be a recapitulatton of his military record stating that 'Alexander Coleman, 
Private of Company F. 8th Regiment Maryland Volunteers was enlisted on the 24th day of August 1862 at 
Baltimore, Maryland for 3 years and is reported as present on rolls of company from muster In to 31 
December 1862, January and February 1863, absent without leave from the 28th day of January 1863. Rolls 
March & April, May & June 1863 name not shown. Roll July and August 1863 reports him absent - deserted 
(no date give), September & October 1863 present with remark was arrested and tried by G.C.M. {probably 
meaning General Court Martial} found guilty of being absent without leave the 28th day of January 1863 to 
the 7th of August 1863. Sentence - to loose the pay for the time he was absent to be reduced to the ranks 
and perform 20 days police duty. Due the U.S. Government for apprehension - $10.00. Present to 30 June 
1864, July & August 1864 absent - detached in Brigade Pfoneer Corps. Named to 31 October 1864. 
November & December 1864 absent sick in hospital - received $16.00 from Maj. Martin, Paymaster U.S. 
Amiy while on his furiough from hospital. Rolls January & Febmary, March & April 1865 - absent sick in 
hospital. Individual muster out roll dated 17 May 1865, Baltimore, Maryland reports him mustered out on that 
date a Private. Regimental hospital records are not on file. The records of this office fumish no addittonal 
evidence of disability. Signed R. C. Drum, Adjutant General.' 

Page #12: This is Claimant's Affidavit Before a Clerk and is dated 20 February 889. It states that Alexander 
Coleman of Company F of the 8th Regiment of Maryland Volunteers personally appeared before Mr. 
Campbell a Deputy Clerk of the Superior Court and duly sworn stated that he contracted disease of the heart 
about the year 1864 in the State of Virginia. This document was signed by Alexander Coleman. 

Pages #13 & #14: Dated 27 February 1889. These two pages represents the Original Invalid Claim and 
Penston Approval. It states that Alexander Coleman of 1137 South Paca Street (crossed out was the 
address of 121 1 Scott Street) of Baltimore has been pensioned for the disease of chest at the rate of $12.00 
per month, commencing 2 April 1888. Alexander's recognized attorney was P. J. Lockwood of Washington, 
D.C. who was paid a fee of $25.00. It further states that all articles were filed on 29 March 1 889. The varfous 
signatures were attached from the Legal Reviewer, Re-Reviewer, Medical Reviewer, and Medical Referee. 
It showed the important dates as 24 August 1862 (enlistment), 17 May 1865 (discharged) and 2 April 1888 
(declaration filed). The basis of claim states that he 'alleges in declaration filed 2 April 1888 that while in line 
of duty in Virginia about the year 1864 he contracted disease of heart'. It also states that at the time of 
examination on 27 June 1888 he lived at 1211 Scott Street in Baltimore, Maryland and that up to that point 
he did not receive any penston. It was listed that his pulse rate per minute was 120, respiration - 20, 
temperature - 98.5, height 5' 7", weight 108 lbs and age 58 years. The complete medical report was rather 
unreadable due to poor handwriting, however the last sentences stated that 'Man's health seems to be 
decidedly failing'. The conclusion stated that 'he is, in our opinion, entitled to a 8/1 8 rating for disability caused 
by ? heart and disease of lungs. 

Page #1 5: This is a General Affidavit signed by Alex. Coleman and witnessed by William McCawly, Justice 
of the Peace and is dated 12 March 1889. It states that 'I was afflicted while enrolled in the U.S. Army a 
member of Company F, 8th Regiment of Maryland Volunteers in 1864 on or about the middle of November, 
while in the line of duty for which I claim a pension. The reason I have not made my claim before is because 
I did not want to come on the Government which I was able to make a living without it. When I was 
discharged which was on the 17th day of May 1865 at Baltimore, Maryland. After being out of the Army a 
few months and things becoming settled I got somewhat better, but for the last two years I have been failing 
continually getting worse until I am scarcely able to do anything at the present time. 

Page #16 & 17: Page #16 is not dated but is written in the same handwriting as page #17 which is dated 25 
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March 1889. It actually appears that both pages were written by Alexander Coleman as the signature 
appears to match the writing from the body of both documents. The first is a Historical Statement stating that 
1 incurred hr i disease from the pressure of the knapsack in the fell of 1864. I was sent to City Point 
Hospital in November 1864 and in the same month was sent to Mt. Pleasant Hospital Washington, D.C. and 
in December I was transferred to Nattonal Hospital Baltimore.' He then wrote that he was treated by 'Dr. 
Spides - Lombard St., Baltimore, Dr. ? Cogt - Dead, Dr. Bangale - Dead, and Dr. Blake - ? Street, 
Baltimore.' It continued that 'my afflictton is worse at the present time then it has even been. I am in my J 

brother's shop just to keep the place clean. If it was not for that I would not be able to do anything and not 
able to do that one half of my time.' Signed by Alexander Coleman. This definitely kx)ks like it was written 
by him as the grammar, handwriting, and spelling Is very poor. [This document points to the feet that 
Alexander Coleman had at least one brother who owned some sort of shop and was living in March 1889.] 
Page #17 is the Physician's Affidavit and appears to again be in the handwriting of Alexander Coleman. i 

It states that he was living at 1 137 South Paca Street, Baltimore City. This document was supposed to be 
completed and signed by the attending physician. However at the top of the dispositton is written 'It is 
impossible for me to get the affidavit of Dr. White. I never was treated for my disease while with my 
regiment. I was taken while the army was moving and I was taken to City Point and the next day I was sent 
to Washington Mount Pleasant Hospital and staid there three weeks and was then transferred to Nashismal 
(Natbnal?) Hospital Baltimore. And of course the regiment knows of my case this about all I can state. 
Surgeon nothing.' Signed by Alex. Coleman. Underneath is an address of 36 St. Peter Street. This was 
sworn before William McCawley. 

Page #18 & 19: This is a handwritten letter from Alex. Coleman of 1127 South Paca Street, Baltimore, 

Maryland dated 23 April 1889 apparently to P. J. Lockwood of Washington, D.C. It reads: 'Dear Sirs, I 

received the two blanks which you requested me to ftimish medical evidence of my disability since my 

discharge from the U.S. Army. It is impossible for me to give any evidence of my treatment for heart disease 

in the early days of my discharge on account that the 2 doctors that attended my when first discharged are 

dead which are Dr. A. Z. Cook and Dr. Dodg, President of the Board of Examining Board of Pensbn. I can | 

furnish evidence of these two doctors death and that they attended me for heart disease, that is about all of ) 

the evidence I can give. Please answer this and let me know just what my prospects is of getting my money 

and just what I am got to do in order to get it.' Signed by Alex. Coleman. 1 

Page # 20: This is a General Affidavit by Thomas S. Reed (who made his mark) dated 24 June 1889 and 

witnessed by William McCawley and Joseph McCa¥fley. It states that Thomas S. Reed was 70 years of 

age and resided at 1236 Scott Street in the City of Baltimore. It reads 'I have known Alexander Coleman ' 

for the last thirty years. Knew him before he enlisted in the Army. Knew him to be a healthy and sound man 

before the war. Knew him during the war was in the same brigade. Also in the hospital with him. While I was 

confined there with a wound in the face (jaw?) I saw Coleman. He was then a very sick man. He required 

attention night and day. He was suffering from asthma and an afflictton of the heart. During this spell of 

sickness Coleman required to be canied wherever he wished to move. This was in the Nattonal Hospital 

Camden Street Baltimore, Maryland in the year 1864. Since the war I have been well acquainted with him 

during that time have seen him often. Several times have I taken him home when he had spells from heart 

trouble. On two occastons I have had to carry him on my back to his home feeling sure that he was in a dying H 

conditton Since then he has been a constant sufferer from heart trouble and for the last four months has 

been totally disabled from doing any work at all. Ever since the war he has been when able done light work 

for his Brother. He has been entirely disabled from doing any hard work at anytime since the war and has n 

been unable to work for any one but his Brother. No one would emptoy him in his conditton. I know these 

facts from being a neighbor of him ever since the war ended.' i 
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There was a Thomas M. Reed who served in the Eighth Regiment, Company A, however the affidavit clearly 
states a Thomas S. Reed. Research reveals there were two Thomas S. Reeds serving from Maryland. 
The first was a Private in Company H of the Fourth Regiment Infantry. He is listed as serving from 1 8 August 
1862 to 17 May 1865 with comments of 'wounded in action'. This could certainly have t>een the reason that 
he was in the hospital with Alexander Coleman. The second Thomas S. Reed is listed as having the exact 
same service dates and served in Company I of the Fourth Regiment Infantry with comments 'wounded in 
actbn'. October 7, 1864, Pebble's Farm, Virginia, discharged for disability. This appears to be the same 
person as the first Thomas S. Reed. It would appear this would be the Thomas S. Reed who signed this 
affidavit. 

Page #21 : This is a General Affidavit signed on 24 June 1889 by Jacob Ledley and witnessed by William 
McCawley, Justice of the Peace. He stated that 'I became acquainted with Alexander Coleman some few 
months after the war ended. Since that time and up to the present time I have been intimately acquainted with 
him. I have often sat up with him during his spells of sickness from an affliction of the heart. Often times have 
I thought that this would be his last night from the difficulty he had in getting his breath. Occasionally from 
the time I first became acquainted with him has not be been able to do any light work and totally unable to 
do any hard work and now at the present time he is unable to do anything and has been in this condition for 
the last four months all proceeding from his heart trouble. I know the fects as listed by reason of being an 
intimate friend of Alexander Coleman ever since the war ended.' Page # 22: This is a completed form for 
a Declaratbn For Increase of Pension and is dated 10 December 1889. It states that Alexander Coleman, 
aged 59 year declares that he is a pensk^ner of the United States enrolled at the rate of $12 per month under 
Pensbn Certificate No. 451,022 by reason of a disability from disease of chest and that he appoints P. J. 
Loclo¥ood of Washington, D.C. attorney to prosecute this claim because he believes himself to be entitled 
to an increase of pension on account of his rate being unjustly bw and disproporttonate to the degree of his 
disability. 

Page #23: This is a Increase in Invalid Pensbn approved by thegovemment and dated 13 December 1889. 
It states that Alexander Coleman of 101 1 Maldies (?) Street in Baltimore, Maryland would receive $24.00 
per month commencing 5 March 1890. He was approved for disease of chest and elevated to a 3rd grade 
pensbn having been pensioned from 2 April 1888 at a rate of $12.00 per month. 

Page #24 & #25: This is another Declaratbn for Increase of Pensbn and shows that Alexander Coleman 
was examined on 5 March 1890. The document is stamped 17 March 1890. It apparently is the medical 
examination associated with the above approved increase in pensbn as it concludes 'he is, in our opinion, 
entitled to a 3rd grade rating for the disability caused by disease of lungs and disease of heart.' It states that 
Alexander Coleman claims that 'disability has greatly increased. Has cough, pain in chest, shortness of 
breath, and fainting at times and that he cannot perform manual labor. Pulse rate was 120, respiration 24, 
height 5' 6", weight 100 pounds.' It was noted that his general physical condition is very bad, muscles soft 
and flabby. He chest measured 31", 32V4 expanded. It is very difficult to read the handwriting of this report. 

Page #26 & #27: Both pages are for another Declaratbn For The Increase of an Invalid Pension and are 
dated 13 September 1890. They state that Alexander Coleman of 1 143 Washington Avenue of Baltimore 
County receiving $24.00 per month by reason of disability believes himself to be entitled to an increase of 
pensbn on account of increased disability of disease of chest, resulting in disease of hear and lungs and is 
now totally unable to perfomi any manual labor whatsoever. This document was not signed by Alexander 
Coleman, instead he placed his mark. 

Page #28 & #29: These pages are General Affidavits dated 16 April 1892 [There was apparently no activity 
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during 1891]. The affidavit is signed by Dr. Edward Grempler aged 27 years of the City of Baltimore and

Page 31 of Alexander Coleman's Pension Record ^^ 

stated that 1 am a graduate of the Baltimore Medical College class of 1 889 and have wamined the claimant j 
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Alexander Coleman and find him to be suffering with disease of chest resulting in disease of heart and lungs 
disabling him and that in my opinion he is totally unable to perfomn any manual labor whatsoever.' The 
Doctor had an address of 519 Scott Street. 

Pages #30 & #31 : Both pages detail the examination of Alexander Cdeman as performed on 1 1 May 1892 
by the medical board. It is the only typewritten document in this file. It states that 'claims increase on the 
ground that the disability has so increased as to entirely prevent the performance of manual labor. Has done 
no work at all for the past two years. Constant cough with the expectoration of blood and corruption. Pain 
through the chest with a smothering sensation. Palpitatbn of heart on the least exertion or excitement. 
Faints often, and falls in the street at times. Pulse rate 108, respiration 22, temperature - normal, height 5' 
6", weight 97 pounds, aged 61 years. General physical condition is very bad. Extreme emaciation. Muscles 
wasted and flabby. Bones prominent. Anaemic and feeble appearance. Skin pale. Cheeks sunken and fece 
has haggard expression. Slight tremor of hands. Chest: Measurements 31 V4, 32V4, 30y4 inches on forced 
respiration. Depression in elavicular spaces. Percusston note bwed in pitch over the apices, with slight 
increase of vocal resonance. Respiratory sounds are exaggerated. Inspiration, harsh, coarse and bronchial 
in character. Expiration is prolonged and rather feint. Some increase of vocal resonance over the left bwer 
bbe posterbrly and respiratory sounds are rather faint and jerking in character, in this bcality. Cough is kx>se 
with thick yellowish expectoratbn, which he states is tinged with bbod at times. There are numerous small 
mucous rales scattered through the lungs. He states that he has had several severe attacks of pneumonia. 
Claimant is suffering with chronic bronchitis and debilitated conditton is the result. Disability is equivalent to 
bss of hand or foot and we recommend Third Grade rating. Heart: Apex beat much diffused but most distinct 
over cartilage of seventh rib, somewhat to right of line of nomnal positton. Area of cardiac dullness in 
increase. Actton is regular and weak. Pulse is weak and compressible. After walking about the room for a 
few minutes, pulse rises from 108 to 124, becomes stronger but slightly irregular. Respiratk^n rises during 
the same time, from 22 to 32, tremor of hands became mariced, face flushed and became rather excited. Has 
dilatatbn of heart. We recommend rating of twelve-eighteenths. Claimant is in bad condition and in our 
opinton would be unable to perform manual labor in his present condition. No other disability exists.' 

Page #32: This document is the approved Increase in Invalid Pensbn and was approved by the Medical 
Referee on 18 June 1892 and the Legal Reviewer on 25 June 1892. It increased Alexander Coleman's 
penston from a 3rd Grade of $24.00 per month to a 2nd Grade of $30.00 commencing 11 May 1892. It 
reveals that at that time Alexander Coleman was living at 1149 Pinckney Street in Baltimore, Maryland. 

Page #33 & #34: This is another General Affidavit dated 17 October 1892 and is signed by Emma Langard 
(she gave her mark). It states that Emma Langard, aged 42 of 1220 W. Stockholm Street in the City of 
Baltimore claims 'that she has been intimate and personally well acquainted with the claimant Alexander 
Coleman for the past 20 years being her neighbor. Visited the wife of this claimant two or three times a 
week. During all those years the claimant has been more or less an invalid and seriously disabled from 
manual labor. During past two years the claimant has been much worse, so much so, as to require frequent 
and perbdical thorough and regular aid and attendance. Have seen his wife aiding to dress him, have helped 
him myself to move around the house and with his cbthing. He could not go out of the house without some 
one to help him. During the last two years he has been so helpless at intervals as to be confined to his bed 
for two weeks at a time.' The interesting part of this affidavit is that Emma Langard is the daughter of 
Alexander Coleman. She manied Clement Henrickle, also a Unton Civil War Veteran, who died in 1881 . 
After that time she married George Langard. Of particular interest are three items. The first is that she 
stated she was aged 42 which confirmed her birth year at about 1851 . The second is that she claims to have 
been intimately and personally acquainted with the claimant for the past twenty years. What is interesting 
about the second part is while she is 42 years old she has certainly known her father her entire life. However 
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she has, in the eyes of the law, only been an adult for about 20 years, therefore the statement. The third itenfi 
which is rather revealing is that she claims she has helped him dress himself. Certainly a neighbor or friend 
would not performing such a chore; however a daughter would. 

Pages #35 & #36: Both pages are another Declaration for the Increase of an Invalid Pension and is dated 
18 October 1892. It states that Alexander Coleman, aged 62, of 1 149 Pinckney Street in Baltimore Cit 
Maryland, a pension? at the rate of $30.00 per month believes himself to be entitled to an increase ( J 

pension on account c icreased disability. 

Page #37: This is a General Affidavit of Jacob Ledley, aged 67, of 1 172 Columbia Avenue of Baltimore, 

Maryland. He states that 'during the year he (meaning Alexander Coleman) has been so seriously disabled 

as to require the frequent and periodical care of others to dress him and even to feed him, or if ever out of i 

doors to help support him and take care of him. The deponent (meaning Jacob Ledley) has helped him at 

times to get in and out of bed. During the last two years I visited the claimant's house three or four times a 

week.' 

Pages #38-#40: These pages concern the Medical Report for the applicant's request for increase in pensb^ 
and contains a stamped date of 30 November 1892. The reports states the previously contained informatir 
with the addittonal piece of information that the claimant bases his claim for increase 'after the campaign of 
1864, Battle of Cold Harbor, was affected with disease of heart of and lungs' and that ' he has lost weight 
during the last two years'. His current weight was listed as 94 pounds. It was stated that The Board 
considers this applicant deserving an increased rating but do not feel justified in making it a First Grade'. The 
Increase for Invalid Pension was allowed and Alexander Coleman was given a rate of $50.00 per month, 
commencing 26 November 1892. 

Page #4 1 : This is a transcript from the Records of Deaths in the City of Baltimore dated 6 March 1 894 stating 

that Alexander Coleman, married, died on 24 Febmary 1894. He was 62 years, 8 months and 6 days old J 

and was born in Maryland living in Baltimore City for 50 years. He was living at 1 104 Columbia Avenue at ' 

the time of his death and was buried in Mt. Olivet Cemetery. The medical attendant was Dr. Edward 

Grumpier and the undertaker was N. J. Tlckner & Son. The age of 62 years, 8 months, and 6 days sets 

his birth date as 18 June 1831. 

Pages #42 - #45: These pages are the Widow's Claim for Pensfon and are dated 28 Febmary 1894. They 

state that Margaret A. Coleman of 1 104 Columbia Avenue in the City of Baltimore, aged 59 years states ^ 

she is the widow of Alexander Coleman, that her maiden name was Margaret A. Hartlove and that she 

was married to Alexander Coleman on the 7th of January 1849 In Baltimore by Rev. Vinton. She further 

states that Alexander Coleman died on the 24th day of February 1894 and that there are no children under 

1 6 years of age. Margaret made her mark on the document which was witnessed by George H. Bowersox 

and Augustus Bowersox. There was a General Affidavit from George Bowersox, aged 47 years of 841 

St ' eter Street and Augustus Bowersox, aged 52 years of the same address in Baltimore City that "we are 

ne: jnbors and intimate friends of the claimant Margaret A. Coleman who is the widow of Alexander 

Coleman. That we have known the said parties for the last 24 years and 30 years respectively and from a ^ 

fre lent intercourse with friends and a cbse association with said parties,that we do know in all these years 

sa >arties lived together as man and wife and were so recognized in the community in which they lived. 

The decease always treated and acknowledged the claimant as his lawful wife, that we never heard that fact n 

or their marriage disputed and we further certify from ctose associatton and frequent intercourse that the 

claimant has not remamed since the death of her husband Alexander Coleman. We further declare this \ 
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affidavit was written in our presence from our statements made to Mr. S. Fuerck and in malcing the same 
we were not aided by any fomi or dictation primary source. They also stated they were personal and intimate 
friends of said parties for the past 24 years and 30 years respectively and having seen the dead body of said 
husband.'

Page#47: This document dated and approved 19 March 1894 stated that Margaret A. Coleman's pension 
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had been approved and that the certified copy of marriage license had been presented atong with the copy 
of death record of Alexander Coleman. 

Page #48: This is a listing of the Accrued Penston Record of Alexander Coleman showing his original 
pension of $12.00 per month from 2 April 1888. an increase to $24.00 per month from 5 March 1890. an 
increase to $30.00 per month from 1 1 May 1892 and an increase to $50.00 per month from 26 November 
1892. It stated that a widow's certificate has been supplied. 

Page #49: This is the final page of the pension file and states that Margaret A. Coleman received $12.00 
per month commencing 25 Febmary 1894. On the page is stamped DEAD. Part of the page is cut off but 
it states that on 8 August 1905 they were advised of death (of Margaret A. Coleman) from J. Dill & Son of 
746 Columbia Avenue, Baltimore and giving date of death 1 August 1904. 

Alexander Coleman signed an affidavit for his daughter Emma J. Coleman regarding Minor's Pension for 
their two female underaged daughters on 20 May 1892. 

According to the records of Mt. Olivet Cemetery he is buried on Lot 146, Area B. His grave cost $5.50 to dig. 
Death certificate No. # A72794 located at the Maryland State Archives. It is entirely too light to read.

It is interesting to note that an Alexander family is buried to the right of the Coleman family. As this family 
has the same sumame as Alexander's Christian name it is possible there is a relationship and that he was 
named for his mother's family. Also interesting to note is that there are two Simmonts buried on the 
Coleman lot in Mt. Olivet Cemetery. They are Mary E. Simmont (buried 29 July 1907) and Amelia Semont 
(buried 30 September 1 902. It is interesting to note that it cost $5.50 to dig his grave. No more than 30 yards 
from the Coleman graves are the Simmont graves of Louisa M. Haine and David Frederick Simmont.

Thomas Benson son of Richard and Elizabeth Benson was born May 10, 
1775, married Nancy Smith daughter of Basil Smith and Avis Day about 1806.' The facts were recorded 
fully 100 years after the births of the ancestors, and it is apparent that inaccuracy through faulty memory 
occurred. A deposition proved that the birth of Richard Benson took place in or about 1749, and the parish 
register of All Hallows' Parish, Anne Amndel County, proved that Elizabeth Chaney [Cheney] was bom 1 1 
January 1746, the daughter of Isaiah Cheney and Sarah his wife. The maniage of Richard Benson and 
Elizabeth Cheney undoubtedly occurred prtor to 1 776, when the official marriage licenses for Anne Arundel 
County t>egan, inasmuch as the record of the license is not listed among the eariy entries. 

Continued from the above source: On October 25, 1806, he bought of Christopher Johnston, of Baltimore 
City, and Charles Carroll, of Carrollton of Annapolis, and Daniel Carroll, of Duddington, for $1208.00 a 
portbn of 'Addition to Timber Ridge' lying in Anne Arundel County and bordering the plantation 'Bachelor's 
Chance'. It consisted of 151 acres, with all improvements. Susannah Johnston, wife of Christopher 
Jc^nston, waived all dower rights. (Anne Amndel County Deeds, Liber NH, No 13, Folb 286, Hall of 
Records, Annapolis). On Febmary 1, 1814, styled Richard Benson, fanner, of Anne Arundel County, he 
conveyed to Charles Carroll of Carrollton and Daniel Carroll of Duddington, and Christopher Johnston, 
of Baltimore City, for $1208.00 'Addition to Timber Ridge', as conveyed by them to the said Richard 
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Benson on October 25. 1 806. No wife waived dower. (Anne Amndel County Deeds, Liber WSG, No 3, Folio 
34, Hall of Records, Annapolis). On Febma 12, 1814, he was deeded by Charies Carroll of Carrollton, 
Daniel Carroll of Duddington and Christopher Johnston, of Baltimore City, for a consideration of $1468.00, 
91 acres of 'Addition to Timber Ridge'. Susanna Johnston, wife of Christopher Johnston, anc Ann 
Carroll, wife of Daniel Carroll, waived dower rights (Anne Amndel County Deeds, Liber WSG No 3, Folio 
36, Hall of Records, Annapolis). On the same day he also received from the 3 named grantors for$1208.00, 
151 acres of 'Addition to Timber Ridge'. (Anne Amndel County Deeds. Liber WSG No 3, Folio 39. Hall of 
Records. Annapolis). On December 29, 1817, for $540.00 he purchased an unnamed tract of land from 
Charies Carroll, Daniel Carroll, and Christopher Johnston. (Anne Amndel County Deeds, Liber WSG No 
5, Folio 537.) 

Located in the 1790 Maryland Census. He is found in Anne Amndel County and is listed as having, in his 
household, 1 free white male under 16 and 5 over 16 years of age. There were 5 females total. 

Located in the 1810 Maryland Census in Anne Amndel County, (page 465). Listed as having 1 male aged 
10-16, 1 male aged 16-25. 1 male 26-45, 1 male over 45, and 1 female over 45. Both he and his wife would 
be the persons over 45 years of age.

I, Richard Benson, of Anne Amndel County in the State of Maryland, farmer, 
being in perfect health of body, and of sound and disposing mind, memory and understanding - considering 
the certainty of death, and the uncertainty of the time thereof, and being desirous to settle my worldly affairs, 
and thereby be the better prepared to leave this worid when it shall please God to call me hence do therefore 
make and publish this my last will and Testament in manner and fomi following. That is to Say - First and 
principally I commit my soul Into the hands of Almighty God, and my body to the earth, to be decently buried 
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at the discretion of my Executor hereinafter named and after my debts and funeral charges are paid I devise 
and t>equeath as follows - 1 give and devise unto my two sons John and Samuel Benson all my rights, title 
and interest in and to all that tract of land called Addition to Timber Ridge to be equally divided between 
them, to them the said John and Samuel Benson and their heirs and assigns forever, also I give unto my 
said son John Benson one negro Boy named Charles and one negro girl named Hagar to him and his heirs, 
until the said Charles and Hager arrived at the age of thirty five years who are then to be free and 
emancipate. Also I give and bequeath unto my said Samuel Benson, one negro boy named Peter and one 
negro girl named Sue, to him and his heirs until the said negroes are to be free and emancipate. Also I give 
unto my said sons John and Samuel Benson one negro boy named Anthony to them and their heirs until 
said Anthony shall arrive at thirty five years at which age said negro is to be free and emancipate. ITEM: I 
give and devise unto my son Richard Benson all my right title and interest in and to all that tract or parcel 
of land called Aldridges Delight, to him the said Richard Benson and his heirs and assigns forever. ITEM: 
I give and bequeath unto my son Thomas Benson two hundred dollars current money of the State one 
hundred of which is to be paid by my son Richard Benson - fifty dollars by my son John Benson and the 
residue fifty dollars by my son Samuel Benson. Also I give unto my son Thomas Benson one feather t)ed 
of which he is to have choice also my best horse which is all I give my son Thomas Benson of my Estate. 
ITEM: I give and bequeath unto my daughter Rachel Yealdhall fifty five dollars which is all I give my said 
daughter Yealdhall of my Estate. ITEM: I give and bequeath unto my daughter Margaret Sanks fifty five 
dollars which is all I give my said daughter Sanks of my Estate. ITEM: I give and bequeath unto my two 
grandsons Benson Stewart and Richard Stewart sons of my daughter Elizabeth Stewart fifty five dollars 
to be divided equally between them. (NOTE: above mentioned Richard Stewart is Richard Benson Stewart 
father of Florence E. Stewart who married Francis Wesley Orrell, Sr.). ITEM: I give and bequeath unto 
my daughter Ann Forrest fifty five dollars which is all I give my said daughter Forrest of my Estate. ITEM: 
It is my will and desire that my negro woman Sue shall be free at my death. ITEM: I give and bequeath all 
the remainder and residue of my Estate to be equally divided between my three sons Richard Benson, John 
Benson, and Samuel Benson to them their heirs and assigns forever in equal proportton - Share and Share 
alike and lastly I do hereby constitute and appoint my son Richard Benson sole Executor of this my Last Will 
and Testament revoking and annulling all former wills by me heretofore made ratifying and confirming this 
and no other to be my last will and testament. In Testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and affixed 
my seal this Eleventh day of April in the year of our Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred and Twenty. The 
above will was probated in Anne Arundel County, on 1 5 January 1 823 by Francis Osbom, Ezekiel Stewart 
of David, Joshua Ostx>m, and John Osbom.

They had 6 children: 
I. Frederick SIMMONT, bom about 1812, in Baltimore, Maryland, died 21 March 1888, in Baltimore 

City, Maryland. Will was k)cated in 1888. He died 21 March 1888. Obituary in the Moming Sun - 
22 March 1888: Mr. Frederick Simmont, aged 75 years, died yesterday at his residence. No. 700 
Carrollton Avenue, of gradual paralysis, after a sickness of six weeks. He was bom in Baltimore 
County and had lived nearly ail his life in Baltimore. For the last fifty years he was a manufacture of 
bricks, and had extensive yards on the Washington Road. He was a member of the St. Paul's 
Methodist Episcopal Church South. During the late war he was a prisoner at Fort McHenry, charged 
with helping the Southem cause. His wife and six children survive him.' 

It should be noted that when the Civil War (sic) began it appeared that Maryland would succeed, it 

being a Southem state. Pres. Lincoln, in an unprecedented move, suspended the writ of habias 

corpus and arrested any person who was a Southem Sympathizer, as well as the newspaper editors 

and high ranking officers of the police force. He also had imprisoned, without cause or justificatbn, 

politicians that he knew would vote to succeed, thereby keeping the legislature from having enough 

votes to join the Confederate States of America. These persons were held at Fort McHenry. At the 

same time the guns of the fort were ordered tumed around to face Baltimore City. Sadly, the last 

time the cannons of Fort McHenry were ever aimed in anger was not to ward off enemies from the 

waters - they were tume^ on the citizens of Baltimore. Lincoln intimidated the citizens of Baltimore, 

when at the same time vtolated the Constitutbn of the United States which he swore to 'uphold, 

defend, and protect'. This would probably be a good time to state that the Civil War (sic) was not a 

Civil War at all. A 'civil war* is when two facttons within the SAME COUNTRY war with each other. 

The Confederate States of America seceded from the United States of America and FORMED ^ 

THEIR OWN COUNTRY. Therefore we did not have a war between two opposing facttons WITHIN 

THE SAME COUNTRY. He had TWO OPPOSING COUNTRIES at war with other. The more { 

proper tenn is the "WAR BETWEEN THE STATES'. (Enough said, I could go on forever about ^ 

Lincoln and teach you the truth about him that you never teamed in school. That will come in my 

next book.

This appears to be the William Simmont 
who in the Baltimore City Superior Court of 9 April 1852 moved to have a partnership dissolved with 
Edward Browning. He cited his case against Edward Browning and John Young. The court 
documents cite that William Simmont entered into a partnership with Edward Browning for the 
purpose of engaging in the manufacture of bricks the profit of which was to be shared equally. It 
went on to say that William Simmont was an experienced brick maker having been engaged in said 
business and having a brickyard with a kiln and a brickshed. Edward Browning had no experience 
and only put up capital in the business. The court allowed that the partnership be dissolved.

Thus, on the above date, Samuel fell asleep in Jesus, to 

awake on the moming of the resurrectton; when the Lord himself shall descend from Heaven, with 

a shout and with the voice of the Archangel, and with the tmmp of God. Wherefore, parents and 

friends comfort one another with these words. 

The death dates for Harriet ?^ {Maiden name unknown} and David SIMMONT^ are unknown; however both ~~] 

are named in the obituary notice of their son Samuel Simmont how died 16 March 1848.

David SIMMONT^ died after 16 March 1848. 

NOTES for David SIMMONT^ follow: In researching the Simnriont family of Baltimore, Maryland, I was 
quickly able to see that the atx)ve mentbned David Simmon! was clearly the progenitor of the Simmon! 
family. I could find no one before him or within his generatton. The above cited 6 children are of the next 
generation and are placed together as siblings. 

There are several listings in the Baltimore City Directory for vartous David Simmon!s at different times. The 
first Simmon! ever located in the Baltimore City Directory is David Simmon!, brickmalcer, Washington south 
side adjoining the run in Ridgely's Additbn in 1824. As this David Simmon! would have to be at least 24 
years old to be listed as a head of household and in the Directory he would have had to be bom before 1 800. 
As he is believed to be the father of Frederick Simmon! bom 1812 it is believed that this David Simmon! 
was probably bom before 1790. Marriage date is purely a guess. Son Frederick Simmon! was bom in 1812 
and another believed son, William Simmon!, was bom in 1818. The others that are believed to be sons are 
placed between them and the marriage date was set about 1810.

Anna Margaretha LOHIN® died 5 April 1852. 

NOTES for Anna Margaretha LOHIN^ follow: Surname also spelled 'LOME' with a German umlat over the 
O. 

Conrad WILDENSTEINER^ died 23 June 1829. in Waldbuch, Germany. NOTES for Conrad 
WiLDENSTEINER'' follow: Peasant. 

Letter from Tina Wunner, Presseck, Germany, 7 November 1983 to a Mrs. Wildensteiner 

'Many thanks for your letter. I am finally getting around to answering it. Last summer I had to guide many 
visitors. Amongst them was a lecturer from a University in Philadelphia. I always mention the Wildenstein 
ancestors, the ones who built our prectous church here. Conceming the history of your coat of arms, red with 
white cross beams, there isn't much I can tell you. However, in the later and larger coat of arms, after 1948, 
the 'Wettritt of Presseck' was added (two horseheads with' high held weapons). A brief explanation of the 
Wettritt of Pressech (Horserace of Presseck) foltows: For decades there was a conflict between the 
Evangelical (Protestant) and Catholic churches. Your ancestors joined the Protestant church, therefore the 
church in Wildenstein was Protestant. But the first Bishop of Bamberg (Catholic) repeatedly sent soldiers 
to the church to exert his influence. It was not enough and the church remained Protestant To settle the 
dispute over whether it should remain Protestant or become Catholic, it was decided to have a race between 
two horsemen from different points of the church. A Catholte horseman raced from the Castle of Elbersreuth 
and a Protestant horseman raced from the Castle of Wildenstein. The rules were that whoever reached the 
church first would establish the church denomination. Both horsemen arrived at the same time, but the 
Protestant broke a window in the church and threw his hat inside. It was therefore determined that the church 
should be Protestant. The Protestant horseman was a man whose last name was Frank, and he went with 
the last Wildensteiner, of Castle Wildenstein, to Kulmbach. Sons of Frank stayed here and own riding 
estates. A woman of Frank's generatton was the wife of my great uncle. In Frank's coat of arms, the Wettritt 
of Presseck is also included. It is smaller then in the Wildensteiner Coast of Arms however, because Frank 
was ordered to participate in the race for the Wildensteiners. Copies of this background are not available, 
but I can tell you a little about it. Excerpts include: 

Ernest Rudolf of Wildenstein died in 1563. He built the choir toft in the church and had the walls covered 
with paintings. We inherited a handmade chalice which we still have. People who are descendants of the 
canmaker emptoyed by your ancestors came by and took pictures of it. On the crypt of Christoph of 
Wildenstein (father of Rudolf) a crossflower in sandstone was discovered in 1960 during restoration work. 
At the time it was a high honor to have a crossftower on a tombstone. Only the bottom part of the cross 
mmains and it is too bad that the upper part is tost. The cross is fastened to a wall. I always point it out to 
the people I guide as anyone buried with a crossftower was a very prominent person. Ancestors of the 
Wildensteiners are also buried in the church in Marictredwitz. 

Page 3 explains the paintings on the wall of the church - all holy pictures. During restoratton a skull was 
found. It is believed to be of Anna Von Wildenstein, nee Nuffiinger, who died in 1516 because her 
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tombstone was found on top. In the meantime I heard of a forester named Wildensteiner and will inquire 
about his ancestors. 

Additional Wildensteiner information: 

Approximately 3V& kilometers south of Presseck lies the summer resort Wildenstein. Upon the so called 

Wildenstein Cliff, which climbs up the Steinach Valley in two steep and jagged tenraces and is only J 

accessible from the village, stood at one time Wildenstein Castle. Now only a few overgrown, crumbling 

battlements and earthworks are visible. The stones of the ruins were carried away by farmers and used to 

build or repair their homes. The castle could not have been large, since the two cliff tiers provided too iitlte 

room; however, this made the position so much more commanding. Below the castle lay the Steinach ravine 

fomied by the Wildenstein and Steinach cliffe, and which, according to an old myth, the god Thor created i 

with a blowfrom his magic hammer so that the river could continue freely. The Wildensteiner family has tong 

since died out and only the name of the town Wildenstein, the gravestones in the churches at Presseck and 

Grafengehaig and documents remind of it. Yet still vivid in the kx^l memory is the myth conceming a 

Wildensteiner man and the gravedigger's daughter. According to legend the old Wildenstein cemetery, 

which lay between the castle and the village, holds the remains of the squire of Wildenstein and his bver, 

a poor, but very pretty daughter of a gravedigger. Both wished to marry, but the squire's father would have 

none of it. At a rendezvous in the cemetery he surprised the pair and struck them down in a fit of rage. Their 

bodies were buried in an out of the way comer of the cemetery. Still today one is supposed to meet the tovers 

at their grave at the midnight hour. Excavattons in 191 1 confirmed the existence of this cemetery. 

The founder of the Wildensteiner line was Nicholaus von der Grun. His descendants called themselves 

Wildensteiners von der Grun (wild rocks of the green) and beginning about 1400 generally became known | 

as Von Wildenstein. They were of the same lineage as the Reitzensteins and like them had the coat of I 

arms of a silver diagonal on a red field. The Wildensteiners, Reitzensteiners, and the Radeckers, who 

stemmed from a common ancestor, held at the beginning of the 14th century an extensive and continuous 

estate in the north forest, which presumably included basically the Presseck and Schwarzenback jurisdictk^n 

with the Schwarzenstein fortress, then Naila with the famnsteads of Marlesreuth, Selbitz, Culmitz, and the 

Radeck Castle. From a 1318 Dopument we know that Bishop Wulving (1304 - 1318) granted Nikolaus von } 

der Grun the rights to the Castle of Wildenstein with the villages Rutzenruth, Braunersreuth, Grafengehaig, ) 

Dietmarsreuth. However, it is uncertain whether the castle was built in 1318 or earlier. Likewise, an entry 

in a bookof feudal tenures, dated 1343, states that Albert von Waldenfeld relinquished to Nikolaus in retum 

for an annual fixed supply of weapons (tools) from his forge. The Wildenstein forge for weapons was, ^ 

therefore, already in operation. According to an old legend, it was to have been established by Thor. The 

Castle of Wildenstein, which was the seat of authority for Wildenstein - Presseck, did not last bng. 

Disputes about the capital court as well as about the extend of the duty to open up the fortress were evidently 

the occasion of a schism with the Bishop of Bamberg. The latter knew well how to profit from the financial 

difficulties of the Wildensteiners, in that he settled a debt of the Wildensteiners to Hans Schlegler in the 

amount of 3000 pounds and moreover, discharged further 3500 pounds to the fortress. The Wildensteiners 

had to leave the castle and mortgage it to the Bishop. Not until 1395 could he redeem it under the condition 

'he should wait upon the bishopric with it and keep open house to all in distress and wars, and all watch H 

guards of the tower and all guards, which Conrad Wildenstein von der Grun and his heirs have and 

acquire, shall swear to that, to open to us and ours as often as we are in distress...'. 

Konrad von Wildenstein was a son of Nikolaus. As bng as his castle was mortgaged, he lived on his 

estate in Naila. (from Reitzenstein, femily history, page 268). At the time of the peasant revolt Jorg von ] 
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Wildenstein possessed the fortress above the Steinach. He died in 1533 without heirs. His brother Erhard 
fottowed him; however, he had his residence in Presseck. With his brother Jorg and a part of the Franconian 
nobility, he was involved in the Absbergisch trade. After his death (1554) his son Frederick William took 
over the Wildenstein, but he later transferred his residence to Elbersreuth . The Wildensteiners fell into debt 
and after Frederick William died, his creditors took possesston of Elbersreuth. His brother Hans Pankraz 
did take over the feudal tenure, but he had neither property nor enjoyment. He too died in 1592 and with him 
finished the oldest line of the Wildenstein family (Reitzenstein, family history, page 276). 

In the course of the years and decades the debt became increasingly oppressive. To save the feudal estates, 
which had fallen to ruin, from total destructton, but on the other hand to free themselves from the unattainable 
burden of debt, the Wildensteiners carried on the sale of the entire Presseck jurisdictton with the castles and 
manors of Wildenstein, Schbpp, Elbersreuth and Heinersreuth and all the villages, famis, woods and mills 
belonging with it. By 1690 they offered the possession to Kari Frederick Voit von Rieneck for 56,000 
florins, 360 florins (Leyhauf?) and three large measures (800 - 1,800 liters measure depending on kx:ality) 
of Wurzburger wine of 1688 vintage as payment, but eventually sold to the Prime Bishop Marquard 
Sebastian von Bamberg on the 8th of July, 1693. Not until October 1, 1697 did Kari Frederick Voit von 
Rieneck acquire the whole Wildenstein estate from the hand of the bishop. Count von Rieneck's official 
staff resided in the Heinersreuth Castle. The castles at Schbpp and Elbersreuth were left to decay. Among 
the overseers the severe Johann Jakob Siebenfireud is still alive in the folk memory today and the legend 
has condemned him to etemal restlessness because of his harsh rule. It lets his ghost wander over the 
crossroads and startle woodsmen and travelers with his titterings. On his own burial day, so goes the tale, 
to the shuddering of the moumers, he loudly made fun from the castle window of the clergyman during the 
benediction. When they wanted to reassure themselves and opened the coffin, they found an old broom 
instead of the corpse. In 1 806 the jurisdictton of Presseck was annexed to the kingdom of Bavaria and a new 
sovereign jurisdiction was erected in 1812. After the death of the last Rienecker in 1823 the Wildenstein 
dominion reverted back to the Bavarian crown. On September 12, 1823, King Max Josef I granted it from 
now on the Heinersreuth knight to his financial minister Baron Maximilian von Lerchenfeid as proof of 
gractous acknowledgement of his services rendered in an important positk>n with effort and full devotion and 
byalty. The sovereign jurisdiction was abolished and a patrimonial jurisdictbn of second class was 
established, which was deeded to the state in 1834. Thus vanished the last rest of the fonner Presseck 
sovereign jurisdiction. 

Very ctose to the little Wildstein castle Maximilian von Lerchenfeid built in the years 1824 - 1827 a castle, 
which with its simple style fit very nicely in the landscape. It sits on a semi round ten-ace, which rises gently 
from the so called Leichbrettergraben (ditch of the boards of the corpse ?) and which gives view to the street 
Helmbrecths - Presseck. The only decoratbn of this ordinary rectangular building are the coat of arms of the 
Wildensteiners and Lerchenfelds. Mighty linden trees, chestnut trees and ash trees give a frame to the 
picture, lavender colored, white and red rhododendron groups however give the cobr. Maximilian von 
Lerchenfeid died in 1843. Then Heinersreuth Fiefdom on August 30, 1920, came under the law for 
dissolving feudal estates; but only in the year 1926 did the implementation of the dissolving start. It was 
finished in July 1928. The part of the estate, which did not fall under the reversion to the state, was taken out 
of the feudal estate bond and changed into free property. During the time from 1921 to 1923 the old little 
Wildenstein Castle was enlarged through additbns and reconstructbn according to the plans of the architect 
Resislinger, Bayreut. A wonderful open stainvay leads to the palace ten-ace and to the main entrance, which 
is decorated with the Lerchenfeid coat of arms and with the number of the year 1922. 

The number of persons of the same sumame bcated in PhoneDisc USA is 52 with the Wildenstein surname. 
There are only 5 with the Wildensteiner sumame - all in Maryland.

Jane ?® {Maiden name unknown} (Matilda SCOTTEN^ Hugh Thomas KYLE^, Bertram Bryan KYLE^, 
Howard Taylor KYLE^. Willabelle KYLE^ Carol Lynn GROSS^, Reverdy Lewin ORRELL, IV') was bom 
about 1780. Jane died between 1821/1826. Her parents are unknown. 
They had 2 children: 

I. Matilda SCOTTEN^ bom 18 January 1802, died 25 March 1850. {This person is a Direct Line 
Ancestor of Reverdy L Orrell, IV. For ttieir genealogical data please see page 2S2f. i 

II. Joshua SCOTTEN, bom 13 Febmary 1805, died after 1825. See notes under father for additbnal 
information. Disowned after marrying out of the Quakers in 1825. 

Jane ?^ {Maiden name unknown} died about between 1821/1826. 

NOTES for Jane ?® {Maiden name unknown} follow: Twelve children bom to the marriage although only 2 
known at this time. Dates are estimates. At present there are no clues as to the possible maiden name or 
ancestry of this female. 

William SCOTTEN® died July 1834. 

NOTES for William SCOTTEN^ foltow: From Ruth Grigger 'William Scotten was in Harford County, 

Maryland before 1815. There are number of deeds on file at the Court House in BelAir beginning in 1815and 

running until 1833. There was also a Land Patent dated 27 March 1823. This was obtained from the Hall 

of Records in Annapolis. I do not know when they first went to Harford County or where they were prevtously 

living. They were Quaker and were members of the Darlington Friends Meeting. Eariy records there are not 

complete as there should have b^een some record in the Minutes giving a date when they either joined or 

presented a Certificate from another Meeting. Although they had 12 children, I only found mention of 2 in the 

records: Matilda Scotten bom 18th First Month 1802 - Parents William & Jane and Joshua Scotten bom 

1 3th Second Month 1 805 - Parents William & Jane. Matilda was disowned for marrying out of the Meeting I 

on January 3, 1820.' ' 

Ruth continues, 1 believe that she and Joseph Kyle ebped when mam'ed. The date in the Hugh T. Kyle 

Bible is given as 26 May, 1819. I suspect they went to Lancaster County. Federal Census Records for 1 820 

list a Joseph Kyle in Little Britain Township. At that time Little Britain Township was bcated from the 

Octoraro Creek to the Susquehanna River. Joshua Scotten, Matilda's brother lived in Little Britain Township 

from 1818 - 1842 (Tax Records). William Scotten's wife, Jane, and son Joshua also went to Lancaster 

County, presenting a certificate of transfer from Deer Creek to the Little Britain Meeting on 6 month 1819. 

They remained at the Little Britain Meeting until 6 mo. 1821 when William and Jane retumed to the Deer H 

Creek Meeting. Joshua remained in Little Britain and was later disowned in 1825 when he also manied out 

of the Meeting. I believe that Jane must have died between 1821 and 1826 when William requested a 

Certificate of Removal to the Philadelphia Monthly Meeting of the Westem District. He was buried July 14, n 

1834 (Quaker Records). Jane may be buried at the Darlington Meeting but there is no stone or record. 

William may be buried around Philadelphia or in Harford County The will of William Scotten gives to his i 
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daughter. Matilda Scotten Kyle. 2 lots of land purchased in 1831 from James Alexander. That Joseph 
Kyle was not very popular with William Scotten was evident in his will when he provided that this property 
should go to Matilda's son, William on her death. After the death of Joseph Kyle 27 February 1842, and 
the marriage of Matilda to James Mclntyre, William W. Kyle sold his interest in this property to his Mother 
and stepfather for $125 on 24 April 1847. They in turn sold the property to Isabella Matthews on 24 
November 1849 for $200. Whether they left Harford County at that time, I do not know. Matilda died March 
25, 1 850. She should have been listed in the Mortality Schedule of the 1 850 Federal Census - a list of people 
who died in the previous year. I did not find her in any of these lists of Harford County or nearby counties.' 

The number of descendants of this ancestor in the computer database is 524; counting spouses 790. The 
number of persons of the same sumame located in PhoneDisc USA is 21 1 of which 13 are in Pennsylvania 
and 14 are in Maryland.

Joseph FRAMPTON^ died in 1797, probably late July or early August. 

NOTES for Joseph FRAMPTON® follow: Under 20 years of age In 1766 when grandfather Thomas 
Frampton died, therefore he and brother Samuel bom about 1750-1760. Deeded land to Elbert in 1809. 
His will is found at the Maryland State Archives in Talbot County, Maryland Wills Liber JP 5, pages 215-216 
(1797). His name was spelled Joseph Franthom. 

In the name of God , Amen, I Joseph Franthom of Talbot County and State of Maryland, being sick and weak 
of body but of sound and disposing mind and memory do made and ordain this my last will and testament 
in manner and form following: viz, first I commend my soul to Almighty God, and my body to the Earth to be 
decently buried humbly begging God for all my sins not doubting but to receive the same through the ? and 
intersession of my redeemer. Item, I will and bequeath to my loving wife Mary Ann Franthom all my real 
and personal estate during her widowhood, but in case of my said wife's marrying than in this case my will 
is that my son Elbert Franthom have and possess all my land by paying to my four youngest children the 
sum of ten pounds current money, to each when they amve at lawful age, to wit, they boys to receive their 
part at the age of twenty one and the girls at sixteen, but in case of the death of any of my four youngest 
children, it is my will that the death of any or all of the said children, shall discharge my son to whom I have 
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given my lands, from paying the part due to the said deceased children to any person or persons whatsoever. 
Item, I give and bequeath all my personal astate, at the death or marriage of my wife to be equally divided 
amongst all my children except my son Elbert and it is my will that my son Elbert Franthom shall pay to my 
four youngest children at the age as before mentbned the sum above mentioned but on refusal of making 
my said youngest children's payment, then the said children shall claim apart of my lands with my said son 
to whom I have given the same. Item, my will is that if my son Elbert Franthom dies without heirs lawfully 
begotten of his body then my will is that my lands be equally divided between all my surviving children. In 
witness whereof I have set my hand and seal this twenty seventh day of June seventeen hundred and ninety 
seven. Signed sealed and delivered to be my last will and testament. Joseph Franthom made his mark. 
On the 5th day of August 1797 came Mary Ann Franthom who brought this will to be proved and made oath 
on the Holy Evangel of Almighty God that the aforegoing instrument of writing is the true and whole will and 
testament of Joseph Franthom late of the county aforesaid, deceased, that hath come to her hands or 
possession and the she doth not know of any other. 

Several items should be drawn from the above will. Joseph Frampton and Mary Ann Ganar had five 
children - 3 boys and 2 girls. Elbert Frampton was the eldest and was probably of legal age at the time the 
will was written (27 June 1797). According to the will the four youngest children were under legal age. That 
is to say the males were under 21 and the females under 16. There were 2 males and 2 females. This is 
concluded by the statement 'the boys to received their part at the age of twenty one and the girls at sixteen'. 
The only possible combination of 4 children involving boys and girts (both plural) would be 2 of each.

1758. Francis Orrell was named as her executor. 
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Francis ORRELL® died June 1799, in Caroline 
County, Maryland. 

NOTES for Francis ORRELL* follow: Francis 
Orrell is mentioned in the will of his mother, Mary 
Orrell, of Dorchester County, Maryland (1726). The 
executors Govert Loockerman and Thomas 
Nevett were to sell bts #3 & #4 to assist in the 
maintenance of the three youngest children - 
Glidwell Orrell, Francis Orrell, and Elizabeth 
Orrell. These lots were apparently not sold until 5 
July 1742 when Francis Orrell of Dorchester 
County, Maryland sold to Charles Goldsborough 
his third of tots #3 and #4 in Cambridge, Maryland. 
This was witnessed by Thomas Nevett and 
William Murray, Justices. It does appear that 
some of this property might have been previously 
sold for on 28 January 1737, Joshua Kennedy of 
Dorchester County sold to Charles Goldsborough 
of the same county Vi of two houses and lots in 
Cambridge, Maryland, which were devised to 
Elizabeth Orrell, Glidwell Orrell, and Francis 
Orrell by their deceased mother. This was 
witnessed by Thomas Guarum and acknowledged 
on 28 January 1737 before Henry Hooper, Justice 
of the Provincial Court. 

Dorchester County land records dated 10 
November 1742 shows Francis Orrell of 
Dorchester County, Wheelwright, son of John 
Orrell, Sr. to Thomas Eccleston, Planter part of a 
tract called "Middle Division" near the branches of 
Cabin Creek 114 acres left by the last will and 
testament of John Orrell deceased. This land was 
adjacent to 'Whittlewood'. This transaction was 
witnessed by J. Eccleston and Basil Noell, 
Justices. 
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Land Patent for Francis Orrell 

Dorchester County Land Patents Certificate #2263 shows Francis Orrell had 50 acres surveyed on 10 
September 1747 and passed 11 October 1747. Tract was named "OrreH's Kindness**. 

On 18 February 1748-1749 Francis Orrell is shown as a Corporal in Queen Anne's County, Maryland, Militia 
with Capt. Andrew Price's Company. 

On 27 July 1751 Ambrose Gausling of Dorchester County purchased from Francis Orrell of Queen Anne 
County -Orrell's Kindness** on Kirk's Branch, West side, Northwest fork of Nanticoke River opposite dwelling 
plantation of Thomas Orrell on west (50 acres). 

Francis Orrell is mentioned in Queen Anne's County court records in 1772. In 1776 he took the Oath of 
Fidelity to Maryland in Caroline County. Francis Orrell is shown three times in Caroline County Tax Lists 
for 1778. Once in Caroline County, once in Tuckahoe Hundred and once in Choptank Hundred. Francis is 
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mentioned in Caroline County Court records as 67 years old in 1 788. He was mentioned in the 1 789 Caroline 
County March session of the Chancery Court. 

In the 1790 Maryland Census, Caroline County, he has 2 males over 16; 2 males under 16; 3 females & 
4 slaves. 

Caroline County was fomied from parts of Queen Anne's and Dorchester Counties in 1 773. This is the reason J 

Francis is shown in several counties. On a record of conveyance from the owners of **Orreir8 Kindness** 
Thomas, son of Francis is listed as a tenant on that land in 1763. Thomas of Francis is menttoned again 
in 1789 as selling part of '*Danby**. 

Francis Orrell was named as executor of Africa Durdin Kirkham (nrx>ther in law). Her will was written on i 

16 May 1751 and probated on 6 April 1758. He had to have been mam'ed to Delilah Kiricham prior to 1751 . 

Another source indicates that Francis Orrell owned one slave in the Tuckahoe Hundred area of Caroline i 

County. The temrt 'hundred* is sometimes very confusing. The term Tuckahoe Hundred' implies that Francis | 

Orrell lived in an area of Caroline County named Tuckahoe. The 'hundred' signifies that one hundred 
families lived in this area and that his was one of those hundred. Basically in this period of time one hundred 
families of adjacent lands were combined together and given a name. There might have been a town 
Tuckahoe or possibly a river or stream by that name in the area of those one hundred families. 

The will of Francis Orrell is located in the records of Caroline County, Maryland and is found in Liber JRB, 
folios 440-441 (1799). Note in the actual document that the name is spelled both Orrili and Orrell: 

In the name of God, Amen. I Francis Orrell of Caroline County and State of Maryland being weak in body 

but of sound and perfect mind and memory blessed be Almighty God for the same do make and publish this 

my law will and testament in manner and fomn folk)wing that is to say: First, I give and bequeath unto 

Rebecca Wheatley one oak bed stand and cord, bed stand and feathers and green rug, one ? blanket, and 

two course sheets and one pine chest which she has her cbthes in and one spinning wheel and a pair of 

cotton cord and one middle sized pot and one small one and one frying pan and one cow and calf to her and 

her heirs forever. I also give and bequeath unto my grandson James Orrili his choice of my two year old 

colts last spring to him and his heirs forever. I also give and bequeath unto my grandson William Orrili ten 

pounds to him at the age of twenty one years by my executor. I also leave my negro boy Luis to be free at 

the end of six years from the date of this my will. I also give and bequeath unto my son Durdin Orrili all the ^ 

rest of my estates after my lawful debts and funeral charges are paid by my executor and the legades herein 

mentioned. I also give unto my grand daughter Elizabeth Orrili my wife's side saddle and no more. Lastly 

I do hereby appointing James Hicks, my executor of this my last will and testament hereby revoking all ^ 

fomrier wills by me made. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal the sixteenth day of 

December in the year of our Lord seventeen hundred and ninety-eight. Signed, sealed, published and 

declared by the above named Francis Orrili to be his last will and testament in the presents of us Henry 

Hardcastle and John Satterfield, Caroline County. The 18th June 1799 - Then came Henry Hardcastle 

and John Satterfield the two subscribing witnesses of the aforegoing last will and testament of Francis ~] 

Orrell late of Caroline County deceased and made oath on the Holy Evangelist of Almighty God, that they 

did see the testator herein named sign and seal this will and that they heard him publish, pronounce and 

declare the same to be his last will and testament; that at the time of his so doing he was to the best of their ~i 

apprehension of sound disposing mind memory and understanding; and that they respectively subscribed 

their names as witnesses to this will in the presence and at the request of the testator and in the presence

In his petition he 
stated that a certain Thomas Benson bequeathed by his last will and testament certain legacies and 
one half of his estate to his son, William Benson, and the other half to his daughter, Rachel 
Chaney, wife of the said petitbner. That William Benson was no compos mentis and that his 
property was delivered to him the said John Chaney as executor. That there was due to William 
Benson 126 Pounds Sterling, 7 Shillings, and 10 Pence it being the balanceof the estate. The death ' 

of Thomas Benson occurred in Febmary 1 795, and that since that time William Benson had been 
supported by him, the said John Chaney, but he was about to remove from the State of Maryland \ 

and William Chaney (sic.) refused to accompany him. The petitioner therefore requested a ^ 

committee be appointed to receive the balance of the estate due to William Benson. On January 
25, 1798, it was stated that 1 15 Pounds Sterling, 10 Shillings, and 4 Pence was lodged with the State 
of Maryland for the use of William Benson. The petittoner therefore requested that the money 
lodged in the Treasury for William Benson be delivered to him and that he file bond. The petitbn 
was signed by John Benson, Richard Benson, Elizabeth Chaney, Sarah Danalson, and Richard ^ 

Warfield. An inquisition was taken on January 19, 1798, before John Welch, High Sheriff, Thomas 
McNeir, John Hyde, Richard McCubbin, William Rawiings, Benjamin Welch, John Clary, 
Abraham Claud, William Caton, William Brewer, Daniel Fowler, Lewis Duvall, Henry Johnson, ~1 

William Glover, and Isaace Hahan 'lawful men of bailiwick' that William Benson was of an 
unsound mind. It was shown that William Benson had been of unsound mind for 24 years. The i 

Brothers and Sisters of William Benson were as folbws: Richard Benson, about 49 years; j 
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Elizabeth Chaney, 47 years; Thomas Benson, 45 years; John Benson, 42 years; Sarah 
Danalson, 37 years; Rachael Chaney, 35 years; Ann Warfield, 32 years; On May 20, 1799, the 
estate of William Benson was delivered to Vachel Gaither. On January 5, 1 803, Thomas Benson 
was apparently made the guardian of his brother, William, inasmuch as on that date he filed a tx)nd 
with Thomas Moore as his surety. 

IX. Comfort BENSON, born after 1768, died before 1798. Marriage information obtained by index # 
6 at Hall of Recx)rds in Annapolis. She married John MILLER 26 May 1787, in Maryland. No 
children have yet been identified. 

Thomas BENSON® died Feboiary 1795, in Anne Arundel County, Maryland. 

NOTES for Thomas BENSON® follow: Wife not confimied. Married before 1749. Wife predeceased 
husband. Was a Planter in St. Margaret's Parish. Died Testate in Anne Amndel County, Maryland. 

The extant 1782 tax list for Anne Arundel County shows that Thomas Benson was domiciled in South River 
Hundred and was taxed for personalty only. The 1783 tax list shows that he was domiciled in South River 
Hundred with neither land nor slaves, but the folbwing taxable property: 4 horses and 5 black cattle. At that 
time there were 2 white males in his household, 6 white females, and one male between the ages of 1 6 and 
50 years (SOURCE: Unindexed tax lists, Anne Amndel County, Maryland Historical Society, Baltimore, 
Maryland). For additional information on Thomas Benson see notes under his son, William Benson. The 
birth dates of his children are approximated from the inquisition testimony of his son William in 1798. 

From the Benson FamSy of Anne Amndel County. Maryland : Thomas Benson was born about the year 
1728 and was married by the year 1749 or thereabouts. The Christian name of his wife nor her sumame has 
not been proved. Not being named in his last will and testament, she certainly predeceased him. His last 
will and testament was dated May 25, 1789, and witnessed by John Cheney, Richard Waters, and Richard 
Jones. It was probated at a court held in Anne Amndel County during March 1795. It is found in Wills, Liber 
JG, No 1, Maryland State Archives. The original will is located in Box B, folder 32.

Also give and bequeath unto my third son John 
Benson the sum of five shillings. I also give and bequeath unto my fourth son William Benson on half of 
my estate to him and his heirs forever. I also give and bequeath unto my eldest daughter Elizabeth Cheney 
the sum of five shillings. I also give and bequeath unto my second daughter Sarah Danielson the sum of 
two shillings. I also give and bequeath unto my son in law John Miller, fomnerly husband to my third 
daughter Comfort the sum of five shillings. I also give and bequeath unto my fourth daughter Rachel 
Cheney the other half of my estate to her and her heirs forever and it is my will and desire that she and her 
husband John Cheney shall take care of William my fourth son that is they shall have in their hands his 
estate for his maintenance and if the aforesaid shall many then he shall have his estate to himself and if shall 
die without lawful heirs of his body then his half of my estate to my daughter Rachel aforesaid and her heirs 
forever. I also give and bequeath unto my fifth daughter Ann Warfield the sum of five shillings and I do 
hereby appoint John Cheney my son in law sole executor of this my last will and testament hereby revoking 
all fomner wills by me made. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this twenty frfth day 
of May one thousand seven hundred and eighty nine. Signed, sealed, published, and declared by the above 
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named Thomas Benson to be his last will and testament in the presents of us who have hereunto subscribed 
our names as witnesses in the presence of the testator - Richard Jones, Richard Waters, Richard Jones, 
Jr. Thomas Benson made his mark and affixed his seal. The appraisement of his personal estate was 
made on June 4, 1795, and was declared to be 226 Pounds Sterling, 11 Shillings. 10 Pence of which 146

I bequeath my soul 
into the hands of God that gave it me and my body to the Earth to be buried in a Christian like and decent 
manner at the discretion of executor hereafter named and touching such worldly goods as it hath pleased 
God to bestow me after my just debts have been paid I give, devise, and dispose of them as followeth, viz: 
ITEM, I give and bequeath to dearly beloved wife my house and land during her widowhood and afterwards 
I bequeath the above said house and land to my son Elijah and the residue of my estate to be equally divided 
among all my children. And lastly I constitute and ordain this my last will and testament and my dearly 
beloved wife executrix of this my last wil! and testament. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
and seal this 19th day of December 1767. Singed, sealed, published, pronounced and declared to be the 
last will and testament of the said Isaiah Cheney in the presents of Joseph Lecha, Philip Chambers and 
Francis Givin. This was signed 'Isaiah Cheney* who placed his seal on the document. On the back of the 
aforegoing was thus written, viz: Anne Arundel County to wit March the 3rd 1768 came Joseph Lecha, 
Philip Chambers and Francis Givin the three subscribing evidences to the will and made oath on the Holy 
Evangel of Almighty God that they saw the testator therein named sign and seal the same and that they heard 
him publish pronounce and declare the same to be his last will and testament and that at the time of his so 
doing he was to the best of their several apprehensions of a sound and disposing mind and memory and that 
they subscribed their respective names to said will in the presence and at the request of the said testator and 
in the presence of each other. Sworn before the county clerk. There is also written: Anne Arundel County, 
to wit: March 9th 1768 came Rachel Cheney the widow of the within testator and renounces the legacies 
bequeathed to her in the aforegoing will and claims the one third part of the estate of her said husband's 
estate. 

The inventory of Isaiah Cheney is recorded at the Maryland State Archives. It is found on microfilm reel SR 
4363-1 which is a copy of Liber 91, folio 158 - 160. It begins: Anne Arundel County. An inventory of the 
goods and chattels of Mr. Isaiah Cheney of this county deceased appraised in current money. Parts of the 
inventory are very difficult to read even when greatly enlarged. It is reprinted here in full. It appears that he 
had several horses, mares, colts, lambs, cows, rams, calfs, steers, and sows. The total inventory was valued 
at 61 pounds steriing, 14 shillings and 6 pence. The goods were appraised by Jno. Ijams and Benj. A. 
Welsh. It was countersigned 'Kindred - we had notice of this appraisement and do approve of the same - 
Isaiah Cheney and Elizabeth Cheney (both made their marks). It was also countersigned 'Creditors - we 
had notice of this appraisement and do approve of the same - William Ijams and Ann Caton. Rachel 
Cheney, administrator of the estate made oath that the within inventory 'is a just and perfect inventory of all 
and singular the goods and chattels of the deceased that came to her hands at the time of the making 
thereof. Their was an account filed by Rachel Cheney on 15 March 1769 stating amounts that Isaiah 
Cheney owed out and amounts that were owed him. This account is very difficult to read and I was unable 
to get a clear copy that would reproduce well. This account was found in Liber 60, folio 422. It did show that 
the funeral cost 3 pounds steriing and that Isaiah Cheney owed John ijams 10 shillings and William Ijams 
3 pounds steriing, 19 shillings and 6 pence. The final account was present in Prerogative Court and is found 
in Liber 61 , folio 139 and is dated 14 June 1769. It concluded that the balance due the estate was 37 pounds 
steriing, 7 shillings and VA pence.

Thomas 

Eccleston also wills land to John Orrell, 'the land he now lives on lying on Ingram's Creek, upon terms that 

if the son of John Tollett and Mary, his wife, lately deceased, conveyed and make over to my 3 sons n 

Charles Eccleston, William Eccleston, and Joseph Eccleston, and the title of the part of 'Middle Division' 

that belonged to his mother and sold by John Orrell his uncle to me as the deed for the same approved, then i 
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said John Orrell to have the land he now lives on, on Ingram's Creek, called 'Layton's Discovery'. 
Folbwing the land deedsfor 'Middle Division' the name of John Orrell's wife and seven children are proven. 
Since 'Middle Division' came to the Orrell children through their mother, she is the daughter of Thomas 
Hunt and his wife Anne LeCompte. 'Middle Division' was patented by John Lecompte (also spelled 
Lecompe, Lecompt, LeCompte) the son of Anthony Lecompte. Anthony Lecompte died in Dorchester 
County in 1673 (Will 1:562) leaving a wife Hester ..., and children John, Moses, Philip, Anthony, Hester 
and Katharine. John Lecompte (son of Anthony Lecompte) died in 1705 in Dorchester County leaving a 
will (3:455) in which he named his wife Ann...., and children William, Philemon, Anthony, John, James and 
Robert Winsmore Lecompte, and daughter Ann. His daughter Ann and her heirs were to have all the land 
'taken up jointly together with John Brannock and Andrew Skinner*, lying between branch of Cabin Creek 
and North West Forke of Nanticoke River. This land is 'Middle Division' as described in the 1745 will of 
Thomas Eccleston. On 4/21/1721 (Dorchester County, Land Records 8:5) Thomas Hunt and wife Anne 
conveyed to John Orrell 839 acres of 'Middle Division', which had been patented to John Lecompte.

This deponent likewise saith 
she remembers that a John Toilet brought a hog to her house and said he brought it from the plantation and ' 

told her there was more that was appraised and that he had the hog dressed and cleaned at her house and 
gave the servant who dressed it the head. This deponent likewise saith that Mary Orrell alias Mary Toilet } 

sent to her house a small butter tub by a negro who bebnged to the widow deceased and some time since 
she hath took the same again as further saith not. - Ann Howell.

John ORRELL, Sr.^° died 1724. in Cambridge. Dorchester County, Maryland. 

NOTES for John ORRELL, SrJ° follow: Over the years John Orrell, Sr. was involved in several court 
cases, going back to 1706. He also served on several juries. Most of these early cases were not readable.

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The following Is an article I wrote for Issue 31 (December 1993) of the Orrell Family Newsletter citing the 
possible ancestry of John Orrell, Sr. of Dorchester County. Maryland. 

'Bob and I reached the conclusion a few years ago that John Orrell, Sr. of Dorchester County, Maryland is 
probably not really John Orrell, Sr. - the first documented Orrell in America. He is the first Orrell that can 
be easily documented and the earliest Onrell in Maryland whose descendency can be traced to the current 
day. However Bob and I have felt for several years that the John Orrell located in 1673 - 1676 was not the 
John Orrell that died in Dorchester County in the 1720's. First the John Orrell that was transported in 1676 
would have had to been at least 25 years old at the time setting a birth of about 1650. While he could have 
lived until to 1 720's that point is very debatable for several reasons. First and foremost the man we call John 
Orrell, Sr. had his first child bom in 1709. If he was the John of 1676 he would have been about 59 years 
old at the time his first child was bom. Also consider the fact that when his wife Mary Hunt Orrell died in 
1726 all of the children mentioned were Onrell, none of the daughters had yet married. Mary Orrell 
specifically mentions her 'youngest children'. Therefore they were very young. Enough said, they just can't 
be the same person. 

Bob and I lean towards the theory that John Orrell, Sr. (died 1721) should probably be referred to as John 
Orrell, Jr. and that the John Orrell of 1673 should be John Orrell, Sr. Of course, other than name 
association, we do not have definite proof. We also must keep in mind as possible fathers the very early 
mentioned Thomas Orrell in Maryland and of course there is still the Alexander Orrell mentioned in many 
documents before the year 1700. Also, there are a few other possibilities. However, read on, and you will 
see why we lean towards why we feel that the John Orrell of the 1670's as the father of John Orrell who 
died in the 1720's. 

Terence A.D. Orrell has recently stated that he has a tentative candidate for the first John Orrell. A John 
Orrell was baptized in Wilmslowin Cheshire in 1638 the son of Thomas Onrell of Orrell's Well in Wilmslow 
(1600-1642). He was still living in 1660 when he is named in the will of his brother Robert Orrell of 
Lewisham in Kent; after which Terence has no information about him, which suggests he died or left the area. 
This John Orrell was not buried in the family church at Wilmstow. He had brothers Robert Orrell, Francis 
Orrell, Thomas Orrell, and Matthew Orrell and sisters Justlnia Orrell, Elizabeth Orrell, Martha Orrell, 
and Mary Orrell. You will note the similarity in names to the early members of John Orrell's family of 
Dorchester County. He had a grandson Robert Orrell, sons Francis Orrell and Thomas Orrell, and 
daughters Elizabeth Orrell, Martha Orrell, and Mary Orrell. (Very comAfental). 

Terence goes on to state: 'His sister Justinia Orrell married William Barratt of Stockport in Cheshire. I 
recall the name Barratt in your book fOneBFamilv Records at th e MaMand Slate Amhh^) as well as the 
surname Wright. His niece Mary married a Nathanial Wright. Perhaps the early history of Maryland might 
indicate whether there was any settlement of people from Cheshire and if so, perhaps we can tie John Orrell 
in. The history of this particular Orrell family is known, and If we can link them together we will have 
completed a major step in the family jigsaw. I think John Orrell is too old to have been the John who died 
in 1722 as he was having children about 1720 when the Cheshire John would have been 82. But I think it 
a possibility that he was the father of the John who died in 1722.' ~] 



Both Bob and I basically agree. The foltowing could be theorized: 

■ Thomas Orrell^ [this would be Thomas Onrell^^] of Orrell's Well in Wilmslow, England (1600-1642), 

father of: 
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■ John Orrell^ [this would be John Orrelf^] (baptized in Wilmslowin 1638), possibly came to Maryland 
and is the John Orrell of 1673, father of: (partial list - John, Francis, Thomas, Elizabeth, Martha, 
Mary) 

■ John Orrell^ [our John Orrell, Sr/^ (died 1721) married Mary Hunt (died 1726). Had children 
John, Francis, Thomas, Elizabeth, Martha, Mary. 

Boy that all sure looks very possible. Folks, this is Terence Orrell at his best ! Perhaps in the next issue 
Terence Orrell will do an article on the ancestry of the above menttoned Thomas Orrell of Orrell's Well, 
whose ancestry, he says, is well documented.*^ 

As I reflect on the above information and dates, I have come to belief that the above the John Orrell who 
would have probably been baptized in Wilmlow, England in 1638 is probably the same John Orrell who came 
to Maryland in 1673. His son John Orrell whom we traditionly list as John Orrell, Sr/° was probably born 
in America about 1680/1690, not 1653 as estimated. While marriage customs have changed over the years 
it is curious why Mary Hunt^° (born about 1695), daughter of a prominent family, would have married a man 
about 40 years older. If the traditional John Orrell, Sr/° was bom in 1653 as estimated, it is extremely 
doubtful he still be fathering children in 1721 at the age of 68 with a wife of age 26! 

Inserting a new John Orrell, SrJ^ of the eleventh generation would reset our John Orrell, Sr J° to John 
Orrell, ^^^. This could help to tie in the other eariy Orrelis in Maryland which we have not tied together. 
For instance we have a Christopher Orrell bom about 1648 (place of birth unknown). He was listed as 78 
years old in 1726 and was mentioned in the Mary/and Calendar of WBIs as living on a plantation owned by 
Michael Jenifer in St. Mary's County. We next have the Thomas Orrell of Calvert County, Maryland who 
was the father of Rebecca Orrell and Jane Orrell, who were born in Maryland in probably in the mid-1680's. 
Thomas Orrell's will was written in 1719 (proved 1721), two years before John Orrelf^ wrote his will. They 
were probably about the same age and certainly could have been brothers and sons of the proposed John 
Orrell who arrived in Maryland in 1673. This same Thomas Orrell was mentioned in Court cases as far 
back as 1685. It is even possible that this Thomas Orrell would be to old to be a brother of John Orrell^^ 
and could have been an uncle or even his father. There is also an Alexander Orrell who himself was 
involved in several court cases between 1711 and 1711. He was listed in 1711 {Liber E#2, page 41} as 
having a 'k>ne leg' and 1712 {Liber E#2, page 209} as a cripple who was bound to Elizabeth Hawkins.

To add to 
all of the confusion we have still not accounted for the James Orell bcated in the 1699, 1700, 1701 , 1703, 
1 704, and 1 706 Rent Rolls of Baltimore County. We also find a John ORRELL in the 1 703 - 1 706 Rent Rolls 
of Baltimore County.

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The number of descendants of this ancestor in the computer database is 1,543; counting spouses 2.353. 
This could easily increase by several hundred persons if we add the Oireiis that went to North Carolina who 
are believed to be his sons. If we add in Daniel Black Orrell who is known to be bom in Maryland and 
probably a grandson of John Orrell, Sr. we add another 1,000. 

Without argument, Terence Anthony David Orrell of Bolton, Lanchaster, England, is the recognized 
authority on the early origins of the Orrell family. His Hjsttjrycf the House of OrreB is outstanding and details 
the early history of the family. Terence shares the belief of Bob and I that Thomas Orrell and Glidwell 
Orrell, sons of John Orrell left Maryland and settled in North Carolina for he writes Three of the sons of 
John Orrell settled in North Carolina; Thomas, Glidwell, and William. There were also two other Orrell 
settlers in the same area at the same time who seem to be connected; James and Isaac Orrell. It is 
possible that these were two more of the sons of John, or were perhaps nephews.' 

It is now the belief that John Orrell only had 7 children for his property is only divided 7 ways. William Onrell 
is no longer considered a son, but probably a grandson. The following is an article by Robert Stanley Orrell 
which he wrote for Issue # 31 of the Orrell Family Association Newsletter. It addresses the above issue. 

A FEW COMPARISONS 

After reading the articles by Reb Orrell and Louise Donnelly, I thought I would compare the children of John 
Orrell of Maryland and the Orrell Brothers of Beaufort and Onstow Counties, North Carolina. David Oliver 
Orrell and others, including descendants of Glidwell Orrell, have always maintained the Orrell Brothers 
were from Maryland. Terence Orrell of England has always maintained common family names are used over 
and over in lines of descent. Four out of the five brothers are compared here. The first two, Thomas and 
Glidwell, definitely will open some eyes (mine included) with the comparisons. 

Maryland Thomas Orrell, son of John Orrell, Sr bom about 1715/1720. 

North Carolina Thomas Orrell, brother, bom about 1718. 

Both were menttoned as being tailors in land records. Thomas of Maryland disappears around 1753 and 
Thomas of North Carolina purchases land there in 1759. Thomas is witness on land purchased by Glidwell 
in 1760 from Thomas Johnston. Thomas married the daughter of Thomas Johnston. Now for the climax! 
Thomas' grandson was named KIrkham Orrell! I don't think that name was pulled from a hat! See the article 
on the Kirkham Family. 

Maryland Glidwell Orrell, son of John Orrell, Sr bom about 1720. 

North Carolina Glidwell Orrell, brother, bom about 1719. 

Both were mentioned as being blacksmiths in land records. Glidwell of Maryland disappears around 1745. 
Research by David Oliver Orrell finds Glidwell in Lunenburg County, Virginia in 1752 as a taxpayer. Glidwell 
of North Carolina purchased land from Thomas Johnston in 1760.

William of Maryland has not been confimied as John's son although in John Orrell, Jr's inventory of 1780, 
William and Francis are listed as next of kin, making one think they were brothers. William paid taxes in 
Maryland in 1783. William of North Carolina first purchased land there in 1762. While it was possible to own 
land in two states, it wasn't very common. Not as much proof as the other two brothers! 

Maryland James Orrell, grandson of Francis, birth unknown. 

North Carolina James Orrell, brother, birth unknown. Very little is known about either James, so a 

comparison would be unfair to attempt. 

The last son, Stephen Orrell, could actually be a son of one the other four. He is listed in land records much 
later than the other two and no proof has been found he is their brother, although proof is known that he is 
related to them. 

While nothing I've shown here is conclusive, the evidence is starting to stack up in favor of these men being 
one and the same. Refer back to Issue #30, in which Reb Orrell did an oustanding article titled WhBt Is 
Considered Enough Evidence ?

He continues by stating that James Bonaparte 
Orrell of Wilmington, North Carolina was the first cousin of of the distinguished Southern Commander in the 
U.S. Civil War, Gen. Robert E. Lee.

In the name of God, Amen, this eighteenth day of May anno domino 1791 Africa Kirkham, spinster, of 
Tuckahoe in the Province of Maryland being weak of body but in perfect sound memory, thanks be to 
almighty God calling to mind the mortality of my body knowing that is appointed for all once to die. I do made 
and ordain this my last will and testament that is to say principally and first of all I give my Soul into the hands 
of Almighty God that gave it and as for my body I recommend it to the Earth to be buried in a Christian like 
and decent manner at the discretion of my executor not doubting but I shall receive the same again by the 
mighty power of God and touching such worldly estate as it hath pleased Almighty God to bless me within 
this life. I give and dispose of in the following manner. FIRST, I give unto my son William Kirkham one 
shilling sterling and no more which I desire my by paid to him by my executor after my death. SECOND, I 
give unto my son James Kirkham a Negro man called Adam to him and his heirs lawfully begotten of his 
body if my son James should marry and die without lawful heir my will is that his widow should keep \^m 
aforesaid Negro during her life or widowhood and no tonger and if the same Negro should live which the 
death of the above James Kirkham as above mentfoned my will is that my daughter Delilah Orrill should 
have him which I desire may be to her and heirs forever and as for the remainder part of my estate my will 
is that is should be equally divided between my two daughters Rachel Woods and Delilah Orril after my just 
debts are paid, I do hereby constitute and ordain Francis Orrill to be my soleexecutor of this my last will and 
testament ? reckoning and dissolving all other and fomier will or wills before this time by me made and I 
likewise constitute and ordain this and no other to be my last will and testament in witness hereof I have 
hereunto set my hand and seal the day and year above written. Signed, sealed, published, pronounced and 
declared by me to be my last will and testament in the presence of us ? Downes, Henrietta Hicks, Aaron 
Downes. Africa Kirkham made her mark and affixed her seal on this document. 

This document is the basis for placing Francis Orrell as the husband of Delilah Kirkman. The only way that 
Africa Durdin would have named Francis Orrell as the executor of her will is if he was the lawful husband 
of Africa Durdin's daughter Delilah Kirkman Orrell. 

James KIRKHAM^^ died 1724, in Queen Anne's County, Maryland. 

NOTES for James KIRKHAM^^folfow: James Kirkham, the son of William Kirkham and Alice Paxon, was 
bom in Talbot County, Maryland. According to Quaker Records on 8/6/1703 he married Africa Durdin, the 
daughter of Stephen Durdin. When James Kirkham died in Queen Anne's County, Maryland in 1724 his 
wife was Africa Kirkham and his next of kin were given as Mary Lane (wife of Timothy Lane) and William 
Kirkham.

The kinsmen 
signatories were at that time Zachariah Jacob and Isaiah Cheney. 

The original will of Charles Cheney is located in the Prerogative Court records of Anne Arundel County, 
Maryland in Box C, folder 29. 

In the name of God Amen, I Charles Cheney of Anne Arundel County in the Province of Maryland, planter, 
being of a sound and disposing mind and memory praised be to Almighty God for the same do make and 
ordain this my last will and testament in manner and fonn following, viz: I give and commit my soul to 
Almighty God that give it in hopes of his gractous acceptance in the merits of Jesus Christ my redeemer and 
my body to be decently buried at the discretion of my executrix hereafter named and for her settling and 
disposing of the estate it have pleased Almighty God to give me, I do will and bequeath in manner and form 
fblbwing: ITEM. I give and bequeath unto my son Charles Cheney 1 shilling sterling. ITEM. I give and 
bequeath to my son Shadrack Cheney 1 shilling sterling. ITEM. I give and bequeath unto my son Jacob 
Cheney 1 shilling sterling. ITEM. I give and bequeath unto my son Greenbury Cheney the best suit of 
wearing apparel. ITEM. I give and bequeath unto my daughter Mary Ricketts 1 shilling sterling. ITEM. I give 
and bequeath unto my sons Mordecai, and Isiah Cheney and my daughters Rachel Cheney and Elizabeth 
Cheney all my part or ? of a tract of land called the North Addition it being in Anne Arundel County aforesaid 
also my part of a tract of land called Cheney's Reflection as also any part of a tract of land called Indian 
Range both lying and being in the County aforesaid unto my said children that is to say Mordecai, Isiah, 
Rachel and Elizat>eth Cheney. 

The rest of the will is written extremely small and is very difficult to read. The will did not contain a date. 

The first inventory is located in the Prerogative Court Records of Anne Arundel County, Maryland in Liber 30, 
foltos 363 - 364 and is dated 7 May 1745. The amount total 209 pounds sterling, 13 shillings and 2 pence. 
This appears to be a rather nice amount. The inventory is rather difficult to read. The most expensive items 
appear to be his 6 cows and yearlings, and calfs which total 23 pounds sterling. We also find a servant man 
named Jno. Dale valued at 20 pounds, a Negro woman named Jane and her young child valued at 50 
pounds sterling, an old Negro named Sarah valued at 10 pounds, a Negro girl 6 years of age valued at 14 
pounds, 1 Negro boy at 4 years of age valued at 12 pounds and 1 Negro girl at 2 years of age valued at 7 
pounds, 10 shillings. The appraisal or first inventory was taken by Aaron Rawlings and Walker Phelps and 
was s^ned by Isaiah Cheney and Thomas Cheney. It was also stated that 'on the 7th day of May 1745 
Agnes Cheney, executrix of Charles Cheney late of Anne Arundel County, deceased' appeared. The 
second inventory was taken 22 July 1745 by the same persons. To the prevtous total they added 3518 
pounds of tobacco valued at 17 pounds sterling, 1 1 shillings, 6 pence and some other items for an additbnal 
total of 21 pounds sterling, 9 pence. At this point in time Charles Cheney's wife had remarried and was 
referred to as Agnes Deale setting her remaniage date between 7 May 1745 and 22 July 1745. 

The account of Charles Cheney was also submitted on 22 July 1745. It is bcated in Liber 21 , folio 309 and 
is also found on microfilm reel 52-1 at the Maryland State Archives. From this account we learn that Agnes 
Cheney married John Deale for the document reads The account of John Deale of Anne Arundel County 
and Agnes his wife, executrix of the last will and testament of Charles Cheney late of Anne Arundel County, 
deceased. This document is also very difficult to read however I was able to extract the names of persons 
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who were either debtors or creditors of Charles Cheney. They included Thomas Caton, William Chapman , 
and Dinah Campbell. (Sources list a child as Dinah Cheney. It is possible that this is her married name.)

The original will of Thomas Frampton is tocated at the Maryland State Archives in Box 9. folder 38. It is also 
located in Wills book #34, and on microfilm reel SR 4428. 



In the name of God Amen. I Thomas Framton of Talbot County in the Province of Maryland being weak of 
body but of good and perfect memory doth make this my last will and testament revoking and disannulling 
all wills by me fomierly made and this to be my only will as followeth. I commit my soul into the hand^ of 
Almighty God and my body to be decently buried at the discretion of my executor hereafter mentioned and 
as touching by woridly goods I give and dispose of in manner and fonn foltowing: ITEM. I give and bequeath 
unto my grandson Joseph Framton forty acres of land part of a tract of land called Framton's Beginning 
it to be laid out at the end of the land where his father John Framton lived. I give It to him and his heirs 
forever. My will is that my daughter in law, widow of John Framton to live on the forty acres of land which 
I give to my grandson Joseph Framton during her widowhood or until he comes to the age of twenty or his 
decease which shall happen first but If she won't live on the place she not to have the rent nor privilege of it 
but my son Thomas Framton to have the use of the said plantation until my grandson Joseph Framton 
comes to the age of twenty one or his decease. ITEM. I leave my toving wife Sarah Framton all my personal 
estate and land called Collin's Pasture and Framton Chance during her widowhood. ITEM. I give and 
bequeath unto my son Thomas Framton my lands called Collin's Pasture and Framtons Chance and my 
handmill and gun to him and his heirs for ever after my wife Sarah Framton's marriage or decease and if my 
son Thomas Framton should die without issue my will is that my son Robert Framton shall have all the 
lands called Collin's Pasture and Framtons Chance and handmill and gun I give to him and his heirs 
forever. ITEM. I give and bequeath unto my son Robert Framton all the remaining part of a tract of land 
called Framton's Beginning which by estimatfon is fifty six acres which land I give to him and his heirs 
forever. But If my son Robert Frampton should die before he comes of age or without issue my will is that 
my son Thomas Framton shall have his part of land called Framtons Beginning which land I give to him 
and his heirs forever. ITEM. I give my daughter Tabitha Huchens forty shillings in full of her part of my 
estate. ITEM. I give my daughter Sarah Framton forty shillings cun^ency in full of her part of my estate. 
ITEM. Igive my daughter Mary Framton forty shilling in full of her part of my estate. ITEM. I give my 
grandson Samuel Huchens twenty shillings in full of his part of my estate. ITEM. I give and bequeath all 
residue of my personal estate after my wife's marriage or decease to be equally divided between my two sons 
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namely Thomas and Robert Framton to them and their heirs forever. Lastly I constitute and appoint my 
beloved wife Sarah Frampton to be my whole and sole executrix of this my last wffl and testament. In 
witness whereof I have put my hand and seal this second day of June 1765. Signed, sealed, and delivered 
in the presence of us - Henry Clark, Anthony Booth, Senr. and Francis Regester. On the 10th of 
November 1766 Sarah Framton made oath on the Holy Evangelist of Almighty God that the above 
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instrument of writing is the true and only will and testament of the said Thomas that hath come to her hands, 
possession, or Icnowledge and that she doth not know or hath ever known of any other. On the document 
is was also stated that on the same date Henry Clark and Francis Register, two of the subscribing 
witnesses to the aforegoing will being of the people called Quakers do make their solemn afRrmatton to the 
same information. It should be noted that Quakers can not 'swear* to anything. They instead make a 'solemn 
affirmation'.

Thirdly I give unto my son Joseph Durdin six hundred acres 

of land called Hopewell lying at the mouth of Morgan's Creek in Preston River according to patent which I =i 

give to him and the heirs of his body lawfully begotten forever but if in case my son Joseph Durdin should 

die before becoming to age or without issue then my will is the all of his port of land I give to my son Stephen i 
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Durdin and heirs of his body lawfully begotten forever. Fourthly I give unto my two daughters Lidia and 
Rebecca Durdin fifty pounds sterling to each of them in ready money to be paid to them at the age of 
eighteen years or at the time of their marriage. Fifthly I give unto my daughter Africa Kircam that Negro girl 
named Judy which my daughter has already in her possessbn which Negro girl I give to her and her heirs 
of her body lawfully (next line impossible to read) my grand daughter Mary Kircam one young Negro to be 
delivered to my granddaughter soon after my decease a young Negro I give to her and her heirs of her body 
forever. Seventhly I give and bequeath unto my dear wife Rebecca Durdin after my legacy first paid half 
of all my personal estate to her and her disposing forever and the other half of my personal estate I give to 
be equally divided among my four children namely Stephen Durdin and Joseph Durdin and Ledia Durdin 
and Rebecca Durdin to be equally divided in quantity and quality to them as they shall come to age. My will 
and desire is that my wife Rebecca Durdin give my children sufficient schooling to leam them to read and 
write and further my will is that my two sons may work for themselves when they arrive at the age of eighteen 
years but not to buy or sell without the consent and knowledge of their mother until they be of the age of 
twenty one years and further my will if it should please God my two sons Stephen and Joseph Durdin should 
die before they come to age or without issue then my will is that my two youngest daughters namely Lydia 
Durdin and Rebecca Durdin shall enjoy all my sons and of this my estate both real and personal to them 
and their heirs lawfully begotten of their body forever and if in case my two daughters above named should 
die before they come to age or without issue my will is that my two sons Stephen Durdin and Joseph Durdin 
enjoy all their parts of my estate. I make and ordain my dear and well beloved wife Rebecca Durdin my 
whole of the estate to act in the ? of this my will according tathe true intent and meaning hereof and ? friend 
George Bowles and my friend Abraham Morgan to assist my executrix and advise her upon all occasions. 
As witness of my hand and seal this 2nd day of the 1st month called January and in the year 1709. On the 
back of the will was written that on the 1st day of April 1710 came Rebecca Durdin. 

Stephen Durdin's account was filed in July 171 1 . It is extremely difficult to read. It appears that his accounts 
totalled 1059 pounds sterling, 17 shillings and 15 pence. It is found in Account Liber 32C, folio 186. 
Stephen's inventory is found in the Talbot County Inventory Liber 32. part A, fofos 109 - 113 and is also 
kx^ated on microfilm reel 69-3 at the Maryland State Archives. It is the same amount as the account. It is 
rather readable and gives a good insight into his possesstons. In addition to the normal household 
possesstons Stephen owned 2 Negro men valued at 36 pounds steriing, 4 Negro boys valued at 75 pounds 
steriing, 4 Negro women with 4 sucking children valued at 1 00 pounds steriing, 2 Negro girls and 1 Negro boy 
valued at 40 pounds steriing, and 1 servant boy valued at 7 pounds steriing. He also owned 5 guns, gold 
chains, silver chains, horses, mares, colts, sheep, lambs, steers, pigs, calves heffers, bulls, and hogs. He 
also had 269 pounds steriing in cash. Daniel Sherwood was the appraiser. The inventory was dated 26 
May 1710. 

Stephen Durdin's inventory is very interesting. Although written in 1711 it is very clear and easy to read. 
It is reproduced here in it's entirety. If you take your time you be able to read nearly all of it. This inventory 
goes into great detail to describe every item he owed. Even though this inventory take up 9 pages it has been 
placed in this book so the reader can get a feel for the types of documents from neariy 300 years ago.

NOTES for Thomas (The Elder) BESSON^ ^ follow: The son of Capt. Thomas Benson the Emigrant who "^ 

was transported from Virginia was of age by November 3, 1659, when he was granted by the Lord Proprietary 
50 acres, lying on the south side of South river and bordering 'Bessonton'. He was one who with Nicholas 
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Gassaway and Richard Beard were associated in the enterprise of Capt. Wiiiiam Burgess which after the 
Act of 1683 became Londontown. { Maryland Historical MsQ wm Vokimf^ 19 January 1924, No.2). Thomas 
Benson married Margaret Saughler of Virginia having a daughter Ann and a son Nichoias." Also from the 
above source: Thomas Besson the Elder was without doubt one of the children whom his father transported 
into Maryland during 1649, and by circumstances was one of the issue by the first maniage. He was of age 
by November 3. 1659, when he was granted by the Lord Proprietary Younger Besson' of 50 acres, lying 
on the south side of South River and bordering 'Bessonton' (from the Rent Rolls [Anne Arundel County] Land 
Office, Annapolis). At that time he was styled Thomas Besson the Younger to distinguish him from his 
father. It is quite evident that Thomas Besson the Younger, so styled in the will of his father, was too young 
to acquire land either by patent or purchase. In or about 1707 Younger Besson' was in the possession of 
Rot>ert Stewart. By the last will and testament of his father in 1679 he was styled Thomas Besson the 
Eider* and was made the overseer of the estate, but did not receive any legacy by the will. It has already 
been noted that his father made him a deed of gift to a portion of Bessonton' shortly before his death. On 
August 10, 1680, styling himself Thomas Besson of the Ridge', he conveyed to Francis Watts for 3,000 
pounds tobacco, a 50 acre portbn of 'Bessonton' which 'Capt. Thomas Besson and Hester his wife by 
deed of gift of 7 June 1663, assigned to him Thomas Besson, Jr.' His unnamed wifewaived all dower rights 
in the presence of Jacob Harness and John Hall (from Anne Arundel County Deeds, Liber IH no 3, folio 110, 
Hall of Records, Annapolis). Francis Watts, the grantee, had been transported into Maryland by his father. 
From private papers, excerpts of which were printed in the Maryland Historical Magazine, we learn that 
Thomas Besson married on March 5, 16-, Margaret Saughler, of Virginia, and that a daughter, Ann, was 
bom on December 26, 1670, who married, Richard Cromwell, one time of Anne Arundel County, but later 
of Baltimore County. The extant records of Anne Amndel County contain very little infonnation relative to 
Thomas Besson who married Margaret Saughler, but from the last will and testament of his son in law in 
1717, it is proved that his widow as living and that Nicholas Besson, presumably a brother in law to Richard 
Cromwell, was a legatee. Continued: 'No will, administration of an estate, nor distribution of property is 
available from the extant records of the Province for Thomas Besson the Elder or even the Younger'.

1933: Section on Cheney Family: The ancestor of the Cheney family of Maryland was Richard 
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Cheyney who settled in the Province sometime before 1650. Soon after his landing he applied for land 
wanrants and received first 'Cheney's Hiir. lying on the South River. It is evident that he was single when 
he arrived in the Province, because between the years 1634 and 1682 no female by the name of Cheney 
was listed among the immigrants. He, however, married twice, but the name of his first wife in unknown. 

About 1668 Richard Cheney manied secondly Eleanor — . The births of the following children are found 

in All Hallow's Parish. Four children were bom to the first marriage: Richard Cheney, the elder, married J 

Mary — , Elizabeth Cheney, born 1652, married William Ijams, Mary Cheney, and Anne Cheney, bom

Cheney - the last two being twins. 

By negotiating other wan-ants, Richard Cheney soon became one of the largest land owners in the South 
River Hundred. During 1653, he patented 'Cheney's Neck' with 1 10 acres, 'Cheney's Resolution' with 400 
acres, 'Cheney's Hazard' with 1 00 acres, 'Cheney's Rest' of 300 acres, 'Cheney's Purchase' of 1 00 acres 
of 1 00 acres, the total amounting to 1 , 1 00 acres. After more than thirty years of residence in the Providence, 
Richard Cheney died at his seat on South River in 1 685, having made a will some ten years before this date. 
Prior to his death he bequeathed to his son in law, John Jacob, 'Cheney's Resolution', lying on the south 
side of South River for the consideration of natural fove of fatheriy affectton. 

In his will Richard, the oldest son, was named as executor and received in fee simple 'Cheney's Rest', 
consisting of 250 acres on South River. Thomas and Charles were to receive the remainder of 'Cheney's 
Resolution' upon the attainment of their sixteenth birthday. Their brother, Richard, and their sister and 
brother in law, Anne and John Jacob, were named guardians. The daughters, Mary, Elizabeth, and Anne, 
received personalty. His wife was bequeathed merely her dower rights. 

Forty-one years after his death a law suit devebped over the parental dwelling and plantatfon. His son in law 

and daughter, John Jacob and his wife Mary, appeared in court as well as his widowed daughter, Elizabeth 

Ijams. John Jacob stated that on March 6, 1675/6, he happened to be at the home of Colonel William 

Burgess and a certain William Cocks drew up a will for Richard Cheney. He heard Richard Cheney 

dictate to William Cocks that the homestead was to be inherited by his two sons, Thomas and Charles. 

He saw Richard Cheney sign the will and testified that he, with Colonel William Burgess and William 

Cocks, signed their names as witnesses. Anne, the wife of John Jacobs, asserted that she heard her 

husband say many times that her father, Richard Cheney, made a will at the home of William Burgess. ' 

She was left five shillings but did not remember receiving them. Elizabeth Ijams practically made the same 

assertion as that of her sister Anne. 

From the Cheney family, page 3: Harry W. Newman stated in his research paper, that he has visited Great 

Britian in an attempt to find parentage for Richard the Immigrant. He states that no definite proof has been 

found. The nearest inference was a Richard Cheney who died in County Kent. He left a married daughter 

who had married George Smith of London, Gent, and two minor daughters which the court placed under the 

guardianship of their uncle, George Smith about 1652. The documents searched at the Prerogative Court H 

of Canterbury and other records, both source and secondary, do not reveal a son Richard, but employing 

imagination and the circumstances of the times thrown against the basic facts already known, and the fact 

that Richard Cheney, the Immigrant, arrived in Maryland before 1652, there may be more than a surmise ^ 

that a son Richard had received his inheritance, married and departed for the English colonies." 
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Anne Anindef Gentry Volume 1 . page 291: Richard Cheyney, the father in law of William Ijams, was a 
large land-owner and planter of the South River Hundred and had emigrated to Maryland about 1650, with 
his wife, Charity. The Cheyney family of ancient antiquity was ennobled in England, but through 
extravagance and being Royalist during the Civil Wars lost most of their property. There is every reason to 
t>elieve that the Maryland emigrant was a scion of this ennobled family. He was lettered and the fact that he 
financed his own passage and that of his young wife is further indicatbn of this early settler, in some manner 
the younger generations lost most of their property and were not inclined for public service or social 
attainment, with the result that the later history of the family from extant records is rather sketchy. 

The earliest entries in All Hallow's Parish are those of the Cheyney family and while the entries antedate the 
establishment of the parish, it is evident that the family kept their own records and at the time of the 
establishment of the parish as the State Church, the heads of the femily had their births recorded for posterity. 

The first wife of Richard Cheyney died early in Maryland and he married secondly Eleanor and left a large 
issue by her. Later spelling of the name became Chaney and Cheney, but Cheyney was the accepted 
orthography of the 17th century. 

Richard Cheney's will is located in the Prerogative Court records of Maryland in Liber 4, folios 31 1 - 312 
(1688). 

I Richard Cheney, Gentleman, of the county of Anne Amndel in the province of Maryland being now in good 
health and perfect memory do make this my last will and testament revoking all other wills by me made 
fomierly as witness my hand and seal hereunder subscribed this sixth day of March anno domino 1 685. 1 give 
and bequeath unto my eldest son Richard Cheney to him and his heirs forever all my tract or parcel of land 
called by the name of Cheney's Rest lying and being near South River in the county of Anne Arundell 
aforesaid containing by ? two hundred and fifty acres and my will is that he possess the same immediately 
after my decease. Item. I give and bequeath unto my two sons Thomas and Charles Cheney all my 
plantatton whereon I now live called by the name of Resolution to be equally divided between them only ten 
acres of the said land I give unto my wife during her life or widowhood but is she marry or die that then I give 
the said ten acres of land be divided also between my two sons Thomas and Charles. Item. I give and 
t)equeath unto my three daughters Eliza, Mary and Anne each of them five shillings lawful English money 
to be paid them immediately after my decease. Item. I give and bequeath all the rest of my real estate and 
personal estate to be equally divided amongst my wife and my two sons Thomas and Charles and my will 
is that my sons Thomas and Charles Cheney shall be at age and shall enjoy the estate I have here left them 
when they shall become sixteen years old. Also my will is that immediately after my decease the two-thirds 
parts of the cattle, hogs and horses be marked for my said two sons that when they come at age they may 
possess the increase thereof as well as principal, also I commit into the custody of my said wife during her 
life or widowhood my said two sons together with their estate till they shall become sixteen years old only 
excepting what is above excepted that is that the cattle, hogs and horses be marked as above but if my wife 
dies or marries again my will is that immediately after her death or marriage my said two sons also their estate 
herein mentioned be delivered into the custody of to the management of my son Richard Cheney and my 
son in law John Jacobs and his wife till they shall become sixteen years old and when they shall become 
sixteen years old my will is that what estate I have herein given and bequeathed to them be delivered to them 
together with the increase of the cattle, hogs and horses if there be any. This is my last will and testament. 
Witness my hand and seal the day and year above written. I ordain, constitute and appoint my eldest son 
Richard Cheney to be my executor of this my last will and testament. The will was witnessed by William 
Burgess and William Cocks.

The Frampton researchers I have contacted state that there were many connect'ions between the Frampton 
and Broadway and that one farpily was selling land or witnessing documents for the other. Also, there is 
proof that the Sarah Broadway, daughter of Samuel Broadway, is of the perfect age to be the wife of 
Robert Frampton. Cited as still being single in her father's will dated 8 May 1698. Father's will menttons 
'if my daughter should marry against her mother's will she shall have no part of this my will until she comes 
unto ye full age of one and 20 years'. Therefore she was probably bom about 1 680 and married about 1 700. ' 

Robert FRAMPTON, SrJ^ died July 1730. in Talbot County, Maryland. 

NOTES for Robert FRAMPTON, Sr.11 folbw: Source: Rita P. Frampton, Ronald Frampton, George 

Frampton, and Blanche Frampton Pepi - Robert was the immigrant ancestor who arrived in Maryland on 

22 March 1675 (or 1676) (Ships records. Liber WC #2, folio 89, Annapolis Commissioner Land Office) as an 

indentured servant on the ship Alexander, out of Bristol, England, with 14 other indentured servants. Capt. 

William Jones was the commander. Rights to the servants were proved before Lord Baltimore and ~\ 

conveyed to William Flood of then Dorchester County, Maryland. Flood obtained about 800 acres of land 

in 1 679, and these were presumably worked by the servants in earning their own free land in accordance with 

the tenure system then in effect. In 1684 and 1685 Robert Frampton surveyed and got land near or west ^ 

of Tuckahoe Creek, probably in Talbot County, known variously as Frampton and as part of Collin's 

Pasture. He laid out a 122 acre tract called 'Frampton' on 24 February 1682 and acquired 'Collin's ) 
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Pasture'. He married Sarah Broadway. His son William bought land 1729 in what became Caroline 
County. Talbot County, Maryland, Land Records Book Two by R. Bemice Leonard states that on 10 August 
1690 Robert Frampton, planter sold to John Robinson, planter, 122 acres called 'Frampton' on the west 
side of Tuckahoe, in the woods on the west side of the land formerly laid out for John Wooters called 
'Dunmore Heath' and 'Moorefield'. 

On 15 January 1717 David Robinson, Judith Robinson his wife and Solomon Robinson, all of Talbot 
County, Maryland, planters, sold to Anthony Wise, Gentleman - 122 acres called 'Frampton' in ye woods 
on the west side of Tuckahoe and the west side of 'Dunsmore Heath' formerly laid out for John Wooters 
and the lands of George Bowes. 

Rot>ert Frampton's will is bcated in the Prerogative Court records of Maryland in Liber 20, folk) 103 - 105. 

In the name of God, Amen. I Rot>ert Framton of Talbot County in the Province of Maryland, planter, being 
very sick and weak in body but perfect in mind and memory thanks be to God therefore calling to mind the 
mortality of my body do make and ordain this my last will and testament that is to say first of all I give and 
recommend my Soul into the hands of God that gave it and for my body I recommend it to the Earth to be 
buried in decent manner at the discretion of my executrix hereafter mentioned and as touching such worldly 
estate to herewith it hath pleased God to bless me in this life I give and dispose of the same in manner and 
fomn folfowing. Item. I give and bequeath to my eldest son John Framton one shilling sterling and sixteen 
acres of land being part of my tract of land called Collin's Pasture upon which I now live and which I bought 
of Benjamin Parrott, Sr. late of this county by deceased this quantity of sixteen acres of land to be laid for 
him in such fomn as shall contain and includes the dwelling housing and all other improvements that he hath 
made since he was married but not to take away any part of my now dwelling plantatfon or other improvement 
that I have made upon the land to have, hold, possess and enjoy the said quantity of sixteen acres of land 
during his natural life and after his decease my will is that the said quantity of sixteen acres of land return to 
the uses and benefit and possessbn of such person or persons into whose hands the remaining part of my 
lands shall be hereafter devised, given or bequeathed and for the remaining part of my land I give and 
bequeath the same to my dearly bebved wife Sarah Framton during her natural life and at her decease I 
will and bequeath the same to my son Thomas Framton his heirs and assigns forever but if my said son 
Thomas should happen to die without lawful issue then my will is that the said land may be held and enjoyed 
by my son Rot>ert Framton, Jr. his heirs and assigns forever. Item. I give and bequeath to my son William 
Framton one shilling steriing in full of his portton out of my estate. Item. I give and bequeath to my son 
Robert Framton aforesaid one shilling steriing in full of his portbn out of my estate. Item. I give and 
bequeath to my daughter Sarah Booth one pound ten shillings or a heafer not exceeding three years old to 
be paid to the discretion of choice of my executrix hereafter menttoned. Item. I give and bequeath unto my 
dearly beloved wife Sarah Framton whom I likewise constitute make and ordain my only and sole executrix 
of this my last will and testament all the remaining part of my goods, chattel, and chattels during her natural 
life and after her decease my will is that my son Thomas Framton be the sole possessor and owner thereof. 
And I do hereby utterly disallow revoke and disannul all and every other will and legacy by me before this time 
named willed or bequeathed ratifying and confirming this and no other for my last will and testament. In 
witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this eighteenth day of October in the year of our Lord 
one thousand seven hundred and twenty nine. Signed, sealed, published, pronounced and declared by 
Rol>ert Framton to be his last will and testament in the presence of the subscribers Roger Hunter, Robert 
Hunter and Joseph Turner. The will was proved 21 July 1730. 

George Frampton of lllinois,in correspondence to Richard Frampton of Charleston, West Virginia remarks 
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that 'Early in my searches here I concluded that all Framptons in Maryland and Delaware descended from 
the same original settler and am on the verge of proving it. But there are still gaps. The Wrightnour book 
is helpful but tembly erroneous in many way. The Wrightnour book is based mostly on what people living 
in about 1917 seemed to remember, and some of it is good and some misleading.' "Your account of the 
brothers fits the information that a John Frampton settled in South Carolina in the late 1660's, and a Robert 
Frampton was in Maryland at that time. To summarize briefly some of the information I have from wills, land, 
records, ground records, and interviews, and treating Robert Frampton as the first generation (Robert I), 
Robert (I), by Sarah Broadway, had one daughter, Sarah Booth, and four sons John (II), Robert, Jr. (II), 
Thomas (II), and William (II). I have tost track of Robert Jr's (II) descendants, if any. Thomas (II) and 
William (II) were more prolific founders of two separate branches from which I t>elieve we are both 
descended. Thomas (II) who inherited Collin's Pasture in Talbot County, manied a Sarah and died in 1766 
leaving Thomas (III) born 1744, John (III) who died before 1766 leaving Joseph (IV) and Samuel (IV), 
Robert (III) who married Ann, Sarah (III), Mary (III), and Isabella (III) mam'ed ....Hutchins. Thomas (III) 
died in 1841 at the age of 96 leaving Thomas (IV), Daniel (IV) who was father of Luther (IV) and Charlotte 
(IV) or at least he had those children, and perhaps only Charlotte and his grandson Luther survived him. 
Joseph (IV)'s descendants were the Elberts, Vincents, and Josephs more recently on Tilghman Island.' 

One of the Frampton researchers also sent me an unconfirmed pedigree chart on the early Frampton family 
in England. The earliest on record is John de Frampton (or Frompton) living in the mid to late 1300's. He 
had a son Walter Frampton who died about 1354 and manied Marjorie Mcreton. Walter Frampton had 
a son John Frampton who had three wives Isable Prouse, Edith Stawell, and Margaret Husse. This John 
Frampton was about 1366 and died 1425. John had issue of Henry Frampton (no information), Robert 
Frampton (bom 1400, died 1464) and William Frampton. Rol>ert Frampton's line ends two generattons 
later but William Frampton's line continues through his only child John Frampton. John had one son 
Roger Frampton who was bom 1492 and died 1522. It is through John Frampton's other child Edward 
Frampton that the Frampton line continues. Edward had one child John who was bom 1517, died 1557 
and married Elizabeth Willoughy who died in 1592. The tree expands quite a bit at that point as it is 
documented that John had 5 sons. It would appear that our Rot>ert Frampton was probably a great 
grandson or great great grandson of the above menttoned John Frampton however this is theory and might 
never be proved.

John Lecompte's will is boated in the records of Dorchester County, Maryland and is found in Wills Liber, 

folios 455 - 456.

in the same wills book. Like all of the records of that time period it is extremely difficult to read. John 

Lecompte mentions his son William Lecompte and gives him land. He also mentions his son Philemon \ 
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Lecompte giving him land on Ingram Creek. He then mentions sons James and Robert Lecompte. John 
also mentions his daughter Ann Lecompte. He continues by mentioning his son John Lecompte and his 
dear and loving wife Ann Lecompte. He then mentions sons John, William, Philemon, James and 
Anthony again. The will was dated the 4th day of Novemt>er 1704 and was probated on 6 June 1705.

From '*Ck)lonialFamaies of America Vohinmll page 38": Xaptain Thomas Besson, bom about 1611; died 
In 1679; sailed to Virginia from the British Isles in the 'Bargue Assurance de Lo' in 1635; took the oath of 
conformity in religion at Gravesend (HMen'sEarivEmigmnt Lists page 1 12) but soon after reaching Virginia 
t}ecame a non-conformist, and one of those who in 1649 accepted Gov. Stone's invitation to settle in 
Maryland. He was a member of the 'Councell of War' (sic), which with Capt. William Fuller and others on 
July 2, 1 655 sat and condemned Gov. Stone to death, according to depositfon made by Col. Henry Cousey 
as preserved in original Calvert papers; was one of the 10 representative men comprising the General 
Assembly held September 24, 1657 by commissfon from 'His Highness the Lord Protector' of England, 
Scotland, Ireland, with the Dominions thereto betonging, 'became commisstoner and justice of the peace July 
22, 1658; was commissioned again December 30, 1665, as gentlemen justice of the peace; was elected to 
a seat In the high provincial court the same year; died eariy in 1679, his will probated April 29.

Continued from another page: Xecelius Absolute Lord and 
Proprietary of the Province of Maryland and Avaton Lord Baron of Baltimore - Know ye that we for and in 
consideratton that Thomas Benson hath transported himself, Ann his wife, Thomas and Ann his children, 
and Edward Cox his servant into this our Province here to Inhabit and upon such conditfons and temis as 
are expressed in our conditions of Plantation of our said Province of Maryland under our Greater Seat at Arms 
bearing date at London the second day of July in the year of our Lord God 1649 and remaining upon record 
In our said Province do hereby grant to the said Thomas Benson all that Parcel of Land called Bessonton 
Lying on the West side of the Chesapeake Bay and on the South Side of a River in the said Bay called the 
South River. 
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From a sketch of the Benson - Hammond House: Captain Thomas Benson immigrated to Virginia from 

England on a ship called the 'Barque Asurrance de Lo'. Being 24 years of age and unmarried, it is probable 

that he, like many others, was anx'ious to leave England's civil wars for life in the new world. He settled in 

Lower Norfolk County of the Jamestown Cobny in Virginia, mam'ed Hester Caplln, widow of Henry Caplin 

and had children. He lived here for 14 years, during which time he received his rank for service in Ye ' 

Tranined Bands' during the Indian Wars. Captain Thomas Benson was among those Dissenters of the 

Virginia Colony who were offered religious freedom by Governor Stone of Maryland and who entered 

Maryland during 1649 and 1650. He was Commander of Ye Trained Bands on the ship 'Adventure' on which J 

the Virginia exiles came to Maryland, landing on December 5, 1649, at a beautiful kx:ation on the Providence 

River (now Sevem) which they named 'Providence' (now Greenbury Point). This was the first English , 

settlement in Anne Arundel County and the second in Maryland, the first being in St. Marys County in 1634. 

In the publishing of the book called flfpwfcwgft YeLxtTorniestSOYemklMarytarH/ by James E. Moss. 

it was learned that Captain Thomas Benson received the rank of Colonel after the Great Battle between 

ye Susquehannock and Iraguois Nacons in 1663. Many records of the first settlers of the Sevem ere in the 

first court house then bcated in the new town of Annapolis which burned to the ground at 3 AM on the 

moming of October 18, 1704. Captain Thomas Benson received his rank during the Indian Wars between 

1635 and 1649. There were 2 massacres which occurred in the Virginia Cobny, the first in 1622 and the 

second in 1644. At the death of Powhattan, in April 1618, he was succeeded by his second brother, 

Apitchapan. He, however, being decrepid in body and inert in mind, was in a short time practically 

superceeded in the government by his younger, bolder and more ambitbus brother, the famous 

Apechancanough. Opechancanough was the deadly foe of the whites, and at once began secret 

preparations for a general uprising. On Friday, March 22, 1622, a simultaneous attack was made along the 

whole frontier. On the evening before and on that very moming, the Indians, as usual, came unarmed into 

the houses of the unsuspecting cobnists, with fmits, fish, turi^eys and venison for sale - in some places they 

actually sat down to breakfast with the English. At about the hour of noon the savages, rising suddenly and 

everywhere at the same time, butchered the cobnists with their own implements, sparing neither age nor sex, 

nor condition, and thus fell in a few hours 349 men, women, and children. The infuriated savages wrecked 

their vengeance even on the dead, dragging and mangling the lifeless bodies, smearing their hands in blood, 

and bearing off the tom and yet palpitating limbs as trophies of a brutal triumph. Every settlement was 

destroyed excepting those immediately around Jamestown, where the whites had been wamed in time. As 

soon as the English could recover from the first shock, a war of extemnination was begun against the Indians. 

It was ordered that 3 expeditbns should be undertaken yearly against them in order that they might have no 

chance to plant their com or build their wigwams, and the commanders were forbidden to make peace upon 

any terms whatever. A large number of Indians were at one time induced to return to their homes by promises 

of peace, but all were massacred in their villages and their houses burned. The ruse was attempted the 

second time but was unsuccessful. The war went on for 14 years, until both sides were exhausted, when 

peace was made in 1636. The greatest battle was fought in 1625 at Pamunkey, were Governor Wyatt 

defeated nearly 1000 Indians and burned their village, the principal one then existing (Fort Royal). Peace 

lasted until 1641, when the Indians were aroused by new encroachments of the whiles, and 

Apechancanough, then an aged man, organized another general attack, which he led in person. In a single 

day 500 whites were killed. After about a year when the old chief was nearty a hundred years old and no 

longer able to walk, he was carried from place to place by his warriors in a litter. His body was emaciated, H 

and he could only see when his eyelids were opened by his attendants. Sir William Berkeley, moving rapidly 

with a party on horses, surprised the superannuated chief at some distance from his residence, and he was 

carried a prisoner to Jamestown, and there kindly treated. He retained a spirit unconquered by decrepitude ^ 

of body or reverse of fortune. Hearing one day footsteps in the room where he lay, he requested his eyelids 

to be raised. When perceiving a crowd of persons attracted there by curiosity to see the famous chief, he 

called for the governor; and upon his appearance said to him, 'Had it been my fortune to take Sir V\niliam 
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Berkeley prisoner, I would have disdained to make a show of him'. He, however, had made a show of 
Captain John Smith when he was a prisoner. About a fortnight after Apechancanough's capture, one of 
his guards, for some private reason, basely shot him in the back. Languishing awhile of the wound, he died 
at Jamestown. Apechancanough was succeeded by Necotorvance, styled 'King of the Indians' and in 
October, 1646, a treaty was affected with him, by which he agreed to hold his authority from the King of 
England (who was now t)ereft of his own) while the assembly engaged to protect him from his enemies, in 
acknowledgment whereof, he was to deliver to the governor a yearly tribute of 20 beaver skins at the 
departure of the wild geese. By this treaty it was further agreed that the Indians were to occupy the country 
on the north side of the York River, and to cede to the English all the country between the York and the 
James, from the falls to Kiquotan; death for an Indian to be found within this territory, unless sent in as a 
messenger; messengers to be admitted into the colony by means of badges of striped cbth; and felony for 
a white man to be found on the Indian hunting ground which was to extend from the head of Yapin, the 
Blackwater, to the old Mannakin town on the James River; badges to be received at Fort Royal and Fort 
Henry, alias Appomattox. Fort Henry had been established not long before this, at the falls of the Appomattox, 
now site of Petersburg; Fort Charles at the falls of the James; Fort James on the Chickahominy. In 1659 
Colonel Thomas Benson was still of the Anglican Church and when All Hallows or South River Church was 
created in 1692, the family records were noted. The Bensons remained in the Established Church until a 
seventh generation descendant, with 6 other members were ex-communicated. From the Maryland 
Genealogical Records CQmmlttgg Report of 1934 Volume 8, pages 37-39. Thomas Besson came from 
England to Virginia 1635 - 24th of July, 1635. Thomas Besson bom 1616 will probated 29 April 1679 
married Hester (Maryland Historical Magazine. Volume 16. Liber 7A, page 126. After his death, she 
married Thomas Sutton, 1680. From his will it would appear probable, he had been manried prior to 
marriage to Hester. In index to Chancery depositions 1 668-1 789. Maryland Historical Magazine Volume 
22 page 108.: Capt. Thomas Besson of Anne Arundel County, Maryland, act. 58 in 1674, makes birth 1616; 
however Thomas Besson, age 24, "Assurance do Le, 24 July 1635, makes birth 1611. There is a 
discrepancy of about 5 years - 2 of which can be accounted for, possibly on age being given in years, months 
not considered, and by one record being in Old the other in New Time. It is very probable the same man as 
no other Beson or Besson appears in those eariy years. 1654 Appointed Commissioner and Justice of the 
Peace 1654 Appointed Chancelbr on Capt. Fullers, Council 1655 Appointed on Council of War of Battle 
of the Sevem' 1657 Appointed Delegate to Cat. Fullers Assembly between Lord Baltimore and Richard 
Bennett (Viricus, adds p. 613, ''Member General Assembly, 1657, Burgess Anne Arundel County, Maryland 
1666). 1650 Capt. William Burgess, brother in law of Richard Beard & Nicholas Gassaway his son in law.

Thomas Besson's original will is bcated in the Prerogative Court records of Maryland in Box B, folder 48 and 
is dated 29 April 1679. It is extremely difficult to read. 

From parts that are readable we leam that he was a Christian as he mentions 'Jesus Christ my savior*. He 
mentbns his son John Besson giving him the lands that Thomas Besson bought from Nicholas 
Gassaway. He also mentions his son William Besson. He then mentions his daughter Martha Besson 
and his wife Hester Besson whom he appointed as executrix. He then refen-ed to his son Thomas Besson 
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the elder. It does appear that Thomas Besson signed his name to his will. The will was probated on 29 
April 1679. His inventory is located in Liber 6, folio 105-106 in the Prerogative Court acords of Maryland. 
Like the will it is extremely difficult to read. It appears that his inventory totalled 162 pounds sterling.

Book Three by R. Bernice 
Leonard states that on 1 1 May 1 700 Sarah Broadway of Talbot, spinster, sold to George Pratt, joiner - 1 00 
acres of land called 'Greenhiir, bequeathed to me by the will of my late husband Samuel Broadway and 
also 1 00 acres of 'Dudley's' - also bequeathed to me by Samuel Broadway. This was witnessed by Edgar 
Webb and Nicholas Lowe and acknowledged by Sarah Broadway before Thomas Robins and Rot>ert 
Ungle. 

It is possible that Sarah Dudley secondly married Robert Mansell for we find on 27 Febmary 1712. Robert 
Mansell of Talbot, planter, and Sarah Mansell his wife, to Barthlomew Greenwood, planter - 100 acres 
of woods and uncultivated ground, part of Parkers Farm; on or near Tuckahoe Creek - late in possession of 
Samuel Broadway, deceased with Sarah Mansell being seized in fee.

(Book A1 , 1 501 ). The Broadways at one time owned the famn of fomier Governor Robert J. Reynolds of 

Delaware. When Samuel Broadway died he left about six hundred acres of land. The Samuel Broadway, 

Sr. and his wife Sarah (Dudley) Broadway had two children: (1) Sarah Broadway who married Robert 

Frampton and (2) Samuel Broadway, Jr. who married Sarah ?. Samuel Broadway's will is located in ^ 

Liber 6 of Wills and on microfilm reel SR 4402 at the Maryland State Archives in Annapolis, Maryland. It too 

is extremely difficult to read. In some places I can only pick out certain items. I have tried to decipher any f 

names that are mentioned. It follows: ' 

In the name of God, Amen. I Samuel Broadway of Talbot County in ye province of Maryland being weak 

of body but of good and perfect memory do make my last will and testament, revoking and annulling all wills 

by me formerly made and this to be my only will as folbweth. I commit my Soul into ye hands of Almighty 

God and my body to be decently buried by my children in my own plantation according to the directions of | 

y executor and after all my just debts and legacies be paid I give as folbweth. I give unto my well beloved 

wife my plantatbn whereon I now live called 7 and the land bebnging to it. I give to my son Samuel 

Broadway half ye tract of land and ye other half ye tract of land called Dudley. I give unto my daughter "] 

Sarah Broadway half ye tract of land. Of my personal estate it is my will that it should be divided into three 

equal parts and my son and daughter to have two parts of it but in case my wife should be with child then it i 
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should be divided into four parts. It is my will that in case my daughter Sarah should marry against her 
mother's will ye she shall have no part of this my will until she comes unto ye full age of one and twenty years. 
Witness my hand and seal the 8th of May 1698. 

Samuel Broadway, Sr. died about 31 July 1699 for on that day his will was probated. It should be pointed 
out that both he and his wife were probably not that old by modem day standards as he mentions the 
possibility that his might be with child probably setting their ages betaw 40 years. I have seen this phrase 
from time to time in various wills; however, as it is not included on a regular basis it is probably only used 
when it is believed that wife is definitely pregnant or is still of child bearing age. 

The inventory and account of Samuel Broadway, Sr. was tacated at the Maryland State Archives on 
microfilm rolls 45 and 66-7. The handwriting is very difficult to read. It should be noted that also dying in 
1699 was Robert Broadway who is placed as his brother.

NOTES for Hester Dottando ^^ follow: Namedinwillof husband, Anthony Lecompte. Information on her ^ 

obtained from Rrst Dorchester Families by Calvin W. Mowbray which states that in London 1 1 July 1661 

he married Hester Dottando (Dotlando) a native of Dieppe, in Normany, France {Maryland Historical \ 
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MagazmB. Volume 12, page 48). After the death of Anthony Lecompte in 1673, Hester, in 1694, married 
Mark Cordea a wealthy merchant, innlceeper, and shipowner of St. Mary's County who had l>een naturalized 
in 1671. On 17 July 1680, there was issued a subpoena to Mark Cordea and Hester Cordea his wife, 
executrix of the last will and testament of Anthony LeCompte, deceased, to answer the bill of complaint of 
Henry Fox and Hester Fox his wife, one of the daughters of the said Anthony (Annapolis, Chancery 
Records CD, 273). Committees from the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly met occasionally at Mark 
Cordea's house (Maryland Archives, VII, XIII) 

Anthony LECOMPTE, SrJ^ died October 1673, in Dorchester County, Maryland. 

NOTES for Anthony LECOMPTE, Sr/^ foltow: Hrst DomhGster Families states that the bay which was 
named after Anthony Lecompte is still called LeCompte Bay as is LeCompte Creek. It also states that 
Anthony LeCompte immigrated to Calvert County in the mid- 1650's where he acquired a 75 acre tract called 
Compton fomi Ishmael Wright. He retumed to his homeland in 1661 (He was bom near Callis in France) 
and on July 1 1 of that year, in London, he married Hester Dottando. In the meantime he had an 800 acre 
tract of land surveyed. It was located on the south side of the Great Choptank and on Home Bay which he 
named Saint Anthony as some historians have written but was an entirely separate tract and the records 
show that Castle Haven was not the property of a Lecompte in at least, the first 75 years of its existence. 
On 6 May 1669, Anthony Lecompte was appointed atong with several others as one of the original justices 
of Dorchester County. He served until 1671 . 

From the MarvlamJ Historical Maga^ne. Volume f2(1917) page 46: Anthony LeCompte was bom in 
Picardy, France and died during the autumn of 1673, in Dorchester County. Maryland. In 1655-6, he appears 
in the province of Maryland as the folbwing entry among the land records attest: 'I Antoine LeCompte do 
give all my right and title to Ishmael Wright and my man's Henry Mites right and title which is the 200 acres 
due to me. As witness my hand, 7th Febmary 1655' - Signed Anthoine Le Compt. (L.O., Q. 440-441). 
In 1658-9, Anthony LeCompte appears as patentee of a free-hold in Calvert County, known as 'Compton', 
and containing 75 acres, originally surveyed 8 August 1651, for ishmael Wright, on the North side of the 
Patuxent River (Calvert County Rent Rolls). Ishmael Wright acquired title to 'Compton' in consideratfon of 
the transporting of himself and Anne his wife, into the Province, and assigned the same to Antoine 
LeCompte, 11 Febmary, 1658 (L.O.,Q. 401), Under an entry of 12 March 1658, on Arthur Wright demands 
land for transporting Katharine his wife, William Squire, Thomas Middleton, Elizabeth Holston and 
Thomas Raymond, Barbara Crouch, Thomas Jones, transported by Antoine LeCompte. Wan-ent then 
issued to lay out for Arthur Wright and Antoine LeCompt 700 acres upon 'the Eastern Shore'. (L.O., 0, 
440,441). "Whereas on the 12 March 1658, warant issued for 700 acres of land upon the Eastern Shore to 
Anthony Lecompte and Arthur Wright, retained 29 September following - which said warrant being given 
up, the said Anthony LeCompte hath taken new wan-ant in his own name. On 13 August 1659, there was 
laid out for Anthony LeCompte of this Province, planter, a parcel of land called 'St. Anthoine' (or 'St. 
Antonine'), lying on the East side of the Chesapeake Bay, and on the South side of the Choptank River, in 
Home's Bay, containing 800 acres (L.O., IV 244: Dorchester County Rent Rolls). The aforesaid tract was 
acquired by Anthony LeCompte, 17 January 1659, 'in consideratfon that Anthony LeCompte hath 
transported Thomas Raymond, Barbara Crouch, and Thomas Jones into this Providence: and hath further 
due to him by assignment of Mary Guilford the land (200 acres) due to her for transporting herself and 
Barnes Johnson; and also, by the assignment of Emperour Smith, the land due to him for transporting 
himself, Robert Bailey and William Major. Granted unto said Anthony LeCompte the land called 'SL 
Anthony', on the East side of the Chesapeake Bay, and the South side of the Choptank River, in Home Bay, 
800 acres.' (L.O., IV, 181-378). 
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Shortly after this, Anthony LeCompte returned to France, where he met his future wife, took her over to 
London to be married, and then retumed to Maryland. On 2 March 1662/3, came 'Antonio LeCompte and 
enters four rights, viz - for his wife Ester. John Goteer, Andrew Gundry and Amt>rose, for which he 
demands warrant', which was accordingly issued for 200 acres, of date 21 February 1662 (L.O. v. 243). One 
22 Febmary 1664, a 'Patent of Denizatfon' was granted to Antonie LeCompte, his wife and children 
(Maryland Archives III, 513.) On 18 March 1662, we find the foltowing entry: "I Andrew Skinner of this 
Province, do alienate, etc unto Mounsier Anthony Compt, land called 'Compton', in Dividing Creek, on the 
north side of the Choptank River*. This tract consisted of 100 acres, in Talbot County, and was originally laid 
out for Andrew Skinner (by assignment from James Smith). On 26 April 1663, Anthony LeCompte 
assigned his rights to John Edmondson, who assigned thesame to James Elvard, merchant (L.O., VII, 120, 
125). In the Proceedings of the Maryland Assembly held at Patuxent, 24 September 1657, among the 
'several charges to be Satisfied by way of Levie out of the County of Patuexent', we find a bill allowed to 
Anthony LeCompte for killing threewolves, amounting to 300 pounds oftobacco (Maryland Archives, 1, 365). 
In the Proceedings of April - May, 1669, out of the assessments of the Province charged to several counties, 
there were due to Anthony LeCompte, of Talbot County, 2022 pounds oftobacco (Maryland Archives, II, 
231). On 6 May 1669 Anthony LeCompte was appointed a Justice of Dorchester County, which office he 
held until 1671 (Maryland Archives, V. 52-53, Liber C-D, 431). 

F^rom Eariv Families of Southern Marv^nd. Volume tli page 119: The LeCompte femily of Dorchester 
County descended from Anthony LeCompte, a French Protestant, who brought his family to Maryland to 
escape religious persecutfon in Europe. 'Sketches of Maryland Eas tern Shommeri quotes portions of a 
manuscript written in 1819 by two blind brothers, Thomas LeCompte and Daniel LeCompte, of the 9th 
generation removed from Anthony LeCompte, from which the following is paraphrased: When the estate 
of Anthony Le Compte, a Protestant of Picorde, France, was confiscated by the Roman clergy, he fled to 
England. For the next eleven years he fought for the King of Great Britain against the Catholic King of France. 
For his valor he was knighted and the title of Monsieur (Sir) was given him atang with a coat of amis said to 
be in the Tower of London. He settled first in St. Mary's County, then, hearing about the land on the Great 
Choptank River of the Eastem Shore, he and a man named Horn went across the Bay to investigate. Horn 
took up land from Charles Goldsborough on Horn's Point and Anthony LeCompte settled his family on the 
northem side of a creek, later known at LeCompte's Creek, on a bay which was later called LeCompte's 
Bay. Since few whites lived in the area and distances between plantatfons was great, It was up to the settler 
to defend his plantation without outside help. Anthony LeCompte was able to protect his plantatton and 
family by bringing in white servants and a variety of arms to drive off the savages who surrounded the 
plantation at times. 

The isolation of this plantatfon undoubtedly accounts for the fact that few records have been tocated of births, 
marriages, and deaths of his descendants in the eariy days. According to one source, circuit riders saw to 
the spiritual needs of the Protestant families in this area and these records are, for the most part, tost. The 
following records quoted in To Maryland From Overseas identify Anthony LeCompte and his family: 
Anthony LeCompte of the Parish of Macheneere Callis in France and Esther Dottante of Deepe in France 
were married 11 June 1661.

On 22 Febmary 1644/5, the Lieutenant General ordered that Antoine Lacompte, his wife and children be 
issued 'Patent of Dennizacon'. Cotonial Maryland Naturalizatfons states that the children of Anthony 
Lacounte of Picardie, France, were bom in Maryland: Anthony, Hester, John, Moses, Phillip and ^ 

Katherine. Anthony, his wife and children were naturalized 2 March 1664/5. 
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From the Maryland Historical Magazme. Volume 12 (1917) page 48: 'A few months after Anthony 
LeCompte's decease, his widow, Ester, married (1674) 'Monsieur* Mark Cordea, formerly of St. John's, in 
St. Mary's County, an innholder and merchant, and owner of 'St. Eiizat>eth's Manor', which he purchased 
from John Nuthall, Jr. of St. Mary's County, gentleman (Annapolis, Chancery Records C-D, I, 273). In 
Bacon's Laws of Maryland (1674), chapter XII, (original Libers: C & WH. 240: WH. 123: WH & L, 86), appears 
the petition for naturalization on the part of Hester Cordea, et. al., as follows: 'Petition of ... Hester Cordea 
(bom) at Deepe in Normandy, John LeCount, Mosses Lecount, Phillip Lacount borne at Picardie in the 
Kingdom of France; Hester Lacount, Katherlne Lacount, daughters to the said Anthony Lacount, and both 
sonns and daughters born with Your Lordships Province of Maryland ... for years theirin Inhabitants being 
Invited to come and dwell within this Province by and upon confidence of Your Lordships declaration of the 
second of July 1649,' etc. They were naturalized under the Act passed 6 June 1674. 

Anthony Lecompte's will is found in the records of Dorchester County, Maryland and is located in Wills Liber 
1 , folio 562-563. It is also located on microfilm reel SR 4396 at the Maryland State Archives. It is remarkably 
clear and easy to read for a document date 1673. 

in the name of God amen. I Anthony Lecompte of the county of Dorchester in the Province of Maryland 
being sick and weak of body but of sound and perfect memory praised by unto the Almighty God but calling 
to mind the uncertainty of this life do make and ordain this my last will and testament in manner and form 
folbwing. First I bequeath my soul into the hands of my savbr and redeemer Jesus Christ hoping by his 
meritorious death and passton to have a happy resurrectton and my body to be buried in the Earth in such 
decent manner as my wife my executrix named shall think fit as for the estate which God Almighty hath made 
me steward of in this world I give and bequeath to my eldest son John Lecompte all my land in the other side 
of the creek lying south from my house and the fifty acres I bought of William Willoughby. ITEM. I give and 
bequeath to my three sons Moses Lecompte, Philip Lecompte and Anthony Lecompte all the rest of my 
land to be equally divided. ITEM. I give and bequeath to my eldest daughter Hester Lecompte eight cows. 
ITEM. I give and bequeath to my daughter Katharine Lecompte eight cows. ITEM. I give and bequeath all 
the rest of my movables to be equally divided amongst them. ITEM. I give unto Nicholas Trip one cow. 
ITEM. I do make and ordain Hester Lecompte my wife my sole and whole executrix of this my last will and 
testament as long as she remains a widow and I ordain that she my said executrix do see to my just debts 
and legacies paid arid my body neatly and orderly buried. In witness whereof thasaid Anthony Lecompte 
hath hereunto set his hand and seal the 9th day of September 1673. Witnesses present Jacob Seth, Jno. 
Snookes and Margaret Bryant. On the back side of the foregoing was written that the will was probated 
on 25 October 1673.

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From nrstPorchBster Families, page 176: One October 30, 1667, Daniel Clarke sold to Robert Winsmore 
a 300 acre tract on Sharp's Creek called 'Daniel's Choice'. Sharp's Creek is known today as Lee Creek and 
it is located at the head of the Little Choptank River. Patent Record, L12 F232 shows that Dr. Winsmore was 
a resident of what became Dorchester County as early as 1668. He was a commissfoner of Dorchester in 
1671 and he served several temis. Dr. Winsmore proved his 'head rights' on June 8, 1672 (Patent L 16 
F522). He transported from Virginia to Dorchester County; himself. Ann Winsmore his wife, John Winsmore 
and Robert Winsmore his sons; Elizabeth Winsmore, Judith Winsmore and Ann Winsmore his 
daughters; and seven other persons. It should also be pointed out that on 7 June 1670 (DCLR 1 Old 21) 
Peter Sharpe of Calvert County, chyrurgeon, sold land to William Ticke, planter. The deed was witnessed 
by William Winsmore and Daniel Clarke. It was probably this Daniel Clarke that Robert Winsmore 
bought land from in 1667. As Robert Winsmore did not have any sons named William Winsmore this was 
probably a brother or even his father. There had to be a connectfon with the Winsmore family name, Daniel 
Clarke and the fact that Peter Sharpe and Robert Winsmore were chyrurgeons. This same William 
Winsmore was probably still alive in 1 674/75 for on 29 October of that year he witnessed another deed and 
on 7 September 1675 he witnessed a Power of Attorney. 



There is no mention of any member of the Winsmore family in the Dorchester County records after 1693. 
So the name Dr. Robert Winsmore, that ardent Quaker whom George Fox visited on his tour thru 
Dorchester, and the man after whom Winsmore's Bridge was named, passed into oblivfon. 

Will was written 20 October 1676 and refers to him as Robert Winsmore, chymrgeon, which is a form of a 
surgeon. His will is difficult to read put mentions wife Katharine (giving her the home plantation part of 
'Daniel's Choice'. He also mentions daughter Bizabeth, wife of Alexander Fisher and her daughter Judith 
Fisher. Daughter, Sarah Winsmore and heirs are bequeathed 250 acres of 'Beverty'. Daughter Anne 
Winsmore and heirs are bequeathed 250 acres of Unkwood'. Son, Robert Winsmore and heirs are 
bequeathed 200 acres of 'Woodthorpe'. Son, John and heirs are bequeathed 100 acres. He stated the 
sons to be of age at 21 years and the daughters to be at age at 18 years.

NOTES for Richard DUDLEY^^ follow: Sold a tract of two hundred acres of land called 'Dudley* located on 
the north side of the Choptank River and of the west side of Tuckahoe Creek to his daughter Sarah and son 
in law Samuel Broadway, Sr. on August 15, 1682. This record is mentioned in Talbot County, Maryland, 
Land Records, Book Two by R. Bemice Leonard and states that Richard Dudley, taybr, and Elinor Dudley 
his wife, to Samuell Broadway, planter. It was witnessed by John Pooley and Thomas Vaughn and 
acknowledged by Henry Parker before William Coursey, Edward Mann and George Robotham. 

It is possible that Richard Dudley had a son James Dudley who had a son Thomas Dudley for on 8 March 
1 745 William Warring and James Broadway were appointed by Edward Nedels to view and value the land 
of Thomas Dudley, son of James Dudley, deceased, who chose Thomas Dudley the elderfor his guardian 
at the November court past (1744). In 1708 a Thomas Dudley witnessed a deed between Richard Webb 
and Rebecca Webb his wife and John Baggs and Hannah Baggs his wife, all of Dorchester County, 
Maryland. 

The number of descendants of this ancestor in the computer database is 454; counting spouses 687. 
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Interesting Persons 

I am constantly asked what interesting persons we are related to. Everyone wants to know what politicians 
were are kin to as well as other notable persons. I have decided to put in the folbwing section after a great 
deal of hesitatbn. Please consider the fblbwing very carefully before you read this sectbn.

Currently in the genealogy computer database I have 22„540 persons and 7612 marriages. Here are a few 
of the statistics which might prove interesting: 

■ There are 163 persons who are 'twins'. We have many cases of more than one sets of twins being 
bom in the same family. 

■ There is 1 known set of triplets. They are Robert Lewis Harrison, Jr., Clifford Lee Harrison, and 
Kenneth Gerald Harrison all bom on 24 November 1958 sons of Robert Lewis Harrison, Sr. and 
Cordelia Welton. They and Reb IV are 10th cousins, 1 generatfon removed. Their common 
ancestor is Capt. Thomas Besson^^. 

■ Thus far I have bcated 54 persons who are ordained ministers. 

■ I have confirmed two persons who were in the Spanish - American War. They are Capt. Wilson 
Ijams and Col. John Henry Duvall. No doubt there are several others. Reb and Capt. Wilson 
■jams are 5th cousins, 4 generattons removed, with a common ancestor of Capt. Thomas Besson^^; 
4th cousins, 5 generations removed, with a common ancestor of Richard Cheney, Sr.^\' and 6th 
cousins 4 generatbns removed with a common ancestor of Capt. Thomas Besson^^. I know it 
seems very odd to see a person related to another person in more than one way; however it is very 
common especially considering the time frame involve. Years ago persons married their first cousins, 
second cousins, aunt/uncles, etc. With deaths and remamages to other cousins, etc the situation 
compounds. Capt Wilson Ijams, served as Captain of the Second Mississippi Infentry during the 
Mexican War. 

Reb and Col. John Henry Duvall are 7th cousins, 2 generations removed. Their common ancestor 
is Richard Cheney, Sr.^\ From civil life he was appointed a Second Lieutenant in the United States 
Amiy and assigned to the 18th Infantry Regiment, seeing active service in the Philippine Insurrection 
and the Spanish-American War. From exposure in service and tropical diseases he was invalided 
from the Amiy in 1901 with the rank of Major. He remained in retirement until 1905, when with 
improved health he became associated with the Pennsylvania Nattonal Guards. In 1913 at the 
outbreak of war he returned to the active list and was assigned as professor of military science at 
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Bowdoin College, Maine, retiring in 1918 with the rank of Colonel. 

Thus far I have located about 100 persons who were in the Civil War (sic) with an additional 12 
persons who appear to have been in the Civil War. Of the 100 persons, 75 are confirmed 
Confederate States of America {C.S.A.).^ 

I have located 51 persons who were in the American Revolution.^ 

Thus far there are 26 persons who were in the War of 1812,^ 

Additbnally, there are 9 persons who served in the various State Militia units in Colonial America. 



I have located 22 other persons who have held military rank not mentioned in the above military 
engagements. Some obtained rank in peace time and did not serve in a war. Others probably 
belong in one of the above categories; however which one is unknown. 

There have been 110 persons bcated who were either Medical Doctors, Pharmacists, or Doctors of 
Veterinary Medicine. 

As our particular branch of the family is involved with the Masonic Fratemity, I have noted other 
persons who had similar involvement. Thus for 57 have been kx^ated with a few others involved in 
the iOOF (Internatbnal Order of Odd Felbws), Knights of Columbus, or other firatemal organizations. 
Of these two men served with particular honors: Capt. John Gassaway served as acting Grand 
Master of Maryland. He was Captain of the 2nd Regiment in the Revolutionary War and a member 
of Military Lodge No. 27. He is a 3rd cousin, 7 generattons removed with a common ancestor of 
Capt. Thomas Besson^^. The other was Pres. Harry 8 Truman who was Grand Master from 
Missouri during 1940-1941 and was the 33rd President of the United States. Bro. Truman was a 
member of many Masonic bodies. There have been many Presidents that were members of the 
Masonic Fratemity; however only a few were truly active members such as Washington, Jackson, 
and Truman. 

There were several other interesting persons: 

The town of Gassaway in Cannon County, Tennessee was named after James Reed Gassaway 
(6th cousin, 4 generattons removed). The town of Duvali in the northeastern portion of Pickaway 
County, Ohio was named after Benjamin Penn Duvali (4th cousin, 5 generations removed). 

Isabella Virginia Bache, was the great granddaughter of Benjamin Franklin was the spouse of 



ThfffPflHffrigmfa-nvltnmyiiffYfKnnlf l{dg(ifj^ (^fffmtly I^^^ Research 

is currently underway.

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Rev. Stephen Griffith Gassaway (5th cousin, 5 generatbns remove and 6th cousin, 3 generations 
removed). John Thomas McManis (8th cousin, 2 generations removed) was a memt)er of I 
Company of the 1st Cavalry of the U.S. Arniy and participated in the Indian War. He was in the Battle 
of Little Big Hom and at one time guarded the captured Chief Geronlmo. Walter Linthicum (7th 
cousin, 2 generations removed) was the United States Cousul at Vienna. James Elverson, spouse 
of Sarah Duvall was the owner and publisher of the Philadelphia Inquirer. Francis Scott Key, Jr., 
son of the writer of the Star Spangled Banner, was the spouse of Elizabeth Hall Harwood. She 
was a 6th cousin, 4 generations removed and 6th cousin, 3 generations removed. 

Thus far there are five persons documented to have lived over 1 00 years. They are Lydia Orrell (24 
June 1864 - 2 December 1985), Stonewall Jack Tippins (2 August 1862 - 21 March 1963), Arthur 
Clinton Adams (20 January 1895-25 March 1995), George A. Strahan (about July 1874- 14 April 
1976), and Annie McMekin Boswell (1 March 1885 - 16 March 1985). In January 1996 Mary 
Martinek^ will be added to that list. 

There are many lawyers and judges in the database along with other persons who have been elected 
to public office or appointed to high positions. These include members of the Howard family of 
whom Howard County, Maryland is named. 

Our cousin Octavia Duvall married William Howard, son of Gov. George Howard who was the 
son of Gov. John Eager Howard. Capt. Thomas Gassaway was High Sheriff of Anne Arundel 
County and elected as a Representative of the County to the General Assembly in 1739. 

Henry Duvall was a prominent commisston merchant of Baltimore and was actively engaged in 
public affairs. In 1867 he was the first Democrat to be elected to the City Council after the War 
Between the States and ultimately became its President. For a time he acted as Mayor Ex-Officio 
for Baltimore City. Oriando Ridout, IV was a member of the House of Delegates of Maryland. 

Joab Waters was a Delegate from St. Genevieve County, Missouri and also was a member of the 
first State Constitutional Conventton in 1820. 

Archibald Smith Clarke (1788-1821) was a member of the United States (Congress from New Yoric 
State. 

Joseph Isaac Duvall (1821 - 1883) was a practicing medical doctor in Prince George's and Anne 
Aaindel Counties and for several temis was a member of the Maryland Legislature. 

Staley Nichols Clarke (1794-1860) was a member of Congress from New York State. 

Gov. Edwin Warfield (1848 - 1886) was Governor of Maryland (1904 - 1908) on the Democratic 
ticket. He is a 6th cousin, 3 generations removed, a 6th cousin, 4 generations removed, and a 7th 
cousin, 3 generations removed. 

John Charles Linthicum a 6th cousin, 3 generations removed, for many years was a member of 
Congress and secured the adoptton of the Star Spangled Banner as the Nattonal Anthem. 

Capt. John Gassaway was a member of the House of Representatives for Anne Arundel County, 
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Maryland for 8 years beginning 1753. 

Mary Vincent was manied to Edward Peter. He held the positfon of State's Attorney in Maryland. 

William W. Watkins. a medical doctor, was sent as a Delegate to the Maryland Legislature in 1838 
and was responsible for the creation of the Howard district that was separated into Howard County 
in 1851. He was elected Howard County's first State Senator. 

Arthur Pue Gorman, (7th cousin, 2 generatfons removed, 6th cousin, 4 generations removed, and 
8th cousin, 2 generatfons removed) was a page in the United States Senate as the protege of Sen. 
Stephan Arnold Douglas. He subsequently served two terms as a member of the House of 
Delegates in Maryland and two terms as a State Senator. He was elected to the United States 
Senate in 1892 and re-elected in 1902. 

Dorsey Fisher (8th cousin, 2 generatfons removed) served as thefirst Secretary of the United States 
Embassy in Mexico. 

Percy Lee Gassaway (7th cousin, 3 generatfons removed) received his early educatfon in Fort Sill, 
Oklahoma, then Indian Territory. He was admitted to the bar of the Supreme Court of Oklahoma in 
1919 and was appointed county judge of Coal County in 1923. The following year he was elected 
district judge and was re-elected in 1930. Bred in the tradition of the Southwest cattle ranchers, 
Gassaway was elected on the Democratic ticket to the House of Representatives in 1934. During 
his one temi as Congressman he was appointed to the Judiciary Committee and was a strong 
supporter of the policies of President Roosevelt using the 'plain language of the cow country.' On 
his arrival in Washington he astonished his colleagues, not only by wearing cowboy boots, a ten 
gallon black sombrero, and ftowing black tie, but by declaring that "Washington is nothing but a three- 
ring circus with everybody talking and nobody listening.' He was bitterly opposed to Sen. Huey 
Long and Charles E. Coughlin and even challenged Long to a debate before the microphones, or 
a bout with bare knuckles in the ring, or a duel with six shooters on the Capital steps. 

Eleanor Louise Elverson (7th cousin, 2 generatfons removed) married M. Jules Patenotre who 
was the French Ambassador to the United States. One son Raymond Patenotre (8th cousin, 1 
generation removed), served as the French Cabinet Minister. 

Henry Gassaway Davis (6th cousin, 4 generatfons removed and 7th cousin. 2 generations 
removed) became a United States Senator from West Virginia in 1871 and stayed in office until 1883 
when he declined re-electfon. He was the Democratic Vice-Presidential nominee in 1904 at which 
time Judge Alton B. Parker was defeated in his race for the Presidency by the incumbent, 
Theodore Roosevelt. He established the town of Gassaway, West Virginia, which was named in 
his honor. 

Stephen Benton Elkins, spouse of Hallie Davis (7th cousin, 3 generations removed and 8th cousin, 
1 generation removed) was Secretary of War from 1891 to 1893 and United States Senator from 
1895 until his death. His home tow, Elkins, West Virginia, also the home of Davis & Elkins College, 
was named in his honor. 

George Porter Gassaway (5th cousin, 5 generatfons removed) while living in Glasgow, Kentucky 
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was elected Mayor of that city. 

Samuel Bradley (3rd cousin, 7 generations removed) according to one source was a Mayor of 
Baltimore City. 



Oregon Benson (2nd cousin, 4 generations removed)was a politician although I do not know the 
office he held. It would have either been in the Baltimore County Assembly or in the Maryland State 
Legislature. Benson Avenue, which is behind St. Agnes Hospital ground was named after his family. 
Oregon Avenue in Arbutus was named after Oregon Benson in 1925 two years after his death. It 
was cut through in a land development by his son, Carville Dickinson Benson whose name is 
preserved on a parallel street called Carville Avenue. Oregon Benson developed the village named 
Halethorpe in Baltimore County and lived at Windcrest, a brick mansbn still standing.

This last page is being written after the preceding bcx>k has been completely written and pasted up for printing. 
Having looked at the completed project I must admit that I am extremely pleased and proud of the final outcome. 
I honestly believe the 10 years of research and thousands of hours and dollars were worth it. This book is my 
best yet and represents my finest hour. The are over 149 scanned photos in this book. I sent all original photos 
to a company to be scanned into computer graphic images. After they were return'^ i I had to spend quite a bit 
of time cropping, rotating, lightening (or darkening) and sharpening each image. A r this the scanned images 
in color were converted to black and white and then converted to an image that could be used by the word 
processor. This process alone took several months to complete. There are an additbnal 23 actual photos which 
were pasted up in the book along with over 220 documents which were individually pasted up on the master 
sheets. The layout process was quite demanding and at times very frustrating. 

At this point I am extremely tired, almost to the point of exhaustion. Although I have been working on this project 
for 10 years, I have spent every spare minute since April of this year working on the layout. Many times I have 
worked 30-40 hours on the weekend alone , not counting the spare time during the week. Now that the project 
is complete I am looking forward to some peace and quiet with total relaxation. It seems I am always involved 
in major projects. From the time I was 1 5 to 21 1 did volunteer work for the Baltimore City Bureau of Recreation. 
From the time I was 21 to 27 I was heavily involved with playing Chess and other games through the mail and 
was the Toumament Director for a national organization. F ;m the time I was 27 to 32 I was photographing 
weddings. From the age of 32 to present I have been involved with the Masonic Fratemity, serving in many 
offices for several organizations. Since the age of 35 1 have been involved in genealogy doing my own research, 
writing newsletters and articles, teaching adult education, and researching for clients. All of my Masonic 
commitments are completed and with this book completed, all of my genealogy commitments are fulfilled. Simply 
speaking - It is time for a rest.
